Wants p act with Russ 
limiting arms sales 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Decry ing 
the United States as the world s No. 1 
arms peddler, President Carter say s 
he will make proposals to the Sov iet 
Union “before long’’ to limit sales of 
conv entional weapons 
It was the first time Carter has 
proposed a U.S.-Sov iet agreement 
limiting the sale of conv entional 
weapons, which he has said is a $20 
billion-a-y ear bu siness. 
Last May . the President an­ 
nou nced a u nilateral policy of 
restraining U.S. sales of con­ 
v entional arms, citing “the threat to 
world peace embodied in this spirall­ 
ing arms traffic.’’ He said arms 
sales shou ld be approv ed only to 
protect the secu rity of this cou ntry 
and that of its allies. 
Carter’s statements came du ring 
an interv iew with a grou p of new­ 


spaper colu mnists, a transcript of 
which was released by the White 
Hou se on Satu rday . Carter has held 
su ch interv iew s abou t tw ice 
monthly . 
Du ring the 45-minu te session Fri­ 
day , Carter also repeated earlier 
sta te m e nts th a t he su pports 
degregu lation of natu ral gas bu t dif­ 
fers with a Senate measu re on how 
soon controls shou ld be remov ed. 


And the President declared anew 
that “there has not and will not be 
any v iolation’’ of U.S. commitments 
to Israel by his administration. 
In disclosing plans to propose a 
limit on conv entional arms sales, 
Carter said the United States is “the 
worst v iolator at this time ; the 
Sov iets perhaps nex t; and the 
French, British, Belgians, to some 


degree participate in this ex cessiv e 
arms sale.” 
Bu t he acknowledged it wou ld be 
v ery difficu lt to find a way to limit 
sales. 
Asked if a joint U.S.-Sov iet state­ 
ment (mi the Mideast issu ed a month 
ago represents an erosion of 
American su pport for Israel, Carter 
declared, “I hav e nev er v iolated any 
commitments made to the Israelis, 
either by my administration or by 
the prev iou s administrations ” 


He said he and Israeli Foreign 
Minister Moshe Day an recently 
rev iewed all pu blic and priv ate 
agreem ents between their two 
cou ntries. “There has not been and 
will not be any v iolation of those 
commitments,” Carter said. 
On his beleagu ered energy 


program, which has been torn apart 
in the Senate. Carter said he does not 
believ e he has changed his position 
“ that I wou ld work with Congress, as 
has President Ford, for deregu ­ 
lation of natu ral gas... The dif­ 
ference (with Congress) is in the 
rapidity which with natu ral gas is 
deregu lated.” 
Carter said his proposal to raise 
the price from $1.46 to $1 75 per thou ­ 
sand cu bic feet wou ld be a su bstan­ 
tial step toward u ltimate deregu la­ 
tion. 
“Bu t I think it wou ld be qu ite dis­ 
ru ptiv e and v ery costly to the 
American people ... to deregu late it 
now.” he added. 
The Hou se has passed Carter s 
plan, bu t the Senate rejected it, 
v oting instead to deregu late prices 
after two y ears.

SINGAPORE (AP) - Fou r 
ijackers commandeered a Viet- 
amese airliner and killed two Viet- 
amese officials Satu rday du ring an 
irborne reign of terror before su r- 
endering here and appealing for 
olitical asy lu m. 


with one pistol and three kniv es, 
forced the plane to land in Thailand 
for fu el before fly ing abou t 1,000 
miles sou th to Singapore, at the 
sou thern tip of the Malay peninsu la, 
and pu tting down at a military air­ 
port. 


Au thorities said the Singapore 
gov ernment, which has no formal 
diplomatic ties with Commu nist 
Vietnam, was considering the 
hijackers’ requ est. 
Details of the hijacking remained 
sketchy . Officials here said the v in­ 
tage DCS plane was on a domestic 
flight with between 38 and 40 persons 
aboard when it was div erted Bu t it 
was not known where or when the 
hijacking occu rred. 
Au thorities prov ided no iden­ 
tifications of the hijackers or of the 
two dead Vietnamese. A third 
person, also u nidentified, was 
reported seriou sly hu rt du ring the 
hijacking. 
There was no immediate official 
Vietnamese comment on the hijack- 


Officials said the plane carried a 
crew of two. The inju red person was 
taken off the plane fiist, and the 
crew members and su rv iv ing pas­ 
sengers disembarked after the 
hijackers su rrendered. 
The twin-engine, propeller-driv en 
plane was allowed to land at Selatar 
military airport after the pilot 
radioed he was ru nning ou t of fu el, a 
spokesman for the Singapore Civ il 
Av iation Department said. 


Commu nist takeov er in Vietnam, a 
former Sou th Vietnamese soldier 
tried u nsu ccessfu lly to hijack a 
French plane at Saigon's Tan Son 
Nhu t Airport. The official Vietnam 
News Agency said the wou ld-be 
hijacker killed himself with a 
grenade, bu t there were no reported 
inju ries among passengers or crew 


Since the 1975 defeat of the U.S.- 
backed Saigon gov ernment, thou ­ 
sands of Vietnamese hav e fled their 
homeland, most by boat. 
Many of these “ boat cases” hav e 
had seriou s problems in finding 
cou ntries to accept them. Most 
Sou theast Asian nations hav e all bu t 
shu t their doors to new refu gees 


Unofficial sou rces said the plane 
landed first at Utapao, a former U.S. 
Air Force base in Thailand, where it 
was refu eled. Bu t the hijackers were 
refu sed asy lu m there.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - Cou nty 
health officials hav e inv oked 
emergency measu res to forestall a 
crisis following the closu re of three 
psy chiatric wards at Metropolitan 
State Hospital in Norwalk, a Los 
Angeles newspaper reported in today ’s 
editions. 
Personnel from the cou nty health 
serv ices department and the pu blic 
gu ardian's office are monitoring 
hospital conditions arou nd the clock 
and a pool of cou nty phy sicians is 
standing by to help ou t if needed 
Meanwhile, a cou nty health ser­ 
v ices department inspection report 
was deliv ered citing the hospital for 
staff shortages and v iolations of 
v ariou s state and federal regu la­ 
tions. 
The inspectors 
criticized the 
facility for staff deficiencies, 
medication errors and lax chart- 
keeping, and said some patients had 
been fou nd in leather restraints 
locked in rooms withou t a doctor’s 
order. 
The hospital’s administrator, Nick 
Bu rgeson, said in an interv iew 
Satu rday : “We are ou t of com­ 
pliance. In some of the areas they 
mention, we were aware. It has been 
a topic of heated discu ssion for a 
matter of time between ou rselv es 
and the state.” 
Bu rgeson stressed that only admis­ 
sions to the three acu te care psy ­ 
chiatric wards had been closed, and 
that other admissions to the hospital 
were continu ing Satu rday . 
Dr. Harold Mav ritte, acting depu ty 
director of mental health serv ices 
for the cou nty , said Satu rday that the 
closu re of the wards will hav e “a 
seriou s impact . . . by limiting the 
nu mber of ov erflow patients we can 
admit to the hospital. ”

MOSCOW (AP) — The Sov iet Union marks 6 0 y ears of 
commu nism this week secu re in its statu s as a su per­ 
power bu t far from realizing the dreams of the Bolshetf k 
rev olu tion. 
Despite — or perhaps becau se of —■ its military might, 
the U S S R, lags behind the West and ev en some East Eu ­ 
ropean cou ntries in su ch critical areas as indu stry , 
agricu ltu re, science and technology 
In many way s it is a dev eloping cou ntry , lacking many 
of the facilities common to 
sm a ller indu strial nations and 
anx iou s to obtain Western produ cts and plants. 
On the political sidq, the Kremlin often u ses heav y - 
handed tactics to su ppress dissent. 
Bu t these problems and practices will not be the focu s 
of the anniv ersary observ ance. Instead the aging 
leadership in the Kremlin will stress the positiv e in obser­ 
v ances cu lminating with the traditional parade in Red 
Squ are Nov . 7. 
The Sov iets are ex pected to continu e play ing down the 
military display in the parade in line with their policy of 
calling few an end to the arms race and a decrease in 
military spending. 
Western diplomats 
with long Sov iet ex perience 
acknowledge there hav e been genu ine achiev ements in re­ 
cent y ears Bu t they often remark on the contrast 
between the reality of Sov iet life and the pictu re drawn by 
the official media. 
“In foreign affairs, the most significant dev elopment 
since the 50th anniv ersary has been the accommodation 
reached with the United States,” said one senior env oy , 
referring to detente and the Strategic Arms Limitation 
Treaty 
• “At home, liv ing standards hav e improv ed slightly . 
Life is more open than it was. Bu t y ou do not hav e the 
dy namic nation the rev olu tion env isioned. Ju st the op­ 
posite It’s immobile, frozen, resistant to any change 
The mobs that stormed the Winter Palace in St. Peter­ 
sbu rg — now Leningrad — in 1917 set in motion the 
transformation of a mass of backward peasants into a 
world power rou ghly equ al in military strength to the 
United States 
* 
Sov iet President Leonid I Brezhnev w >asted recently 
there was hardly a corner of the globe that was ou tside 
Sov iet interest and influ ence 
He and his Kremlin 
colleagu es believ e in the inev itable triu mph of com­ 
mu nism ev ery where. 
Bu t the schism with China continu es, most regimes in 
East Eu rope remain su bserv ient to the Kremlin simply 
ou t of fear of open interv ention, and the Commu nist par­ 
ties in Western Eu rope are demonstrating increasingly 
that Moscow-sty le Marx ism-Leninism is not for them 
The rev olu tion also held ou t the promise of a classless 
society in which no one wou ld want for the necessities of 
life becau se the state wou ld own, plan and manage the 
economy . The one area where centralized planning seems 
to work is arms produ ction, and then it is at the ex pense 
of consu mer goods. 
While the Sov iet sy stem shields citizens from the u nem­ 
ploy ment and inflation that plagu e indu strialized nations, 
its performance has been less than 
bniliant when 
measu red by otticial promises to become !No. 1 
economically . 
With twice the land area of the United States and 20 per 
cent more people, the Sov iet gross national produ ct for 
1976 was $3.300 a person, not qu ite on the lev el of Greece 
or Spain, while the U.S. figu re was $7,9 36 The Sov iet 
growth rate is abou t av erage compared with other in­ 
du strialized nations. 
The Sov iet Union produ ces more oil, coal, steel and ce­ 
ment than the United States and is second only to Sou th 
Africa in the produ ction of gold Yet little of this wealth 
filters down to the consu mer. 
In the cu rrent fiv e-y ear plan, 31 per cent of all inv est­ 
ment has been allocated to agricu ltu re, bu t by Western 
standards the U S S R, remains incapable of feeding its 
people withou t resorting to food imports, ev en in y ears of 
good harv ests. Meat shortages are a particu lar diffi- 
cu lty .

Many Sov iet citizens are not interested in su ch com­ 
parisons.

Bu t in so me o f the cities it has been 
tried in , it has also created jealo u sy between wo rk ers who 
get p ro du ctiv ity bo n u ses an d sho rter wo rk day s an d tho se 
who do n ’t. 
An d gen erally , man y u n io n leaders fear that p ro du c­ 
tiv ity is ju st a n ice wo rd fo r fewer wo rk ers. 
Fo r New Yo rk , there was p ractically n o cho ice 
Becau se o f the city ’s sev ere fin an cial bin d, u n io n s hav e 
been fo rced to accep t the idea that an y wage o r co st o f liv ­ 
in g in crease will hav e to be fu n ded by p ro du ctiv ity sav ­ 
in gs.

rep o rted an d the amo u n t o f 
crim e ex p erien ced is 
v ast,” say s No rv al Mo rris, 
d ean o f the Un iv ersity o f 
Chicago law scho o l. 
“ It is au tho ritativ ely 
estimated that o n ly half o f 
all ro bberies o f in d iv id u als 
an d ho u seho ld bu rglaries, 
less than half o f all as­ 
sau lts, rap es an d a t­ 
temp ted rap es, an d less 
than a third o f ho u seho ld 
larcen ies are rep o rted ”

“The p ill came late to 
the ghetto ,” Mo rris say s.

In the flalland of North 
Florida when the fog is 
lilting at dawn the pine 
trees are black against the 
skv.

L(?he Demon Cat was a Poesque puss that patrolled the 
corridor near the unused tomb of George Washington. 
Kittensized when first sighted, it swelled into a fierce, 
fire-spitting monster, emitted a horrendous yowl and 
sprang. Luckily, it always missed its terrified intended 
victim, then vanished. The Cat was said to be the last of 
the feline brigade once recruited to battle the Capitol s 
rat population. 
Statuary Hall is spooky enough at night with its row of 
silent, stone figures of the men who once walked these 
halls as living lawmakers. But crossing the hall was a 
chilling task when John Quincy Adams’ footsteps sounded 
close behind. The ex president died in this hall when it 
was the House chamber, and his restless ghost returned 
for decades, 
The Solitary Stroller paced his beat in the basement be­ 
neath the House. Erect, with a great moustache, his 
hands were invariably clasped behind him, said those who 
saw him.

Old film buff bases career on 'nostalgia' 
users seen 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) 
— The lights dim, the 
tinkle of a piano begins, the 
c r e d i t s 
f l i c k e r , 
and 
Rudolph Valentino again 
gallops across the desert 
sands. 
For those old enough to 
remember, it is a nostalgic 
return to the early 19 00s, 
the golden era of silent 
films. 
For those too y oung to 
remember how Valentino 
thrilled mov ie audiences 
with his portray al of the 
Sheik, or Buster Keaton’s 
antics in “ The General,” it 
is a lesson on mov ies in 
their infancy . 
Sending the old, the not- 
so-old and the y oung back 
to these beginnings is how 
Bob Verbeck makes his liv - 
ing 
Verbeck, a piano and 
organ play er for silent- 
screen stars as a teen-ager 
in Neenah, Wis., now 
show s old 
silent films 
around the country . His 
career has taken him to the 
White H ouse, 
Carnegie 
Hall and to thousands of 
theaters and campuses. 
Interest in early -day 
m ov i e s 
h a s ( b e e n 
phenomenal in the last 20 
y ears, he said. He has com­ 
petition but 
say s, 
“ I 
believ e my self to be the 


only original, silent-mov ie 
piano play er on the cir­ 
cuit.” 
“ I think the interest — 
nostalgia - shows a con­ 
scious feeling on the part 
of the public that they ’re 
missing something — that 
life is not as good, not as 
romantic, not as much fun 
and not as ex citing as it 
w as t h e n , ” he s a id . 
“ Today ’s casual social at­ 
titude is not as much fun as 
they first thought. We’v e 
all got to hav e a dreamland 
in our 
l i v e s such as 
romance, idealism .” 
Verbeck shows the old 
films at the original speed 
— about one-third slower 
than the speed adopted 
after 19 25 for sound pic­ 
tures. This eliminates the 
jerkin ess, 
m istakenly 
assoc iated with silent 
mov ies shown on TV and 
elsewhere, he said. 
“ For as long as I can re­ 
member - I must hav e 
been 6 or 7 y ears old — I’v e 
been interested in show 
business,” said Verbeck, 
who began to play the 
piano at age 10. 
“ I’v e nev er had a lesson 
in my life and I can’t read 
m usic,” he said. 
His break came when a 
piano play er at the Neenah 
Theater allowed him to 


play during his lunch 
break. From then on, 
Verbeck said, he play ed 
often. “ But just when I was 
getting into it, we mov ed 
and the talkies came in,” 
he added. 
His family m ov ed to 
Columbus, where he at­ 
tended Ohio State Univ er­ 
sity , got a m aster’s degree 
and stay ed on as a soci­ 
ology professor. But the 
lure of show business drew 
him back and 25 y ears ago 
he left the univ ersity to 
show the old films he had 
collected. 
During the early 19 00s, 
Verbeck said, about 200,000 
silent films were made in 
this country . He believ es 
fewer than 100,000 still ex ­ 
ist. 
Initially , “ the old silent 
mov ies could be picked up 
for a song — $2 or $3 each 
— because they were con­ 
sid er e d 
w or t h l e s s , 
a 
storage problem and a fire 
hazard,” Verbeck said. 
B e c a u s e the y w e r e 
printed on highly flam ­ 
mable nitrate, which dis­ 
integrated quickly , many 


films self-destructed, rot­ 
ted in their cans. 
“ Today , the films cost 
hundreds of dollars when 
c ol l e c t or s a r e l u c k y 
enough to find them,” he 
said. He v alues most of his 
at $25 0 or more apiece. 
Others 
are 
p r iceless, 
either because of their 
rarity or their sentimental 
v alue as gifts from actors 
who starred in them. 
One film he treasures as 
a gift is “ Elegy ,” starring 
Ty rone Pow er Sr. and 
Ethel Wales. Miss Wales, 
also from Neenah. gav e it 
to him. Another gift is a 
piece of film featuring the 
classic lov e scene from 
Valentino’s “ Blood and 
Sand” (19 22), from Nita 
Naldi, Valentino's co-star 
Two treasures in his 
collection 
are 
Edison’s 
189 4 film recording of a 
sneeze and an 189 5 film 
c a l l e d 
‘‘ W a s h d a y 
Trouble,” which was the 
first ev er shown to the 
public.

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Women alone: facing life's uncertainties with new perspective 


| When a mate 
dies, a woman 
| loses interest

The woman had ju st retu rned from 
her hu sband 's fu neral — bu t she ru b- 
| bed her ey es. There he was. sitting in 
* the liv ing room.

“She was hallu cinating,” said Dr. 
Howard Schu man, an Upland psv - 
* chologist. in d escribing one of the 
many problems facing wid ows in the 
United States. 
- 
Granted , the case may be rare bu t 
* the pain of losing their hu sband s can 
■J cau se women to d o many things they 
3 m ight not norm ally d o, say s 
Schu man “When a mate d ies, Uie 
woman loses interest in ev ething 
ecau se her main interest was her 
lu sband .” 
And an increasing nu mber of 
I iwomen are facing the problem each 
* *v ear, statistics from the U.S.‘Censu s 
• Bu reau show. 
One of ev ery eight women in this 
''-cou ntry is a wid ow. Ou t of nearly 85 
million females in the U .S. in 1976, 
a more than 10 million had bu ried their 
f hu sband s. 
- 
That figu re represents an increase 
of abou t 400.000 from the 9,600.000 
wid ows reported by the Censu s 
Bu reau in 1970. 
The rise in the nu mber of wid ows 
is d u e mainly to the greater nu mber 
of women who liv e to old er ages, and 
the fact most women ou tliv e their 
spou ses, ex perts say . 
Hu sband s hav e the pressu res of 
earning a liv ing, and their hearts 
giv e ou t sooner, accord ing to the 
Rev Don Keepers, associate pas­ 
tor of the Pilgrim Congregational 
Chu rch in Pomona 
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Mr. Keepers ex pects the trend to 
change a bit in the fu tu re, howev er, 
becau se of the ad v ent of women s 
lib. With more women working, they 
are facing more pressu res than 
before, he noted . ‘So there might be 
more wid owers in fu tu re y ears. 
Wid ows, howev er, ou tnu mbered 
wid owers by more than 5 to 1 in 1976 
accord ing to the Censu s Bu reau . 
There were less than two million 
wid owers compared to more than 10 
million wid ows. 
Remarriage rates are su bstantial­ 
ly higher among wid owers than 
wid ows — which is another problem 
facing women withou t hu sband s. 
The med ian age for wid ows has 
risen to 71.1, which may be one 
reason the wid ows are not remarry ­ 
ing as often as wid owers. Most 
wid ows are at least 55 y ears old , 
Censu s Bu reau statistics show. 
And many of them share the same 
problems, accord ing to 
who has had a nu mber of wid ows 
come to him as patients. 
“ One of the m ost com m on 
problem s is loneliness.“ said 
Schu man in a recent interv iew. 
“ Along with loneliness is the feeling 
of inad equ acy , or worthlessness. 
Some people enjoy solitu d e, bu t 
others panic. Those who were d epen­ 
d ent on their hu sband s will su ffer the 
most d u ring wid owhood . 
Variou s other problems of wid ows 
range from sex u al to hand ling 
child ren (among y ou nger wid ows) to 
u tter grief and aband onment by 
friend s who are m arried , say s 
Schu man. 
Wid ows often are told to seek ou t 
other men for companionship, bu t 


Schu man noted that they resist it. 
“They sav they ’re not interested m 
going to bars. They ’ll say All men 
want the same thing.’ 
Schu m an ind icated he’s had 
patients whose loneliness is com­ 
pou nd ed by d e pre ssion and 
withd rawal - and gu ilt. “They hav e 
the feeling they cou ld 
prev ented the hu sband s d eath. If he 
was sick, they figu re they shou ld 
hav e gotten to the hospital on time. 
If the woman starts d ating soon 
after the hu sband ’s d eath, and she 
has child ren, they will resent i t said 
Schu man “The son might be almost 
read v to mu rd er his mother He feels , 
she hasn’t been tru e to his father s 
memory .'’ 
And some women can’t accept the 
fact their hu sband s are d ead . The 
case of the woman who retu rned 
from the fu neral to “see” her hu s­ 
band sitting in the liv ing room is a 
prime ex ample of “blocking it ou t. 
Mr. Keepers said that many 
wid ows seek the chu rch ou t for com­ 
fort in their time of loneliness. He 
noted that he was worked with many 
y ou nger wid ows who hav e child ren. 


“They hav e terrible fright at be­ 
ing left alone with kid s. Some had 
nev er worked before, and now they 
hav e to find their own way .” 
The problem is that many wid ows 
d on’t want to bu rd en friend s with 
their sorrows, said Schu man. 
“ Bu t if 1 was giv ing ad v ice to a 
wid ow. I'd sav take ad v antage of 
friend s One shou ld n’t worry abou t 
bringing trou bles ou t in the open. 
Wid ows shou ld not isolate them­ 
selv es.”

Yea rs a g o , when the Metro po lita n Wa ter District 
wa s fo rmed to bring Co lo ra do Riv er wa ter to 
So uthern Ca lifo rnia the Po mo na Va lle} pa ssed up 
a n o ppo rtunity to beco me pa rt o f the district a nd 
sha re in the impo rted wa ter supply . Lo ca l citizens 
were o f the o pinio n a t tha t time tha t there wa s no 
need lo ca lly fo r a dditio na l wa ter supplies. It 
seemed to be a prudent decisio n a t tha t time. Yea rs 
la ter ma ny o f tho se sa me citizens wished they ha d 
jo ined the MWD a t the sta rt. 
As the v a lley g rew in the po st Wo rld Wa r II 
perio d, it beca me a ppa rent tha t the need fo r wa ter 
wa s o utstripping lo ca l well wa ter so urces. Thus, 
the Po mo na Va lley Municipa l Wa ter District wa s 
fo rmed a nd citizens o f Po mo na Va lley v o ted 
o v erwhelming ly in 19 5 0 to a nnex to the MWD. It 
wa s co stlv , ho wev er, since the newly fo rmed 
Po mo na Va lley Municipa l Wa ter District wa s 
required to pa y into the MWD o v er a perio d o f y ea rs 
wha tev er a mo unt it wo uld ha v e pa id ha d it jo ined 
when the MWD wa s fo rmed. We a re still pa y ing fo r 
it. 
The upco ming PVMWD wa ter bo nd mea sure a p­ 
pea rs to us to be a repetitio n o f histo ry . Present 
fa cilities fo r pro v iding impo rted wa ter fo r Po mo na 
a nd eig ht surro unding co mmunities a re fa st beco m­ 
ing ina dequa te a nd need to be repla ced a nd in so me 
cases ex pa nded to meet future dema nds.

Jumping rope is another activ ity I 
would like to start to increase cir­ 
culation and the strength of my feet. 
As v aricose v eins are inherited in 
my family b ut not in my husb and's 
are there any precautions I should 
take with my 9-year-old daughter to 
prev ent her from suffering from this 
condition? She lov es gymnastics. 
DEAR READER - The point 
ev eryone with v aricose v eins needs 
to understand is that when you work 
the muscles in the legs they contract 
against the deep v eins in the legs. 
This milks the b lood up toward the 
heart, Exercise inv olv ing the legs 
actually decreases the pressure of 
b lood in the v eins in the legs. 
As long as the deep v eins are work­ 
ing properly exercise may ev en help 
empty the surface v eins you can see 
ov er the legs. 
By contrast, if you stand still there 
is nothing to milk the v eins empty 
and the b lood pools under pressure. 
This increased pressure tends to 
stretch the elastic v eins in the legs. 
That is why standing is hard on v eins 
b ut walking or jogging is not. 
Of course you can jog if your 


discomfort and muscle soreness. I ’m 
not as enthusiastic ab out jumping 
rope unless you are already in good 
shape and know how to do it without 
jarring the feet too hard. An inex­ 
perienced rope jumper can damage 
the b ones in the feet and it will not 
make the feet stronger. I ll v ote for a 
iogging program for you instead. 
1 am sending you The Health Let­ 
ter numb er 5-8, Varicose Veins, to 
giv e you a b etter understanding of 
what causes v aricose v eins, how to 
prev ent them and how to manage 
them if you already hav e them.

Inner Mongolia, and then back south through‘ P^ing, 
Shanghai and other cities in the south, leading finally to 
the ex it point in Canton. Following are some 
the notebook of one of the trav elers, the ex ecutiv e editor 
and v ice president of AP.

PEKING (AP) - China 
is different, that's all. In 
ev ery way . And once y ou 
get that into y our con­ 
sciousness, things begin to 
fall into place better and 
y ou stop wasting y our time 
being surprised. 
The differences started 
to appear soon after our 
plane, a four-engine jet 
belonging to the Chinese 
national airline CAAC, 
took off from Toky o. 
A stewardess, dressed in 
the same plain white, open- 
collared shirt and gray 
trousers we would see as a 
v irtual Chinese uniform. 


came down the aisle and 
offered packages of candy , 
gum, a cup of tea and a fan 
to each passenger. 
Then, our first brush 
with “ rules” : “ It is forbid­ 
den to use a camera, 
binoculars or a radio while 
fly ing ov er the territory of 
the People’s Republic of 
China.” 
The announcements all 
started with a crisp “ Pas­ 
se n g e r s.” No relax ed 
“ Ladies and Gentlemen” 
for this crew. 
Toward the end of the 
four-hour flight, three 
minutes before touchdown 
in Peking, Chinese martial 


music clicked on the air­ 
plane sound sy stem. We hit 
the runway in Peking with 
a song about Chairman 
Mao in our ears and his 
portrait looking down from 
the terminal wall. 
Ev en the cabin crew's 
send-off would be different. 
“ Goodby e, ev ery body , and 
may y ou all be successful 
in iife and work,” one of 
the attendants said. 
Street Scene 
Still not adjusted to the 
12-hour time difference 
from home in New York, 
we wake up at 5 a.m. and 
look out on the main street 
outside the Peking Hotel, 
where foreign v isitors are 
regularly lodged. 
Already the bicy cles are 
starting. Soon the trickle 
becomes a flood as Chinese 
ride their black bicy cles to 
work 20 or so abreast in a 
stream that continues for 
hours.

THE means of street tran­ 
sportation, the infrequent 
auto is the interloper. As a 
sometime bike rider at 
home, I’m a minority 
against the motorized mas­ 
ses.

work force. 
The composing room at 
the newspaper in Peking 
was adorned with a cita­ 
tion for the “ third shift of 
the workshop in this ad­ 
v anced collectiv e, giv en by 
the rev olutionary commit­ 
tee of this press organiza­ 
tion for making 135 per 
cent of its ty pesetting 
quotas.” 
Waste Not 
Nothing is w as t ed. 
Lighting is minimal in 
m ost 
places. 
Interior 
hallway s in factories and 
offices were often unlit. If 
something were left on the 
floor y ou would trip ov er it. 
The Chinese solv e this by 
leav ing nothing on the 
hallway floors. 
Land use shows the same 
distaste for waste. 
In the country side and 
ev en on the outskirts of 
cities, ev ery usable scrap 
of land is being used for 
agriculture of some sort. 
Animals are grazed on a 
narrow strip just a few feet 


wide between the road and 
a rice paddy .

The union 
puts the figure 30 cents 
below that, but there is lit­ 
tle argument that textile 
workers are among the 
l o w e s t - p a i d 
m a n u ­ 
facturing workers in the 
United States. 
There is a continuing dis­ 
pute over the worth of the 
Stevens pensions. After the 
pension plan was revised, 
some recently retired 
workers get $20 a month — 
$2 for each of the last 10 
years they worked. Those 
still working get that 
money plus $4 a month for 
each additional year they 
work. 
Most also got cash settle­ 
ments from the Simmons 
pension fund, as much as 
$12,000 for some, but that 
was 20 years ago and a lot 
of that money is gone now. 
Stevens has a profit- 
sharing plan, but union 
leaders claim it has been 
eaten up by inflation and 
bad investments. 
Most mills are air- 
conditioned and have 
cafeterias, but the com­ 
pany says little can be done 
about the noise from the 
looms and the cotton dust, 
which can lead to brown 
lung d i s e a s e . 
Many 
workers wear ear plugs 
and communicate by hand 
signals and by reading lips. 
Billy Birdsong has quit 
the mills half a dozen 
times. He’s back as a loom 
fixer at $5.17 an hour, the 
b e s t - p a y i n g 
non-su- 
pervisory job. 
Birdsong was hired after 
he quit school because his 
parents worked in the mill. 
He moved up even though, 
he says, there were people 
who had been sweeping the 
floor for 25 or 30 years who 
should have been offered 
promotions first. 
“ Most of ’em were black 
folks,” he says. “ In those 
days, if you had a dark 
suntan, you had trouble 
getting hired.” 
Wilson Lambert likes to 
talk about how expensive it 
is to live in areas where un­ 
ions have a lot of influence. 
What bothers him most, 
though, is what’s happened 
to Roanoke Rapids since 
the union came. 
“ It used to be I’d go 
down to the movie over 
round the corner and it’d 
be Hi Wilson, how’re ya 
doin?’ Now people don’t 
speak to each other,” he 
says. “ It’s just not the 
sam e.”

Italian birds 
are getting 
'itchy feet' 
MILAN, Italy (AP) - 
City officials think they 
may have found a formula 
for ridding the artistic 
downtown area of pigeons. 
After experiments with 
contraceptives, bans on 
tourists’ feeding the birds, 
and attempts to capture 
and 
t r a n s f e r 
them 
elsew here, the experts 
have com e up with a 
chemical that gives the 
pigeons itchy feet. A re­ 
cent test of the British- 


made product “ Scare­ 
crow” on the cornices and 
eaves of Milan’s Merchant 
Palace forced the pigeons 
to fly to other roosts in the 
city. 
Municipal experts said a 
battle has been won, but 
several months more will 
be needed to extend the 
chem ical cam paign to 
other sections and prove 
its effectiveness. 
Even 
then, they say, other con­ 
trol methods will have to 
be combined with the itchy 
feet. 
The Merchant Palace is 
an artistic building a few 
yards from the Gothic 
Cathedral Square. It and 


other monuments and 
buildings in the city have 
been subject to corrosion 
from the droppings of the 
pigeons. 
The humber of pigeons in 
Milan is estim ated at 
300,000 to 4 00,000, or one 
for every four inhabitants, 
a level termed intolerable 
by city officials both for 
the monuments and for the 
health of the people. 
Professor Giorgio Per- 
s i a n i , 
h ea d 
of 
the 
municipal veterinarian of­ 
fice, said short-term ef­ 
fects of “ S ca re cro w ” 
proved good. 
“ Pigeons kept away 
from the Merchant Palace 


after the experiment with 
‘Scarecrow .’ If it also 
works in the longer term, 
we would extend painting 
the c h e m i c a ls to all 
fnunicipal buildings and ar­ 
tistic m onum ents,’ ’ he 
said. 
He said a German-made 
contraceptive for birds, to 
be given once a year, and 
massive capture of birds 
and their transfer to dis­ 
tant a rt a a , would be com­ 
pulsory and 
p a ralle l 
choices. 
“ The German product is 
especially good for reduc­ 
ing the number of the city 
pigeons as it can be given 
once a year, while previous 


c o n t r a c e p t i v e s 
w ere 
needed every month, mix­ 
ed with seed,” the profes­ 
sor explained. 
As far as transfer of 
pigeons was concerned, the 
professor 
recalled that 
authorities of a natural 
park south of Rome had an­ 
nounced its availability for 
housing pigeons expelled 
from the cities. 
The pigeon problem is 
not in fact limited to 
Milan, but also involves the 
municipalities of Venice 
and Siena where pigeons 
are a major attraction for 
tourists and at the same 
time a major threat to the 
monuments.

All the evidence isn't in 
yet. “ An enormous amount 
of benefits have been 
claimed,” says Dr. Vallee, 
one of the nation's leading 
zinc experts. “ Not all are 
equally valid.” 
This past spring, Dr. 
Hambidge finished a study 
for Kelloggs on the effects 
of adding zinc to breakfast 
cereals. He concluded that 
it produces no ill effects. 
Kelloggs has started ad­ 
ding zinc to some products, 
and it and General Mills 
list the zinc content of 
most of their cereals on the 
package. 
The makers of two infant 
formulas, Similac and En- 
famil, also began adding 
zinc after some of Dr. 
Hambidge’s early findings. 
Among the chief sources 
of zinc for humans are 
o ysters, beef, liv e r , 
peanuts and lima beans. 
But its level is borderline 
in many prepared foods, 
says Nancy G lick , a 
spokeswoman for the Food 
and Drug Administration, 
which includes zinc among 
its nutritional guidelines. 
She says tha’ processing 
robs food of its natural zinc 
content. 
Researchers at the 
University of Detroit 
School of Dentistry have 
found in tests on animals 
that zinc supplem ents 
speed the healing of sur­ 
gical wounds and mending 
of fractures.

t been snuffed o ut. Its edi­ 


to rial bo ard — size and 
lo catio n unkno wn — is 
quickly replenish ed fo llo w­ 
ing th e arrest o f any 
member. 
Th e Ch ro nicle s latest is­ 
sue, emblazo ned “ 10th 
Year o f Pu blicatio n, 
began to be slipped h and- 
to -h and amo ng readers 
just a few weeks ago . It 
to tals 115 pages o f clo sely 
ty ped o nio nskin paper, 
designed to be reco pied by 
r e a de r s fo r fu rth e r 
clandestine 
distributio n 
aro und th e co untry . 
Each issue is bo und in 
plain'wh ite paper to appear 


as inco nspico us as po ssi­ 
ble. 
“Ju st a few co pies o f th e 
jo urnal are made o riginal­ 
ly and th en th e Ch ro nicle 
relies o n readers to spread 
it furth er,” say s o ne So v iet 
dissident familiar with th e 
jo u rnal’s distribu tio n. 
“Fo r th at reaso n, no o ne 
kno ws ju st h o w many 
co pies are finally made o f 
each issue. But it certainly 
is many h undreds. ” 
Th e latest issue o f th e 
Ch ro nicle, ^like mo st 
o th ers, co ntains news o f 
dissident activ ities and 
alleged So v iet go v ernment 


misdeeds fro m sco res o f 
So v iet cities, v illages and 
labo r camps. 
Items include sto ries 
abo ut a Lith uanian ppest 
wh o was blo cked by o f­ 
ficials fro m publicizing a 
fo rth co ming 
Mass; th e 
co usin o f a Ukrainian dissi­ 
dent allegedly taken o ff a 
train by po lice and in­ 
terro gated abo u t 
h is 
relativ e’s dissident ac­ 
tiv ity ; a y o ung man in th e 
Crimea wh o se effo rts to 
leav e th e So v iet Unio n are 
being blo cked; and th e 
punish ment o f dissident 
priso ners wh o co nducted a 


h unger strike in Mo rdo v ia. 
Each repo rt is in th e dry , 
terse sty le traditio nal o f 
th e Ch ro nicle, with o ut 
edito rial co mment. So me 
repo rts are length y an 
legalistic. Ev en small 
erro rs in th e Ch ro nicle’s 
repo rting are painstaking­ 
ly co rrected in subsequent 
issues. 
Th e Ch ro nicle uses an 
ex tensiv e netwo rk 
o f 
v o lunteer co rrespo ndents, 
wh o are warned by th e 
jo urnal itself no t to try to 
find o ut to o much abo ut th e 
pu blicatio n th ey are 
repo rting to . 


“Tell (y o ur news) to th e 
perso n fro m wh o m y o u 
receiv ed th e Ch ro nicle, 
th e jo urnal instructed in 
o ne issue. “He will pass it 
o n to th e o ne fro m wh o m 
h e receiv ed it, etc. Only do 
no t try to pass th ro ugh th is 
wh o le ch ain directly 
y o urself, so as no t to 
beco me a su spected 
(po lice) info rmer.” 
Th e Ch ro nicle first ap­ 
peared April 30, 1968, and 
no w co mes o ut abo ut fiv e 
times a y ear. 
Dissidents accused o f in­ 
v o lv ement in its publica­ 
tio n o r distributio n h av e in- 


cluded po et Nataly a Go r- 
banev skay , sent to a men­ 
tal h o spital sh o rtly after 
th e first issue came o ut; 
Vladimir Nekipelo v and 
Sergei Perago v , sentenced 
to two and th ree y ears’ im­ 
priso nment respectiv ely in 
1974; and Sergei Ko v alev , 
sentenced to sev en y ears’ 
impriso nment in 1975. 
Dissident so urces say 
KGB security po lice in­ 
terro gato rs are co ntinuing 
th eir effo rts to destro y th e 
jo u rnal ¿pd h av e ev en 
asked dis s idents 
th ey ques­ 
tio n to bring Ibem th e lat­ 
est issues. But t$e po lice 


pressure sto pped publica­ 
tio n o nly o nce, fo r 18 
mo nth s in 1973-74, despite a

plaques sewn to geth er. 
Th ere are designs sh o wing 
fierce warrio rs o r play ful 
animals, as well as th o se 
based o n g e o m e tric 
abstractio ns. Th ere are 


elegantly simple sh awl 
pins, and th ere are 
elabo rate ro y al cro wns. 
Iro nically , mo st o f th ese 
items were made no t to be 
used but to be buried, as 
funerary o bjects, y et th ey 
still say much abo ut ev ery ­ 
day life, abo ut th e custo ms 
and h abits o f th e peo ple o f 
th o se little-kno wn cul­ 
tures, up to 2,000 y ears 
ago . 
Fo r ex ample, beautiful, 
crescent-sh aped tweezers, 
so me deco rativ e eno ugh to 
h av e been wo rn as pen­ 
dants, indicate th e meth o d 
o f “sh av ing” used by th is 
ligh tly -h aired peo ple. A ce­ 
ramic included in th e New 
Yo rk installatio n depicts a 
man using h is tweezers to 


pluck h air fro m h is ch in 
and h o lding a po lish ed 
sto ne mirro r — th ere’s o ne 
in th e same case. 
Th ese ex h ibits h av e 
special meaning in o th er 
way s. Th ey are ex tremely 
rare, a tiny sampling in ex ­ 
istence to day th at can o nly 
h int at treasures th at are 
lo st fo rev er. Fo r wh en th e 
Spanish co nqu istado rs 
arriv ed in 1532 th ey to o k all 
th e go ld, primarily Inca, 
th ey cpuld lay th eir h ands 
o n and melted it do wn fo r 
easier sh ipment o u t, 
with o ut regard fo r its 
beauty , craftsmansh ip o r 
any v alue o th er th an as 
wealth . 
Mo st o f th e go ld in th e 
sh o w is fro m pre-Inca 


times, go ld wh ich was 
o v erlo o ked because it was 
buried in to mbs aro und th e 
co untry . Th e Spanish rifled 
to mbs, to o , but th ey didn’t 
find all th e go ld. 
Ano th er iro ny : alth o ugh 
th e Spanish so pre ­ 
do minantly v alued 
th e 
go ld in terms o f mo ney , th e 
ancient Peruv ians nev er 
made go ld into mo ney at 
all. Th ey didn’t use mo ney , 
in fact, pro bably ex ch ang­ 
ing wo rk fo r go o ds. 
Go ld to th em was a sy m­ 
bo l o f po wer, o f th e sun go d 
th ey wo rsh ipped, a sub­ 
stance o f ligh t and beauty , 
easy to wo rk. So me o f th eir 
go ld o bjects were painted 
o v er, o r co v ered with 
feath ers, jewels o r o th er 


metals: th e fact th at 
o bjects were go ld gav e 
th em an instrinsic signifi­ 
cance and th e go ld itself 
didn’t alway s h av e to 
sh o w. 


Ph y sically , th e ex h ibi­ 
tio n do esn’t co v er much 
gro und. It’s co mpact and 
easy to get aro und. Objects

“Bread is life itself,” h e 
said in an interv iew in h is 
o ak-beamed bakery in 
no rth east Paris th e o th er 
day . “It represents all th e 
trials o f my y o uth , all th e 
suffering it to o k to learn 
th e pro fessio n.” 
Ganach aud, wh o began 
baking at h is fath er’s side 
39 y ears ago at th e age o f 8, 
added. “Yo u h av e to h av e a 
lo v e bo th o f bread and th e 
craft o f making it, no t just 
lo v e 
o f 
mo ney . 
Oth erwise, y o u sh o uld be in 
a facto ry turning o ut bread 
by mass pro ductio n. 
“ An artisan, a tru e 
c r a f ts m a n , mu st be 
av ailable permanently to 
sh o w h is apprentices by h is 
o wn ex ample wh at must be 
do ne. He can’t accept th e 
least imperfectio n in mak­ 
ing bread It wo uld be a 
catastro ph e.” 
Th ere are 112,000 bakers 
in France; 42,000 o f th em 
are certified makers and 
mo st h av e th eir o wn sh o ps. 
Th ere are also abo ut 100 
big industrial bakeries in 
France, and th eir o per­ 
atio ns are ex panding co n­ 
stantly . 
Ganach au d said th e 
qu ality o f b rea d is 
th reatened by th e giant 
bakeries and supermarkets 
th at sto ck th eir packaged 
lo av es, but th at th e small 
sh o pkeeper must surv iv e 
because o nly h e can cater 
to th e trice-daily French 
need fo r “ warm, blo nd 
and crusty bread.” 
Ganach uad led a v isito r 
to a tray o f steaming cro is­ 
sants, picked up one o f th e 
go lden bro wn, crescent- 
sh aped ro lls and pulled it 
slo wly in two . “Lo o k h o w 
flaky and airy it is," h e _ 
said. “If a custo mer eats 
o ne o f th ese, a seco nd isn’t 
necessary . Ho w can fac­ 
to ries co mpete with th is? 
“ Th ey can’t, mainly 
becau se o f distributio n 
pro b le m s." h e said, 
answering h is o wn ques­ 
tio n. “Th eir tru cks get 
bo gged do wn in traffic and 
can’t deliv er mo rning, 
no o n and nigh t wh en th e 
French want th eir bread, 
and want it h o t and fresh . 
Th ey also can’t pro v ide th e 
v ariety o f tastes an artisan 
can.” 
“If bread is made fro m 
wh o leso me, natu ral in­ 
g r e die n ts 
and 
well 
prepared it’s go o d fo r y o ur 
h ealth ,” Ganach aud re­ 
marked as h e passed h is 
mediev al-sty le, wo o d-fired 
sto ne o v ens th at bake at a 
slo w, gentle h eat in full 
v iew o f custo mers. “A big 
pro blem is th at many do c­ 
to rs adv ise against eating 
bread. Th ey denigrate it. 
“ Ano th er pro blem is 
recruiting qualified h elp 
It’s getting h arder and 
h arder to find go o d bakers 
No waday s th ere’s 
to o 
much emph asis o n th e in­ 
tellectual side o f baking, 
th e th eo ry o f it, rath er th an 
th e practical side, th e 
tech nique itself.” 
Ganach aud said h e and 
h is h elpers prepare th eir 
do ugh in th e ev ening using 
o nly natural leav ening, put 
it in refrigerato rs to retard 
th e fermentatio n pro cess, 
fire th eir furnaces with o ak 
o r pine, and bake in th e 
mo rning. 
“We do no th ing to h asten 
fermentatio n pro cess, 
Ganach aud said o f th e 30 
ty pes o f bread h e makes. 
“So me o f th e industrial 
bakeries speed it up to 
th ree h o urs. Here it’s six 
h o urs. Ev ery th ing is slo w 
and natural and o ur bread 
tastes better and lasts 
lo nger.”

Ganach aud gained h is 
master’s title at th e age o f 
20 in Brittany , wh ere h is 
fath er Jean h ad a bakery . 
He o riginally wanted to be 
a lawy er but baker's h o urs 
made study impo ssible. At 
th e age o f 25, with h is bride 
Jo sette, h e o pened a sh o p 
in To urs. 
Fiv e y ears later h e h ad 
sav ed eno ugh to buy a 
bakery in th e French 
capital, and in th e nex t i7 
y ears h e bo ugh t surro und­ 
ing pro perty , tripling th $ 
size o f th e o riginal e ^ 
tablish ment.

Outside, there is little indi­ 
cation of his life-long de­ 
votion to birds. But inside, 
the walls, floors and furni­ 
ture are covered with 
paintings and small 
wooden and procelain 
sculptures of birds. Ea­ 
gles grace a rug, an owl 
mobile hangs in the kit­ 
chen and ducks are im­ 
printed on light switches 
and lampshades. 
He laughs telling visitors 


how as youngsters, his two 
daughters complained they 
were tired of seeing only 
birds throughout the house, 
and asked their parents to 
consider another deco­ 
rating scheme. 
The walls of his study 
are covered with hundreds 
of bird guides and text­ 
books. 
Pettingill, called Sewall 
by friends, recently com­ 
pleted a revision of his pop­ 
ular Guide to Bird Finding 
East of the Mississippi, 
first published in 1951, and 
is rewriting his similar 
Western handbook. 
The books tell bird 
watchers the best spots to 
find certain species. 
“ When I wrote those 
books, I had no idea that in 
25 years I would be doing it 
all over. There have been 
appalling changes in bird 
life and the environment. 
Many fine areas for birds 
are gone,” he said. 
After learning that 
prime sites named in his 
earlier books have become 


highways and shopping 
centers, Pettingill’s new 
books will focus more on 
sanctuaries and public 
areas that he hopes will re­ 
main untouched for some 
time. 
His films of penguins 
attracted the attention of 
Walt Disney, then starting 
his True Life Adventure 
series. He called on Pet­ 
tingill for a film on pen­ 
guins and later for several 
other wildlife films. 
Pettingill made the 
penguin movie on the 
Falkland Islands, 300 miles 
off the southern tip of 
South America. He has 
made several trips to the 
F a l k l a n d s 
s-ince 
to 


photograph the penguin. 
His wife, Eleanor Rice 
Pettingill, who died earlier 
this year, described a 
Falkland visit in her book, 
“ A Penguin Summer.” She 
was her husband’s compa­ 
nion and helper through­ 
out his career. 
Although he claims no 
favorite bird, Pettingill 
likes seabirds, the penguin, 
puffin and albatross, and 
birds of the prairie, es­ 
pecially the American 
woodcock. “ Seabirds stir 
my excitement,” he said. 
He keeps no live birds at 
his house, but has boxes for 
tree swallows and several 
feeders at his nearby sum­ 
mer house. He said he likes 


watching birds feed by his 
window while he has 
breakfast or lunch. 
“ Birds are very useful in 
a number of ways,” he 
said. “ They are monitors 
of the environment. They 
are with us where ever we 
go, except for the far 
reaches of the artic, and

The 
NAHB guidelines 
are based on energy index 
numbers, which are deter­ 
mined locally from data on 
local weather conditions, 
fuel costs and the ef­ 
ficiency of the heating and 
cooling systems used in the 


home. The index numbers 
then are matched to bar 
graphs representing 19 dif­ 
ferent construction areas 
to determine the amount of 
insulation or type of energy 
conserving features which 
are most effective for the 
money invested. 
All the energy saving 
recommendations are cost- 
effective; that is, the 
energy saving materials 
and techniques used in 
building the home will be 
repaid to the homeowner 
within at least a seven year 
period through energy cost 
savings. 
In the Washington, D C. , 
area, for example, the 
guidelines call for R-30 in­ 
sulation in the attic (9-

LOS AN G ELES (BW) - After a sluggish pace of 
economic activity early in 1978, which will be felt es­ 
pecially in the industrial sector, Los Angeles County will 
turn in a rather “ spry” business performance in 1978, 
United California Bank (UCB) said. 
Dr. Raymond Jallow, chief economist, in releasing the 
bank's 15th annual economic forecast, cited two prime 
reasons for this trend. 
The first was continued population growth, which will 
add 42,000 new residents in 1978. The second was a 
“ strong upsurge” in 1977 in commercial building — up 
more than 10 percent — and an “ astounding surge ’ in in­ 
dustrial building activity, with permit valuations up more 
than 140 percent. Many of these facilities will become 
operational in 1978 and will provide a firm base for 
employment growth. 


Jallow said, “ almost all sectors of the county will con­ 
tribute to the job market as some 64,000 new nonfarm 
positions open up next year. 
"The local aircraft industry should stabilize after its 
mid-1977 setback of the shutdown of the B-l program," 
Jallow said. 


“ Residential construction activity will not match the 
high level of this year and will drop 11 percent, with 34,000 
new housing units expected. The supply/demand situation 
is basically favorable, but talk of rent controls will exert 
somewhat of a dampening influence on the construction of 
apartments. 


“ High work force participation will yield a median 
‘family income of $19,680.” Jallow said. Total retail sales 
in 1978 will advance 10 percent to $29.4 billion, but com­ 
petition for business will intensify. 
“ Los Angeles County will continue to experience an out­ 
flow of business and government leaders are aware of the 
problems and appear to be taking steps to remedy them ”

The median sales price 
of an existing home in 
California climbed once 
again to hit a new high of 
$63,394, a nearly two per­ 
cent increase from a 
month ago and 30 percent 
higher than last year’s 
figures. 
The statistics, released 
today by Jerome Blank of 
Albany, president of the 
llO.OOO-member California 
Association of Realtors, 
were based upon August 
sales reports taken from a 
statewide sampling of real 
estate boards representing 
approximately 42 percent 
of the A s s o c ia tio n ’s 


membership. 
Speaking before Bakers­ 
field area Realtors, Blank 
noted that while prices 
continue on an upward 
trend, the real estate 
market, which took a 
dramatic upward spiral 
earlier this year, appears 
to be stablizing at a “ more 
reasonable” 
relationship 
to the overall economy. 
“ I believe the so-called 
‘Gold Rush’ of California 
housing prices has begun to 
wane,” Blank told Valley 
Realtors. 
“ Earlier this 
year we experienced a 
price explosion resulting 
from a pent-up demand for 


housing which drove prices 
to an all-time high, but as 
new construction adds to 
the supply we are begin­ 
ning to see a leveling-off 
of prices throughout the 
state.” 
He noted that the Central 
Valley area traditionally 
follows the pattern set in 
the highly urbanized Los 
Angeles and San Francisco 
areas. 
Interestingly, Blank add­ 
ed that the greatest 
frequency of sales, nearly

Robert Arq u illa, p resi­ 
dent of the 9 0,006-member 
National Association of 
Home Bu ilders (NAHB), 
p ra ised 
a 
p lan 
to 
reorg anize and streamline 
the Dep artment of Hou sing 
and Urban Dev elop ment 
(HUD) as a “major step in 
the rig ht direction.’’ 
The reorg anization, an­ 
nou nced by Secretary of 
HUD Patricia Harris, is 
desig ned to imp rov e the ef­ 
ficiency and effectiv eness 
of the dep artment.

The wall insu lation v alu e 
remains the same at R-14.

meet o r ex ceed o ther

Admi ni str at io n’s 
Minimu m Pro p erty Stan­ 
dards,” said Alan Trellis, 
d i r e c t o r of N A H B ’s 
technical serv ices dep art­ 
ment. 


Iv an Wo hlwo rth, a 
bu ilder from Hicksv ille, 
N.Y., who is cochairman of 
NAHB’s sp ecial co mmit­ 
tee on energy , stressed the 
local ap p lication of the new 
gu idelines. “ No lo nger 
mu st home bu y ers waste 
money on energy conserv ­ 
ing featu res where they 
m ay no t be needed. 
Likewise, there are many 
areas where we can sav e 
su bstantial amo u nts of 
energy by adding sp ecific 


co nstru ctio n featu res 
the homes we bu ild,’’ 
said. 
“Obv iou sly ,” Wohlworth 
said, “the more insu lation 
we u se in homes, the more 
energy we sav e. Bu t there 
is a p oint of diminishing 
retu rn. To be realistic and 
p ractical, the amou nt of in­

Born and bred in Lake 
City , he had nev er sp ent 
mu ch time any where else. 
Bu t he was a cou ntry boy 
hankerin’ for cu ltu re, and 
he 
v i s i t e d 
F r e nc h 
v iney ards in his off hou rs, 
dev elo p ing a taste fo r 
wine. 
“When we retu rned to 
Lake City , we were afraid 
to serv e wine to o u r 


gu ests,” say s the 44-y ear- 
old dentist. “Nobody here 
drank wine.” 
Bu t they do now. And the 
bottle many are reaching 
fo r bears the cream- 
colored label of Tru lu ck 
Viney ards. 
Tru lu ck dreamed abou t 
the winery for sev eral 
y ears after retu rning from 
France. He bou ght his 165- 
acre tract near Lake City , 
p op u lation 6,5 00, in the late 
1960s, p lanted the first 
v ines in 1972 and harv ested 
the first grap es in 1974. 


The first co mmercial 
bottling was in 1976, when 
he p rodu ced 1,400 gallons 
of wine. This y ear 4.000 
gallons were p rodu ced, to 
be marketed So. Carolina. 
Small lo cal v intners 
can’t hop e to match the 
Califo rnia winemakers, 
whose sales accou nt for 80 
p ercent of the wine sold in 
the Sou th, Tru lu ck say s. 
“We’re ju st try ing to bring 
a common tabiewine which 
is p rodu ced within 200 to 
300 
m i l e s of e v e r y 
Sou therner,” he said.

SINGAPORE (AP) - 
Nearly 10.000 women were 
sterilized in Sing ap ore last 
y ear. During the p ast 
sev en y ears, more than 
47 ,900 women hav e been 
sterilized, while 2,000 men 
hav e underg one v asectomy 
op erations. 
Last y ear 12,900 women 
had abortions in g ov ern­ 
ment hosp itals, where 
g ov ernment doctors hav e 
p erformed 45,500 abor- 
' tions since 1970. 
The Sing ap ore Family 
Planning and Pop ulation 
Board said most women 
cited “ financial dif­ 
ficulties” as the reason for 
seek ing sterilization, 
which costs $2 in g ov ern­ 
ment hosp itals. An abor­ 
tion costs about $4. 


The board estimated that 
more than 27 3,000 births 
were p rev ented as a result 
of abortions, sterilization, 
use of the p ill and other 
contracep tiv es between 
the y ears 1966-75. 
The number of working 
mothers last y ear swelled 
to 44 p ercent of the labor 
force, g oing up from 21 
p ercent in 1957. 
Limiting the size of the 
family has become a com­ 
p elling necessity for the 
majority . The alternativ e 
is a heav y financial burden 
and g reat inconv enience. 
More than 31 p ercent of 
the labor force of 835,000 
earn less than $81 monthly , 
while another 42 p ercent 
earn less than $163. 
The g ov ernment dis­ 
courag es larg e families by 


g iv ing income tax conces­ 
sions only for the first 
three children, imp osing a 
stiff maternity hosp ital 
charg e of $200 for the 
fourth child, who g ets no 
p reference in attending 
schools near his home, and 
g iv ing low p riority in hous­ 
ing to such families. 
Now more than 107 ,000 
women hav e started to 
p lan their families to con­ 
form to the slog an, “Two is 
enoug h.” 
Sing ap ore has been v ery 
successful in sharp ly 
reducing its birth rate 
from 4.7 p ercent in 1958 to 
1.4 p ercent last y ear. 
The majority , or 76 p er­ 
cent, of the p op ulation of 
2.2 million is Chinese; 15 
p ercent Malay s; 7 p ercent 
from the Indian sub­ 


continent. 
The Chinese, who do not 
necessarily subscribe to 
traditional m oral con­ 
siderations, hav e set the 
p ace by keep ing their fami­ 
lies small. Such considera­ 
tions, on the other hand, 
may be discussed at leng th 
by some Indians, Malay s 
and Eurasian and Chinese 
Catholics. 
But they hav e to face 
reality . ,lThe more y ou 
hav e the less they g et” is a 
slog an that cannot be easi­ 
ly ig nored. 
The board hop es to “dis­ 
suade” y oung p eop le from 
g etting married early and, 
if they do, to encourag e 
them to “ sp ace the birth” 
of their children. 
O r th o do x m en and 
women are said to feel 


deeply disturbed by these 
measures, which may ev en 
c r e at e o t he r s o c i al 
pro blems. But it is pre­ 
dicted that Singapo re, an 
island o f 2 2 5 square miles, 
will hav e a po pulatio n o f 
3.5 millio n by the y ear 2 030. 
when zero gro wth rate has 
been achiev ed by “ re­ 
placement.” 
Singapo re's 
materialis­ 
tic o utlo o k and drastic« 
so lutio n to the po pulatio n 
pro blem canno t be dupli­ 
cated o r imitated ev en by 
immediate neighbo rs Ma­ 
lay sia 
and Indo nesia, 
where family planning is 
no t po pular. 
H o w e v e r , c o m p ac t 
Singapo re, tho ugh tiny in 
size, ho pes to remain slim 
and sleek in terms o f po p­ 
ulatio n size.

NEW YORK (N EA ) - 
Am ericans are buying 
more books than ever 
before in the nation’s 
history, and nobody can 
say precisely why. 
If anything, the signs 
point in the oppoiste direc­ 
tion.

The economy has been 
depressed, with unemploy­ 
ment still higher than it 
should be.

Many 
college graduates canoot 
use the English language 
properly, or w rite a 
coherent, correct letter. 
Surveys indicate that hours 
once spent reading are now 
spent watching television. 
The number of new 
books published each year 
increased steadily for a 
period, then levelled off in 
the past two or three, but 
at an extremely high level. 
Presently, 
about 30,000 
new titles appear annually 
in the U.S., plus 10,000 
reprints or new editions of 
books formerly published, 
for a total or 40,000. The 
number of copies of each 
new book or reprint can 
range from about 5,000 
(sometimes less) up into 
the millions. 
One important index, ac­ 
cording to John F. Baker, 
editor of a new magazine, 
Bookviews, is the increase 
in 
the 
num ber 
of 
bookstores, not only in 
New York, which always 
has dominated book-selling 
and buying, but all around 
the country. 
“ Particularly 
startling 
in recent years is the ex­ 
p ansion 
of 
the 
big 
book-selling chaias,” notes 
Baker. 
“ BREN TANO S, 
Walden’s and B. Dalton, 
for example, have been 
opening in the big shopping 
centers. Areas such as the 
South and Southwest, that 
might have been without a 
bookstore for 100 miles 
around a particular com­ 
munity, now have one, con­ 
veniently located, with a 
good 
stock, 
attractive 
lighting and all the attrac­ 
tion, and they’re doing 
business. 


“ We don’t know who’s 
buying the books The book 
industry is probably the 
least market-research- 
oriented of any major in­ 
dustry. But we do know, 
for example, that in the 
last two years both fiction 
and non-fiction best-sellers 
sold far more copies than 
in previous years. It took a 
total sale of 120,000 or 
more copies to make the 
hard-cover best-seller lists 
in 1976, whereas in previous 
years you could make it 
with about 80,000. As for 
the mass market paper­ 
backs, two or three years 
ago about 40 or 45 titles 
would sell a million or 
more copies annually. 


Last year there were 53 
or 54 million-plus paper­ 
backs. And this is happen­ 
ing all over the country.” 


One upbeat result of this 
is the appearance of the 
new monthly Bookviews, 
at a time when magazines 
generally are having a dif­ 
ficult time, due primarily 
to new and expensive 
p o stal 
re g u la tio n s . 
Published by the R. R 
Bowker Company, a Xerox 
affiliate , previously best 
known for Publishers 


Weekly and Library Jour­ 
nal, the new and fairly 
breezy mag is aimed at the 
general public whereas the 
two established ones are 
trade-oriented. 
“ Harper’s, The Atlantic, 
The New Yorker, the New 
York Times Book Review, 
The New York Review of 
Books 
and Satu rd ay 
Review, among others, all 
review books,” 
explains 
Baker. “ But many of those 
reflect an automatic as­ 
sumption of superiority 
among people who read 
books. It is almost like an 
intellectual M afia: the con­ 
verted talking to the con­ 
verted. A new novel will be 
d iscu ssed p u re ly in 
reference to the author s 
p re v io u s w o rk , and 
whether it shows growth 
and developm ent, or 
d e c lin e . 
C h e e v e r’s 
“ Falconer” was a recent 
example of that. 


“ We use essentially the 
same reviews that appear 
in Publishers Weekly and 
Library Journal, but with 
data pertinent only to 
bookstores and libraries 
left out 
••What’s left is a good, 
meaty, consumerish sort 


of review. Crisp, to the 
point, seldom more than 
250 or 300 words on a bode; 
it gives the lay reader a 
pretty good idea about 
what the book is like. One 
bookseller, after reading 
our first issue, told me: 
‘ Y o u ’ ve 
c re a te d 
a 
Publishers Weekly for the 
people.’ That made me feel 
good.” 
In addition to reviews, 
the new magazine offers 
longer articles, such as 
Alistair Cooke talking 
about books and TV, and 
newspaper columnist Ann 
Landers choosing her 
favorite psychological self- 
help 
books, 
in 
the 
September debut issue. 
The October issue tells 
about the Irving Wallaces 
(“ the family that writer 
together makes millions 
together” ), and offers 
Julia Childs, describing 
her favorite cookbooks. 
First issue of Bookviews, 
a v a ila b le 
in 
the 
bookstores, went faster 
than Baker or anybody else 
expected. Apparently all 
those people who are buy­ 
ing books these days, for 
their own mysterious 
reasons, also like to read 
about books as well.

Time is running out on 
some solid state watches. 
Extensive engineering, ex­ 
pense, production and 
testing have gone into the 
evolution of the digital 
watch which, unlike con­ 
ventional watches, has no 
w atch m ovem ents — 
balance wheel, tuning fork 
and the like. 
B u t 
th a t 
com plex 
mechanism has created 
problems. A number of 
traditional watchmakers 
— for example, Gruen and 
Benrus — have become 
dropouts from the digital 
watch 
m arket. 
Some 
semiconductor companies 
have abandoned digital 
business. 
Fairchild has 
reported an $8 m illion 
pretax loss on digital 
watches in the second 
quarter, according to 
Business Week. 
A digital watch is not a 
sim ple timepiece that 
anyone can repair. An en­ 
tire module may need to be 
replaced at a factory, 
which has the complex 
electronic 
equipment 
needed for module testing 
— something the consumer 
should know. 
There are 35,000 watch 
makers and jewelers who 
can service, repair and 
a d ju st c o n v e n tio n a l 
watches, electronic tuning 
fork watches and quartz 
watches with conventional 
dials In contrast, “ there 
are no experts in retail 
stores who have been 
trained to repair solid state 
watches,” the Bulova 
Time Center says 
In addition, there are no 
standards for the hundreds 
of modules of digital 
watches — one reason in­ 
experienced people cannot 
repair them — or for 
minibatteries or for bat­ 
te ry 
re p la c e m e n t 
procedures. Some types of 
watches, such as the light- 
emitting diodes (LED s), 
may have complicated set­ 
ting procedures that burn 
up their lives quickly. In 
fact, this year there has 
been a big shift from 
watches with the LED s to 
the models with liquid 
crystal displays known as 
LCDs, reports the business 
news magazine. _________ 


Typical quartz crystals 
used in quality, solid-state 
digital watches keep time 
by vibrating 32,768 times a 
second. Some watches may 
need regulation for ac­ 
curacy, and only a watch 
rate measuring timer, an 
electronic instrument used 
by jewelers, can be used 
for that purpose. 
The public’s confusion is 
compounded by retailers 
who do not know enough 
about these watches to 
provide service, industry 
sources say. Two years ago 
when a million solid state 
watches were retailed, 
some stores reported a 60 
percent return of new 
watches due to malfunc­ 
tion. 
In 1976 jewelers 
reported returns of 30 to 40 
percent, whereas returns 
of handwound watches 
were at the rate of only 1 
percent. 
Som e 
m odule 
a s ­ 
semblers did not make 
proper tests necessary to 
these 
co m p lic a te d 
mechanisms, according to 
industry sources, and 
many solid state watches 
were of poor quality 
a 
great many selling for a 
few dollars. A lot of in­ 
tricate circuitry is in­ 
volved in time and calen­ 
dar displays on watches in 
dividing down the high 
frequency to hours, min­ 
u tes,

NEW YORK (AP) - 
They’re not yet shouting 
like Muhammad Ali and 
joe Frazier, but Arthur 
Bums and President Jim­ 
my Carter are leading up 
to* the best heavyweight 
fight since those two box­ 
ers met. 
Carter threw the first 
dart last week when in ef­ 
fect he warned the Federal 
Reserve, of which Bums is 
chairman, to refrain from 
needlessly raising interest 
rates and hurting the 
economy. 
Bums replied Tuesday in 


Spokane, Wash., when he 
told an audience that the 
economy’s poor perfor­ 
mance is a consequence 
not so m uch of his 
monetary leadership as 
that of the President’s poor 
economic generalship. 
Neither of the two darts 
carried their messages ex­ 
plicitly. The words were 
couched in the language of 
domestic diplomacy, but 
they were on target and 
they stung as badly as a 
punch in the face. 
This is a class confronta­ 
tion whose meaning cannot 
be minimized. It is more 
than a battle between 


monetarists and fiscalists 
as to who effects the big­ 
gest economic changes. It 
is a battle of philosophies. 
B u m s 
has a lw ay s 
represented what is usual­ 
ly called a conservative 
viewpoint. He abhors 
fe d e ral d e fic its. He 
believes the nation s 
greatest enemy is in­ 
flation. He believes that 
free enterprise is the way 
to go. 
President Carter has 
stated his agreement with 
those beliefs, but in Bums 
view, and in the views of

cheerfully admits his in­ 
vention is impractical. But 
he hopes his idea will be­ 
come a popular form of 
recreation. 


Paul MacCready, an 
aerodynamics 
engineer, 
was told recently he had 
re c e iv e d the R o yal 
Aeronautical 
Society’s 
prize for designing the 
Gossamer Condor. 
After two unsuccessful 
attempts, a bicycle racer 
on Aug. 23 piloted the 
primitive, 
pedal-powered 
plane along the Society s 
prescribed 
three-mile 
figure-eight course, set up 
at Shafter Airport in rural 
Kern County. 


“ Man-powered airplanes 
aren't practical,” he said, 
“ but they may enliven 
people’s spirits. They can 
use them for recreation 
like sailboats. 
“ People are realizing 
that we re at last achieving 
a goal that man has had for 
thousands of years, and 
that has been neglected 
since power began being 
put into aircraft,” Mac­ 
Cready said 
“ A lot of 
other goals have been 
achieved in between. But 
now at last this one also 
has been accomplished.” 
M acCready said the 
plane st i ll was not 
perfected, but he said when 
it is, average bicyclists 
will be able to operate it. 
British businessman and 
aviation enthusiast Henry 
Kremer offered the 5,000- 


pound prize 18 years ago to 
anyone who could design a 
man-powered aircraft. The 
prize money has been 
steadily increased since 
then. 
In the first successful 
flight, Bryan Allen. 24, 
flew the 7(Lpound craft for 
7 1'2 minutes around the 
course, clearing 10-foot 
pylons at the start and fin­ 
ish. 
MacCready, president of 
a Pasadena energy and 
environmental 
research 
firm called AeroViron- 
ment, attributes his suc­ 
cess to his departure from 
tradition. 
“ Virtually everyone else 
did it conventionally.” he 
explained. “ They were 
trapped into making 
elegant, streamlined vehi­ 
cles that took thousands of 


sands of dollars to repair.” 
In contrast, MacCready 
said his crudity allowed 
him to do 12 substantial 
revisions on his craft 
within a year. 
The plane, with a 96-foot 
wingspan. is built of super- 
strength “ Mylar 
plastic 
ribbed with aluminum tub­ 
ing. bordered by light 
plastic and held together 
with piano wire. 
The pilot propels the 
vehicle by pedaling a bicy­ 
cle chain which turns a 
propellor behind the 
cockpit. The plane is 
maneuvered with a handle 
that elevates a smaller, 
frontal wing 
“ If people had used the 
same approach, they could 
have done this in 1915 or 
1925 ,” said MacCready.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - 
Inventing the waterbed 
didn’t make Charlie Hall 
rich or famous, but it did 
leave him with some in­ 
teresting memories in­ 
volving Jello. 
Now 34, Hall was a 
design student living in San 
F r a n c i s c o ’ s 
Haight- 
Ashbury district when he 
came up with the fore­ 
runner of the waterbed 10 
years ago. His invention, 
actually a vinyl bag filled 
with 300 pounds of Jello 
and styrene pellets, “ was 
interesting but not suc­ 
cessful, because you 
needed a forklift to move 
it.” 
There 
were 
other 
p r o b l e m s . 
The 
bag 
developed a leak and Jello 
began oozing into the 
downstairs 
apartment. 
Hall decided it had to go. 
“ There was all this goo 
mixed with s t yr e ne 
beads,” he recalls, “ I was 
afraid it would clog the 
toilet and I couldn t just 
throw it out. So I ended up 
taking it out at night in lit­ 
tle bags and putting them 
in garbage cans at the 
beach.” 
Hall persevered, sub­ 
stituting water for Jello 
and adding a frame and 
heater. An art gallery in­ 
vited him to show his in­ 
vention and he came up 
with un eight-foot square 
waterbed covered in red 
velvet and dubbed “ The 
Pleasure Pit.” 
“ It was a big hit,” he 
said, “ I thought the merits 
of the waterbed would be 
seen immediately ” 


It didn’t work out that 
way. Waterbeds, says Hall, 
were viewed as part of the 
“ H a s h b u r y ” 
hippie 
culture, another example 
of California craziness. 
“ People saw these 
undulations and there were 
all these hippie and sex 
connotations," he said. 
“ Actually, although I hate 
to say anything negative 
about waterbeds, as far as 
sex goes, well, that s not 
the best part. Waterbeds 
are for sleeping ” 
Hall and members of 
what is now a $135 -million- 
a -y e ar indust ry ar e 
fighting “ waterbed mis­ 
conceptions" through a 
public relations campaign 
which the American 
Waterbed Council says “ is 
designed to achieve the 
AWC’s goal of obtaining 
consumer waterbed accep­ 
tance by skillful use of the 
media.” The campaign, 
launched here this week, 
will also “ counter negative 
publicity such as the 
current water shortage in 
California,” the AWC says. 
Hall, 
whose 
own 
waterbed company went 
bankrupt, never made 
much money from his pa­ 
tent. He has since returned 
to inventing and has 
marketed several other 
products. But he also 
leaves his Bay Area home 
for frequent waterbed 
promotions, which he 
describes as “ a bit of a dif­ 
ferent thing

Re lia ble re pla c e me nt s ought for dwindling re s ourc e

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) 
— Dean Sweet, like 
hundreds of American 
business executives, saw 
only two choices during 
last year s severe natural 
gas shortage. He could 
make arrangements for 
another fuel — or he could 
close up shop. 
“ We had a 30 percent 
curtailment last year, and 
it was mighty cold,” said 
Sweet, who owns a com­ 
pany in Ohio which makes 
grain storage equipment 
“ Necessity is the mother 
of i nvention, so we 
scrambled around and 
bought 15 oil-fired space 
heaters.” 
But that was just a 
temporary measure to get 
through last winter’s bitter 
cold, and this winter, too, 
if the anticipated gas shor­ 
tage materializes. Sweet 
still is searching for a 
reliable, inexpensive and 


proaching, some gas com­ 
panies already have an­ 
nounced curtailments for 
large industrial users. Nu­ 
merous factories in the 
Midwest, where the crisis 
was most severe last 
winter, and elsewhere are 
being forced by necessity 
— and, in a few cases, 
government edict — to 
switch from natural gas to 
other fuels. 
The alternatives — all of 
which have drawbacks — 
are diverse, ranging from 
oil and coal to more es­ 
oteric fuels such as sjro- 
thetic gas and garbage, in­ 
cluding corn husks and 
other agricultural wastes. 
Some firms even are drill­ 
ing for their own supplies 
of natural gas. 
“ In New York, Chicago, 
Los Angeles, the average 
person simply is not aware 
of the energy crisis,” said 
John Ervin, manager of 
manufacturing at Inter­ 
national Harvester Co.’s 
permanent*6 A place ment 
plant * 
for natural gas, a declining 
Springfield, Ota . 
resource. 
Federal officials es­ 
timate that natural gas 
provides 40 per cent of all 
industrial heat and power 
in the United States, and 
hundreds, perhaps thou­ 
sands of companies are in 
the process of switching to 
alternate fuels. There has 
been no survey to deter­ 
mine the number. 
With

we re very aware 
The plant, a 30-acre com­ 
plex about 50 miles from 
Columbus, turns out 230 
buses and trucks daily, us­ 
ing 3,000 employes on two 
shifts. 
International Harvester 
has been told by the local 
utility that it will get no 
gas at all for heating die 
plant this winter. So, like 
several other large com­ 


panies, it is searching for 
its own gas. 
Seventeen wells have 
been drilled in south­ 
eastern Ohio at a cost of 
$2.5 million, and, the firm 
hopes to produce enough 
gas to keep its Springfield 
plant and three others run­ 
ning all winter. 
“ The severity differs 
from point to point in the 
country,’ 
said Mike 
Petersen, International 
Harvester’s Chicago based 
manager of energy oper­ 
ations. “ But in Ohio, it s 
the worst. As a con­ 
sequence, Ohio is on the 
leading edge of dealing 
with it.” 
Many in the state, which 
gets 45 percent of its 
wealth and 34 percent of its 
e mp l o y m e n t 
from 
manufacturing, blame 
Columbia Gas of Ohio for 
the situation. They say 
most other areas were bet­ 
ter able to withstand last 
winter’s crunch than those 
served by Columbia. 
Utility officials blame 
the federal and state 
governments for delays in 
granting approval for gas 
storage facilities and 
emergency purchases of 
gas. The company says ad­ 
ditional storage facilities 
have been located, and 
only large plants should 
suffer curtailments this 
winter. 
In the past few years, 
most major corpot ations 


have assigned top ex­ 
ecutives to find new 
sources of industrial ener­ 
gy. 
“ Energy is such a very 
significant part of our ac­ 
tivities, and the economics 
are such, that you can t af­ 
ford to stand still,” said 
Wally Allaire, corporate 
director for energy re­ 
sources at Allied Chemical 
Corp. in Morristown, N.J. 
“ I report to the president 
of the company, and that’s 
true in all of the biggies.” 
Allied, 
like other 
chemical companies, can’t 
do much about shortages of 
gas and oil “ feedstocks” 
from which chemicals are 
made. But Allied has done 
something about the heat­ 
ing in its several dozen 
plants. Each has installed 
a system that can burn oil 
in place of natural gas. 
“ It cost us several 
million by the time we got 
through,” 
Allaire said. 
“ But it paid off last year. 
We would have had to shut 
down.” 
Many other firms are 
switching to oil. Demand 
for the two most common 
forms of industrial fuel oil 
was up 11 percent and 21 
percent this past August as 
companies began stockpil­ 
ing for the winter. 
But another oil shortage 
is always possible and oil is 
more expensive than 
natural gas. So some firms 
are installing, and many 


more are considering, 
coal-burning equipment. 
Coal accounts for 90 per 
cent of the nation’s fossil 


was half of coal usage in 
1955 — before clean-air 
considerations 
forced 
many firms to switch from 


coal to gas and oil. 
Industrial conversion to 
coal is key to President

Reports reveal 
economic life 


NEW YORK (A P) - 
Just when a lot of people 
were getting accustomed 
to the notion that the 
nation’s economy was sink­ 
ing into a quagmire, a few 
reports were issued that 
tend to riddle the notion: 
—Machine tool orders, 
or orders for equipment 
that will be used in making 
other goods, spurted in 
August after declining in 
June. 
—The level of orders at 
the nation’s factories rose 
in August for the first time 
since May. 
—The Index of Leading 
Economic Indicators also 
rose in the sam e months 
after having declined for 
two months earlier this 
year — and three straight 
until the July figures were 
revised from a minus to a 
plus. What all these in­ 
dicators share in common 
is the future; they are all 
i n d i c a t o r s of f u r t he r 
economic 
activity. 
They 
represent commitments to 
that activity. 
Th e r e 
is a d d i t i o n a l 
evidence of some underly­ 
ing strength in some of the 
o t h e r 
i n d i v i d u a l 
i n ­ 
dicators. Capital spending 
plans are moving up. So 
a re 
building permi ts. 
Again, these are signs of 
activity to come. 
It doesn’t take much to 
change the kaleidoscopic 
pattern of the economy, 
just a one-month shakeup 
of the in dicators. The 
change can develop with 
rem arkable speed. 
The stock m arket, for in­ 
stan ce, is one of those 
l e a d i n g e c o n o m i c in­ 
dicators. When other com­ 
ponents of the leading in­ 
dex show stren gth the 
stock market is inclined to 
rise as a consequence. And 
in rising, it contributes 
further to a rise in the in- 
iex, of which it is a com- 
xment. 
A one-month rise after 
;hree months of weakness 
night not be enough to dis­ 


pel the fog and drizzle that 
has been dampening Wall 
S treet’s outlook, but it 
should quiet for the time 
being some of the fog horns 
of disaster. 
F o r m o n t h s , 
t h e i r 
gloomy voices have been 
telling a tale of woe to 
come, of an international 
econom y m ired in re ­ 
cession, of inflation raging 
throughout the world, of 
p r o b l e m s beyond our 
ability to deal with. 
To deny there are serious 
problems is to close the 
eyes to reality. 
To name a few : teen-age 
unemployment, the plight 
of the debt-ridden poorer 
nations, the difficulty of 
maintaining free trade 
when jobs are lost to un­ 
fair com petition, ov er­ 
regulation, 
underutiliza­ 
tion of capacity. 
The stock market, which 
is supposed to represent 
the 
i n v e s t m e n t 
c o m ­ 
munity’s attitude toward 
the future, is a special case 
of its own, depressed for 
reasons that many experts 
are at a loss to explain. 
There are serious social 
and economic problem s 
that seldom catch the 
headlines. The difficulties 
involved in starting a sm all 
business, for example. The 
lack of training program s 
to facilitate the employ­ 
ment of youngsters. 
But to gather all the 
problems into a patchwork 
quilt and then try to spread 
it over the entire economy 
is just as unrealistic. 
Those recent expressions 
of c o n f i d e n c e in the 
economic future, for exam ­ 
ple, cannot be covered by 
the blanket. They protrude. 
N ew o r d e r s a t the 
n a t i o n ’s 
f a c t o r i e s ,

The conversion is expen­ 
sive. “ It’s not the kind of 
decision you m ake for 
economic reasons,’ said a 
Goodyear Tire & Rubber

Goodyear is spending $12 
million for coal-burning 
equipment at a tire plant In 
Lawton, Okla. An oil or gas 
boiler would co st $2.5 
million. 
“ In 19 74, we had to 
switch back to coal,” said 


plant m an ager G eorge 
Rayer. “ It was simply a 
m atter of not having any 
other fuels to use.” 
The company received 
f e d e r a l p e rm issio n to 
r e t u r n to c o a l a f t e r 
promising to construct an 
$8 million anti-pollution 
system .

Dave Cink just 
wins and wins

Oka y , we a ll kno w 
how to get ready for a tournament, 
right? We get out to the driving range as often as pos­ 
sible, spend hours on the putting greens, play a bunch of 
rounds, and watch our swings for any bad habits creeping 
into that perfect form. Just about all the top amateurs 
and winning pros follow that practice pattern, right? 
Wrong. 
Now sit down on the green for a few moments while I 
tell you how Mountain Meadows pro Dave Cink “ got 
ready” for the Southern California PGA Match Play tour­ 
nament last week.

Award-winner Dean Chance is still 
pitching. But as a barker on the 
midway at the State Fair of Texas, 
his pitch is: “ Just 50 cents to toss the 
rings and win a poster.” 
Chance, who tossed a no-hitter, 
started two All-Star games and 
hurled two 20-victory seasons, is on 
the State Fair midway from 8 a m. 
until midnight each day, attempting 
to lure customers to his ring toss 
game. 
“ Once you’ve been part of a big 
cheering crowd, you never get over 
it,” said Chance, 36. “ It’s like no 
other feeling in the world. That’s one 
reason I ’m here. I love the crowds. I 
just can’t get away from it. 


“ I ’ve got a tarm back in Ohio,” he 
added. “ Someone in my hometown 
had a big poster company. He 
wanted me to help him sell some of 
his posters at fairs around the 
country.

Bolt 
denies 
temper 


RENO, Nev . (AP) - 
Tommy Bolt, a legend in 
golfing circles as mu ch for 
his v ocal ou tbu rsts as his 
skills with a clu b, say s it 
isn’t tru e that he has su ch a 
bad temper. 
“ I ’m no more tem ­ 
peram ental than any 
other golfer,” said Bolt, 
winner of the U.S. Open in 
1958. “I got a face that 
when I am concentrating, 
it looks like I am mad at 
the whole world.” 
The 59 -y ear-old golfer, 
who was in Reno to play in 
the U.S. Seniors Open, has 
won 15 major tou rnaments 
on the PGA tou r. 
Du bbed “Terrible” Tom­ 
my Bolt by the press, he 
blamed his pu blic image on 
reporters who alway s ask 
him why he gets mad. 


“All the golf stories that 
were ev er written abou t 
me were abou t me and my 
t e m pe r , ” Bolt said. 
“ T hat’s all they (re­ 
porters) ev er wanted to 
talk abou t.” 
Some stories say that 
Bolt has emptied his whole 
bag of clu bs in tou rna­ 
ments by throwing them 
away in anger, one by one. 
“ I’v e only thrown six 
clu bs in my entire life,” he 
insisted “Bu t I’v e been ac­ 
cu sed of throwing them all. 
I’v e broken three clu bs in 
my life. They hav en’t ev en 
manu factu red all the clu bs 
y et that I was su pposed to 
break. I’v e nev er thrown 
any caddies in the water 
like they said, either.” 
So why has the sporting 
press created su ch a 
monster ou t of Bolt? 
“ It all started y ears 
ago,” he ex plained. “It 
was kind of a color thing. 
My tem per made good 
color stories. Nowaday s 
thou gh they really don’t 
hav e any colorfu l golfers 
on the tou r ... well, ex cept 
for Lee Trev ino, bu t he’s 
the only one.” 
One tag sportswriters 
cou ldn’t place on Bolt was 
that of a one-shot cham­ 
pion who wins one major 
tou rney then fades into ob­ 
scu rity . 
“I won 10 or 12 major 
tou rnaments before I won 
the U.S. Open in 1958. They 
can’t call me a one-shot 
gu y like Orv ille Moody and 
Jack Fleck,” he said.

money winning list, 


How does he rate his golf 
game today ? 
“I’m play ing abou t as 
well as ev er, ex cept I don’t 
pu tt as well as I did.

For a man of 59 , Bolt ap­ 
pears in great shape. 
“I play a lot of golf, prac­ 
tice a lot and ju st try to 
take care of my self.

“ We are not say ing 
Alechinsky is the greatest 
contemporary artist in the 
world,” Arkus said. "That 
would be impossible to do 
and unfair.” 
Alechinsky , whose father 
fled R u ssia to esc ap e 
religious persecution, was 
born in Brussels in 19 27 . 
Although encouraged to 
enter the medical field, he 
was facinated by the ar­ 
tists with whom his family 
liv ed.

translator amid four rooms 
filled with his colorful ex ­ 
pressionist paintings of hu­ 
mans and animals. 
Alechinsky ’s bold works 
are v irtually the only ones 
still done in the COBRA 
tradition, a form adopted 
in the late 19 40s by a group 
of artists disenchanted 
with the ab straction ist 
school.

According to statistics, a growing 
number of qualified students cannot obtain a college education be­ 
cause of skyrocketing costs. Middle-income families are especially 
hard hit. Millions of families today are neither rich enough to afford 
college nor considered poor enough to qualify for the different 
Government aid programs that the taxes they pay make possible. 
Working Americans do not want Government handouts, they mere­ 
ly want to keep more of their own earnings for fulfilling the 
American dream of a college education for their children.

A 
$300 tax credit against .tuition charges of $ 4 ,0 0 0 or even $ 6 ,0 0 0 
does not solve the problem. Grants or guaran 
id loans are better 
choices, giving more dollars directly to students.

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SPECIAL MESSAGE OF LOVE AND CARING 


By Rose Kennedy 


Many times over the years I have been 
asked to give a message of hope and opti­ 
mism concerning the mentally retarded. 
Only a parent who has known the anguish 
of hearing a doctor say, “Your baby is 
retarded,” understands how desperate is 
the need to hear words of reassurance, to 
gain the knowledge that there is a place in 
the world for a tiny human being who must 
overcome a grave handicap. 
My daughter Rosemary was such a 
child, and 1 was such a parent. At first, I 
had only faith to comfort me. There was 
nowhere to tum, nothing doctors could do 
or say, no medical or community resources 
to console or support us. 
But that was more than a half-century 
ago. Over the years much has happened 
to ease the loneliness and to sustain the 
confidence of families with special chil­ 
dren. And much has been accomplished in 
making a place for these children. 
It is hard to believe that only 30 years 
ago, when one of the founders of the As­ 
sociation for Retarded Citizens wanted to 
place a notice in her local newspaper ask­ 
ing other parents of special children to get 
in touch with her, the editor refused to let 
her sign her name or include her address. 
Mental retardation was considered a guilty 
secret to be wept over alone. 
Today all that has changed. The Na­ 
tional Association for Retarded Citizens 
has more than 250,000 members, with re­ 
presentation in every state. Many of those 
members are the retarded themselves. 
For, increasingly, we have learned that the 
great majority of the mentally retarded are 
fully capable — within some limitations — 
of living happy and useful lives erf work, 
play, love and responsibility. 
Much of what has happened to improve 
life for the retarded has come about since 
my son Jack was President. Of all he did in 
his tragically few years in office, the focus 
of his Administration on the retarded may 
well have been his most lasting and mag­ 
nificent achievement. As he said in 1961, 
when he established the first Presidential 
panel on 
mental retardation in 
our 
country, “It is the emotional strain, the 
problems of adjustment, training, school­ 
ing and vocation - the attempts to make 
possible a full life for the child — that 
represent the major impact of retardation. 
Our goals should be to prevent retarda­ 
tion. Failing this, we must provide for the 
retarded child the same opportunity for full 
social development that is the birthright of 
every American child.” 
The American people, «11 of you, 
have responded generously and nobly to 
this call for equal opportunities for the re­ 
tarded. The many young people working 
in summer camps and community pro­ 
grams have especially dedicated them­ 
selves to helping the retarded learn the 
skills of both work and play that were so 
long denied them. 


November is Mental Retardation Month. ‘Together, we can do more 'is the theme 


But guaranteeing this birthright has not 
come quickly or easily. As Dr. Richard 
Masland, one of the great pioneers in the 
field, has said, “We make progress in men­ 
tal retardation by many small advances 
across a broad front.” 
Employment of the retarded, for exam­ 
ple, has come slowly. In the Federal Civil 
Service the rules had to be changed so that 
the retarded could be given a chance to 
prove what they could do — rather than 
be required to make a certain score on an 
intelligence test. Now thousands of the 
mentally retarded work for Federal, state 
and local governments. 
In thousands of com m unities the 
retarded now work in industry or in work­ 
shops where they can perform useful and 
constructive tasks under special supervi­ 
sion. 1 stress the importance of work 
because through it we learn to value our­ 
selves most highly and to fashion a mean­ 
ing and purpose for our lives. Even if it is 
only making candles or packaging parts for 
do-it-yourself kits, the dignity of work and 
the pride of accomplishment are possible 
for the great majority of our retarded citi­ 
zens. Private and public employers and la­ 
bor unions have become more enlightened 
than they were when Jack was President, 
but there still is a long way to go. 1 have 
been given assurances by many labor lead­ 
ers that we will continue to make advances 
until jobs are available to all the mentally 
retarded who can qualify for them. 
Just as important as the growing oppor­ 
tunities for work are the new laws that 
guarantee every special child and young 
adult the chance for an education equal to 
that of any other child. One new law 


Public Law 94-142, passed by Congress 
last year — assures that every retarded 
person, even the very seriously handi­ 
capped, will receive the benefits of a public 
education tailored to his or her needs and 
abilities. That means that parents do not 
have to ruin themselves financially to send 
their children to special schools or to keep 
them in private institutions. As Jack said 
16 years ago, “The grim struggle for sur­ 
vival does not allow us the luxury of wast­ 
ing our human resources.” Now we are 
beginning to translate that important in­ 
sight into national practice. 
When Public Law 94-142 was being 
debated, we found that, while it provided 
for academic and vocational training, it did 
not include provision for physical educa­ 
tion. Since 1968, The Kennedy Founda­ 
tion, which my husband and 1 established, 
has sponsored an international program of 
physical fitness and sports competition 
called 
Special 
Olympics. 
More 
than 
650,000 mentally retarded people take 
part in this program in every one of our 
states and 19 foreign countries. Special 
Olympics has taught us a great lesson: the 
more the mentally retarded build their 
physical skills, the more they develop so­ 
cially 
and 
even 
intellectually. 
Thus, 
because play and exercise have been pro­ 
ven to be so beneficial to the retarded, 
equal access to physical education is in­ 
cluded in the law. 
Last year. The Kennedy Foundation 
started a new program of Internships in 
Recreation for Special Olympians who can 
qualify for jobs in the recreation field and 
whose communities will guarantee them a 
permanent position once their one-year in­ 


ternship is over. The first three Kennedy 
interns are now entering permanent em­ 
ployment. One of them, Mike Spencer, is 
going to teach swimming in the Danville, 
Va., Park and Recreation Department. He 
learned to swim in Special Olympics, and 
he learned to love people because he saw 
love all around him. 
At a meeting of Special Olympics, my 
daughter Eunice introduced Mike as “One 
of our handicapped interns . ” 
“I’m mentally retarded,” Mike said with 
great dignity and firmness. “But please 
don’t call me handicapped 
This, I think, sum s up beautifully 
the message 1 have for the parents, 
relatives, friends and neighbors of the 
mentally retarded. We need no longer be 
afraid of this term as the description of a 
devastating and hopeless handicap. 
For millions of lively, interested, loving 
and active boys and girls and men and 
women we once committed to the oblivion 
of institutions, the doors are now open to 
most of what society offers to all of us. 
In the past 50 years 1 have seen the 
world come to terms with its mentally 
retarded children, accept their human 
qualities and come to know them as warm, 
tender, feeling human beings. 
Parents often ask me for consolation or 
advice, and I used to feel that the best 1 
could offer was a prayer of strength and 
courage, such as my own favorite, the 
“Meditation,” written by John Henry Car­ 
dinal Newman. But now I feel confident 
that I can help sustain them with the reality 
of expectation, with the conviction that a 
life of many glowing possibilities is now 
open to their special children. 
Yes, those fateful words, “your child is 
retarded,” still darken our joy at the advent 
of a new life. But we have learned that the 
words mean almost nothing in themselves. 
We are all, in a sense, retarded. All of us 
fall short of the ideal. All of us are slow and 
awkward compared with others. 
A mind that Is slow ne«d no longer 
mean a life that’s unfulfilled. A retard 
ed person need no longer depend on the 
whim of charity or the shelter of high walls. 
Now there are dedicated scientists, skilled 
teachers, just laws and understanding 
communities. True, much needs to be ac­ 
complished before mental retardation is 
eradicated. But today there is a richness of 
life for the retarded who already are learn 
ing, playing, reading, painting, making 
poetry, loving, swimming, dancing, wor­ 
shipping, working. Yet, we must keep 
working and striving for all those who, like 
my daughter Rosemary, are retarded in 
mind but blessed in spirit. 
My vision is a world where mental retar 
dation will be overcome, where we no 
longer mourn with mothers of retarded 
children but exult and rejoice with parents 
of healthy, happy youngsters. Then, and 
only then, can we say, in the words of St. 
Paul: “I have fought the good fight, 
have finished the course. 1 have 
kept the faith. 
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We've disco vere d the way to keep, 
natural taste in. artificial out. 
All the taste and fla vor in Real is natural.

FLEETWOOD MAC: 
ROCK'S RED-HOT GROUP 


They’ve just broken the all-time chart record for their 
album Rumours and are about to tour the country.

One of the longest-standing records in 
music history was broken last month. The 
title had belonged to the king of rock him­ 
self, the late Elvis Presley: 20 weeks at the 
No. 1 spot for his album Blue Hawaii. Ten 
years after Elvis’s triumph and 21 weeks 
after their album became No. 1, the title 
went to a group named Fleetwood Mac. 
Their chart-topping album, which has al­ 
ready sold more than four million copies, 
is called Rumours. 
The band dates back over 10 years, but 
numerous personnel changes had made 
the group the revolving door of rock, leav­ 
ing them without an identifiable sound. 
Last year, though, thanks to the addition 
of two Americans (guitarist Lindsay Buck­ 
ingham and sensuous singer Stevie Nicks) 
to the original British core of Mick Fleet­ 
wood (drums) and John and Christine 
McVie (bass and keyboards respectively), 
Fleetwood Mac have finally managed to 
achieve their promise and have sold more 
than eight million albums over the past 18 
months. Their concert tours are now sta­ 
dium sellouts, and, to crown it all, they 
garnered the three top honors (Best Al­ 
bum, Best Group and Rock Personalities 
of thè Year) on TV’s Rock Awards. 
Mick Fleetwood, the group’s founder, is 
also their manager, handling everyday 
professional responsibilities. It was Mick 
who approached John McVie to start 
Fleetwood Mac. John had recently learned 
to play bass “by taking the two top strings 
of a Hohner (six-string) guitar and playing 
bass on that.” He had originally wanted to 
be a trumpeter. Though completely confi­ 
dent about his music now, John does not 
compose for the group and still feels “a lit­ 
tle scared sometimes — you look up and 
say, ‘All these people — for us?”’ 
His wife, bom Christine Perfect (“1 was 
Perfect until I married John,” she quips), 
was originally an art teacher, occasionally 
doing window design on London’s fash­ 
ionable Oxford Street. Her parents had to 
force her to learn piano because she hated 
it. Now, though, she has written three 
giant hits for the band (’’Over My Head,” 


“Say You Love Me” and “Don’t Stop”), 
and her sultry glow is confident and pow­ 
erful yet provocatively vulnerable. 
The group’s new-found accessibility 
also seems to owe a lot to last year’s addi­ 
tions. Lindsay Buckingham, a guitarist erf 
extreme technical expertise, combines a 
gut-level feel for music with an atomic- 
energy source for expressing himself. Hb 
guitar solo rips regularly through the mid­ 
dle of hb contribution to the Rumours 
album, the scorching hit, “(You Can) Go 
Your Own Way.” Then there’s blond- 
shagged vocalbt Stevie Nicks, who, as the 
center spotlight’s closest friend, b often a 
swirl of chiffon portraying the dreamy 
Welsh witch Rhiannon from the hit song 
she wrote for the band earlier thb year. 
“My songs are a rolling diary,” she says. 
“I’m a storyteller. 1 add a little, or take 
away.” For Stevie it began in high school. 
“I fell madly in love with thb guy. Then he 
went to Mexico and 1 fell totally apart. I )ust 
sat down and wrote a song. It was terribly 
sad, terribly emotional. It was a bummer, 
but it was a beginning.” 
Rumours and the preceding album, 
Fleetwood Mac, also recorded with the 
current lineup, have an energy and enthu­ 
siasm unmatched in rock. The songs on 
these albums have distingubhed the new 
group not only from their earlier incarna­ 
tions but also from every other band. 
Talking about their phenomenal year, 
Stevie explains, “I think audiences really 
like us as people; 1 think they have a good 
feeling towards us in a human way.” 
Soon Fleetwood Mac again will be criss­ 
crossing the country on tour. We car. only 
guess at the direction the group will take. 
Says Christine: “We never seem to stop 
progressing. 
Once you slot yourself, 
there’s only so far you can go in any one 
tight direction. 1 don’t want to stop ex­ 
perimenting, especially now that we have 
a combination of people who are able to 
do so many things so well.” 
“We can’t really say where we’re going,” 
says Lindsay, “because ideawise, we’re 
always a little ahead erf ourselves, which b 
the best creative situation to be in. ”

You may be 25 and spending 
money on the hospital costs of 
your firstborn, or 45 and making 
payments on your teenager’s col­ 
lege tuition. No matter your age 
or anticipated expenses, today is 
the time to start forming a long- 
range financial plan. Even with 
Social Security and a pension, 
the pleasures of your leisure time 
in retirement could be diminished 
if you haven’t saved any money 
on your own. 
How can you avoid being 
stranded with limited funds at 
retirement? The first and most 
important step is to start saving 
immediately. Almost everyone 
finds it difficult to set money 
aside, so you’ll need to develop a 
regular system. At your request, 
many banks will automatically 
transfer a specified amount from 
a checking to a savings account 
each month. Some companies 
have similar plans and will de­ 
duct money from your paycheck. 
These methods assure regular 
deposits and spare you the temp­ 
tation of spending the money. 
Writing a check to your sav­ 
ings account when you make 
your rent or mortgage payment 
is another alternative. Then you 
can put away more whenever 
you can afford it. You might start 
saving 3 to 6 percent of your 
take-home pay, and you should 
have at least three months’ salary 
in savings for emergencies. 
If you’re working, you’re prob­ 
ably covered by a pension plan, 
right? Wrong. Hans P Ziegler, 
vice president of the Trust Divi­ 
sion 
of 
Manufacturers 
Trust 
Company in New York City, 
notes, “Very few people realize 
that 50 percent of our total work 
force is not covered by a pension 
plan.” You should investigate 
your status by checking with your 
company personnel office. 
If you’re not already covered 
by a pension plan, consider an 
Individual Retirement Account, 
which is available through most 
banks. Workers may set aside up 
to 15 percent of their annual 
salary or $1,500, whichever is 
ess, and that money is exempt 
,, from current taxes. Then, start­ 
ing at age 591/*, you make with­ 
drawals at any rate you wish and 
are taxed only on the amounts 
you withdraw each year. Be sure 
the money deposited will not be 
needed for emergencies. Should 
you need it before you reach 
59l/2, you will be stiffly penalized. 


If you’re self-employed and 
wish to set aside retirement mon­ 
ey, the Keogh Plan is for you. It 
functions like an Individual Re­ 
tirement Account, but the limit is 
higher. Fifteen percent of your 
annual 
income 
or 
$7,500, 
whichever is less, may be set 
aside, and it is tax-deferred. 


What about life insurance? For 
most people it’s an important 
part of long-range planning, but 
there are some points to consider 
before buying. 
Perhaps you won’t need to 
purchase insurance. If you’re 
covered by a company group 
policy, it may be adequate. Do 


you have dependents? If not, 
buying insurance may not be the 
best use of your money. 
If you do need insurance, 
you’ll want to know the differ­ 
ence between term life insurance 
and whole (or ordinary) life. 
Term insurance offers maximum 
protection for minimum cost for 


a limited period of time. Whole 
life or permanent insurance is 
more expensive for the amount 
of protection you receive, but 
people find it attractive for other 
reasons. For instance, as annual 
premiums are paid, the policy 
takes on a cash value, which you 
can borrow against or — near re­ 
tirement — take in cash or as an 
annuity. (An annuity is an ar 
rangement in which the insur 
ance company makes monthly 
payments to you for an agreed- 
upon length of time.) 
Some families buy a combina­ 
tion of whole and term insur­ 
ance. The term insurance pro­ 
vides a large amount of protec­ 
tion against the untimely loss of 
income, while the whole life 
helps prepare for the future. 
You’ll need to evaluate your own 
needs and then find a good in­ 
surance agent to help select the 
best plan for you. 
Suppose you have a savings 
base, your pension plan is fine 
and you have insurance. Should 
you invest? Yes. If you have 
money that won’t be needed for 
emergencies then look into such 
growth investments as stocks, 
mutual funds, real estate and 
business 
ventures. 
Naturally, 
there are other possible growth 
opportunities, 
and 
if 
you’re 
knowledgeable in those areas 
and have the money, they can be 
rewarding investments. 
Whatever your course of ac­ 
tion, if you earn money, start 
making your long-range 
ra g 
financial plans today.

arc high, a man’s earning power is usually 
moderate and the baby’s demands on his 
wife’s energy can be overwhelming. Karen 
may find that satisfaction with her mar­ 
riage drops during this period.

But 
school-age children’s school schedules, 
dancing lessons, Little League, etc. very 
much shape parents’ daily lives. As the 
children become more independent, re­ 
search indicates that Phil’s and Karens 
satisfaction with their marriage will prob­ 
ably take a dramatic upward turn. 
By the time the children are teenagers, 
Phil suddenly realizes time is beginning to 
run out. He doesn’t want to spend his en­ 
tire life in the same predictable routine. He 
again wants excitement. 
Until now, Phil wasn’t worried that he 
didn’t have much money. Now, however, 
to feel happy he needs a dependable in­ 
come and some solid reserve. Otherwise, 
he will fear a difficult retirement. 
When the children are grown and out 
on their own, Phil can relax. He enjoyed 
the excitement he craved during the chil­ 
dren’s adolescence and now is content 
with his life. Though magazines constantly 
run articles about “empty nest” difficulties, 
investigations by sociologists show that the 
modern couple frequently find the period 
after the children have left to be one of the 
happiest stages of their marriage.

mellowed,” says Dr. Harry. “He’s no 
longer after excitement. Yet he enjoys a 
wide range of things: family, friends, job, 
going out, puttering at home, hobbies. 
“For people who move through life ‘on 
schedule,’ who marry around the age 
when most people marry, who have chil­ 
dren at typical ages, who stay fully 
employed, married and healthy, life seems 
to grow happier as they grow older.

Recent research has shown that there 
are different ingredients in a man s life — 
work, marriage, excitement, children, lei 
sure, money — and that to be happy he 
needs varying combinations of them at dif­ 
ferent stages of his life. 
Sociologist Joseph Harry of the Univer­ 
sity of Nebraska has explored the stages 
men go through in depth. Using a cross 
section of typical American men, Dr. 
Harry divided them into six stages: single; 
married, no children; married, preschool 
children; married, school-age children; 
married, 
teenage 
children; 
married, 
children grown. The happiness patterns he 
discovered can be useful to every man 
and to his family. 
Let’s take a typical young, single man. 
We’ll call him Phil and go with him through 
life, noticing what makes him happy and 
unhappy at each stage. As a bachelor, Phil 
is happy if he has a fairly interesting job 
that provides him with a decent amount of 
money that he can use to create an ex­ 
citing, fun-filled life. Since he’s moving 
from job to job, Phil’s friends change with 
some frequency. 
Phil marries Karen and moves into the 
married, no children stage. Now his de­ 
mands on life are more complex. He s still 
interested in his job and in fun and excite­ 
ment, but for him to feel happy he and 
Karen have to agree on leisure activities. 
Phil’s and Karen’s first baby changes 
their priorities. Because of heavy ex­ 
penses, they have some battles over 
money,*and when for a few months Karen 
devotes nearly all her time to the baby, Phil 
is miserable. Eventually they realize that 
even if they have to squeeze the budget 
hard elsewhere, money spent on baby sit­ 
ters is necessary for a balanced life. 
Many experts call this married preschool 
stage the “life-crunch period.” Expenses

1. True. Sociologist Otakar Machotka, 
who sums up his findings in his mono­ 
graph, The Unconscious in Social Re­ 
lations, finds that many people develop an 
amazing use of unconscious perceptions to 
assess another’s sincerity, intentions and so 
on, and that the most frequent clues that 
we unconsciously note are the slight 
movements of the eyes and facial muscles, 
involuntary gestures, short hesitations and 
inflections of the voice. Since the evalua­ 
tion of these clues usually (s done uncon­ 
sciously, we become conscious only of the 
result of the judgment. 
2. True. As Machotka points out, many of 
our relationships with people are based 
largely on our unconscious reactions to 
them, avoidance of certain people, devel­ 
opment of friendliness, hesitation in ac­ 
cepting help or cooperation from some­ 
one, acceptance of the convictions and at­ 
titudes of other people, for example. How 
much unconscious perceptions help in 
dealing with others and In coping with 
various situations depends on the extent to 
which we heed the promptings that result 
from these perceptions. They can play a 
central role in supplying us with a con­ 
tinuous flow of information regarding how 
others feel about us, how they respond to 
us, the effect of the Interplay of moods and 
attitudes, etc. All this plays a considerable 
part in providing smooth contacts with 
people and in working out a compromise 
between their interests and our own 
wishes or values. 
3. True. Studies conducted at the Institute 
of Personality Assessment and Research 
cite findings showing that people widely 
differ in the ease with which they can relax 
mentally to heed the flow of impulses and 
imagery arising from unconscious layers of 
the personality. The research suggests that 
the more creative a person is the more 
adept he is in “shifting mental gears,” 
enabling him to tune in on unconscious as 
well as conscious levels. 
4. True. University of Utah professor of 
psychology Ernst G. Beier points out that 
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simple, everyday behavior when we meet 
others in social situations is full of un­ 
conscious choices that stem from uncon­ 
scious motivations. We commit revealing 
‘errors’ and ‘slips’ for valid reasons that our 
conscious minds refuse to accept. 
The 
slips frequently reveal more about how 
you actually feel than anything you say. 
5. True. People often “give” a problem to 
their unconscious mind before going to 
bed — to “sleep on it” — and wake up in 
the morning with the answer. On the other 
hand, Dr. Paul Thomas Young, professor 
of psychology emeritus at the University of 
Illinois, notes studies showing that “forget­ 
ting appointments, losing objects, slips of 
the tongue, breaking things (including our 
bones) seemingly by accident, awkward 
movements and other phenomena of 
everyday life are motivated by determi­ 
nants of which the subject is not conscious­ 
ly aware.” In their study on Psychological 
Adjustment, Desmond and Carol Cart­ 
wright find that “a large number of non- 
understandable phenomena may be attri­ 
buted to the working out of unconscious 
conflict: the good student who fails exams, 
the probationer who breaks down in the 
last week of an unblemished two-year 
period of probation, the person who al­ 
ways is going to get married, but never 
gets as far as the altar, for instance.” 
6. True. A University of North Carolina 
study cites reports of stock-market experts 
indicating that “fluctuations of the stock 
market and the unpredictable activities of 
those who invest in it are frequently based 
on psychological rather than on economic 
reasons.” A case history is reported of a 
businessman’s consistent unconscious urge 
to lose money in the stock market. Analy­ 
sis revealed a strong unconscious drive to 
appease guilt feelings brought on

Calorie-Counting During Pregnancy

A newborn’s health depends largely on what the 
expectant mother eats. So diet Is one of the most 
important considerations in pregnancy. Producing 
a baby is work, as most women and almost no 
men understand. Carrying a child and nourishing 
it require an extra 300 calories a day in the 
mother’s diet. That’s 75,000 calories during the 
complete pregnancy. But don’t do it all at once. 
Calorie usage should start slowly. Few calories are 
needed during the first three months when the 
growing fetus is small, but during the next six 
months, an expectant mother should take in an 
additional 300 calories a day. 
That’s why doctors weigh mothers-to-be each 
visit. Eating more than 300 extra calories a day 
puts on excessive weight, which is hard to get rid 
of later. Too much weight also can lead to high 
blood pressure, diabetes and problems with deli­ 
very. A big mother will produce a big baby, and al­ 
though large babies usually do well, they are 
somewhat harder to deliver and could suffer from 
the procedure. 
A small baby that comes from an undernourished 
mother is the most likely to have complications 
during the first few hours. Babies from undernour­ 
ished mothers tend to be undernourished, a condi­ 
tion doctors call fetal deprivation. Such infants 
have a higher death rate and, if they live, often 
show signs of nervous-system damage. 
An overweight mother-to-be should not diet 
during pregnancy because dieting increases the 
chances of producing a sick baby. So plan to take 
in only an extra 300 calories a day during the last six 
months of pregnancy, and try to keep the weight 
gain before delivery to 24 pounds. 
Iron is important, too. Most American women 
do not have enough of it stored in their bodies to 
supply both their own needs and the needs of the 
growing baby. The baby will steal from the mother 
as much as it needs, so diet in pregnancy must in­ 
clude enough iron, which is found in eggs, meat 
and all colored fruits and vegetables. Calcium is 
also important. A quart of milk a day will supply 
the amount needed to form babys bones and 
teeth«df also will provide the protein that babys 
growing body requires. To be on the safe side, 
doctors prescribe calcium and iron pills. 
How about vitamins? Doctors prescribe them for 
good measure, but the only vitamin that might be 
missing if the mother eats a normal diet is folic 
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acid. So doctors sometimes give extra folic acid to 
expectant mothers. 
Are there any medicines to avoid during preg­ 
nancy? Surprisingly, despite frequent scare ar­ 
ticles, there is no evidence that any of the common 


medicines harm a developing baby. Aspirin, cough 
syrups, antihistamines, even cortisone drugs and 
allergy injections, are safe. Thalidomide, the drug 
of a decade ago that caused babies to be bom with 
deformed limbs, was a medical rarity. 
Dietary pitfalls in pregnancy are few. So normal 
diet and a few vitamin-mineral pills should prevent 
many problems.

The marketplace is a desert for the ex­ 
manager of a defunct household. She has 
no unemployment benefits or Social Se­ 
curity checks to ease the loss. And few 
employers are lined up to offer her work. 
Currently, there are between three and 
seven million “displaced homemakers” in 
the country — women who suddenly find 
themselves widows or divorcees, often af­ 
ter 20 or more years of marriage. 
Those years of dedication to their fami­ 
lies seem of little use in an already sorely 
overburdened job market. Too often, 
former homemakers are alone, afraid and 
sure the world has no need for them. In 
Los Angeles County, according to an of­ 
ficial of Public Social Services, about a 
third of all persons on general relief are 
displaced homemakers. They have been 
rightly called the “new poor.’ 
Says one such woman: “After being 
married for 28 years and raising four chil­ 
dren, my husband left me for a younger 
woman. I have no income; my ‘ex’ ignores 
the support he has been ordered to pay 
me. If I had minor children, I’d be eligible 
for welfare and legal aid. But 1 don t really 
want charity; I want a job, I ve looked 
everywhere. Nothing.” 
And another: “I’m 55 and a widow. 1 
never had a chance for much formal edu­ 
cation. I got married young, and my hus­ 
band didn’t want me to work. Now I don t 
have any skills outside the house. 
Several bills have been introduced in 
Congress in recent years to help the dis­ 
placed homemaker. The current bill, called 
HR-128, has been endorsed by President 
Carter. It would fund a minimum of 50 
centers across the country. Lori Shields, 
co-coordinator of the Alliance for Dis­ 
placed Homemakers, is hopeful that leg­ 
islation will be passed by January 1978.

Last year, the country’s first center opened 
in Oakland, Calif. 
Besides job-training and placement, 
the California Displaced Homemakers 
Center (DHC), offers many other services, 
including skills assessment, peer-coun­ 
seling, assertiveness-training and work­ 
shops in self-employment, financial plan­ 
ning and coping with divorce and widow­ 
hood. Paid internships are available to 
some of the women while they are in the 
six-month job-training programs. 
The center is managed almost entirely 
by women who, not so long ago, found 
themselves unprepared for sudden sin­ 
glehood and the job market. 
Margaret Miller, DHC office manager, 
had been married for 32 years when her 
husband left her. At 49, she had no for­ 
mal job-training and had not earned a 
paycheck since World War II. “I had 
spent my whole life being a superdaugh­ 
ter, a superwife, a supermother. 
Six 
months of job-hunting turned up only 
one offer — that of a lamp-shade pleater 
at $2.25 an hour. 
The philosophy of the DHC is that wo­ 
men who have run homes, raised families 
and assisted their husbands in their work 
have marketable skills - like budgeting, 
counseling, 
administration, 
community 
work and health care. So Margaret Miller 
was hired. Says Milo Smith, the centers 
executive director (and herself a displaced 
homemaker), “Margaret came in here say­ 
ing she couldn’t do anything, and now she 
is running the show. ” 
But, of course, not everyone can work 
for the center. In a depressed job market, 
where will these women find work? Ac­ 
cording to a DHC publication: New jobs 
can be created if an employer is convinced 
that an added service will make his own 
organization more effective or that the ad­ 
dition of a new job will ultimately save 
money. (WeJ also hope to show some 
displaced homemakers how to be self-em­ 
ployed or establish a new business.” 
DHC also is gearing its training pro­ 
grams to the community’s needs. These 
include paramedical and paralegal assis­ 
tance to the elderly; work with disadvan­ 
taged groups in such areas as nutrition, 
housing and consumer advocacy; and 
fund-raising, bookkeeping and publicity 
services for struggling community groups 
“We cannot always provide jobs for 
every woman who comes to us, 
says 
Milo Smith, “but we do provide hope. 
We see women changing attitudes from 
their initial despair to growing self-confi­ 
dence, changing roles from dependency 
to self-reliance and learning how skills used 
as homemakers can be made marketable.

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Quick Takes 
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The Therapist's Art 


A picture con be worth a thousand wortls 
— at least when it’s one painted by a pa­ 
tient in therapy and is being used by a psy­ 
chiatrist or specially trained art therapist. 
The art work can be used as a diagnostic 
tool to help detect a patient’s problems; as 
In aid to therapy, functioning as a spring­ 
board to discussion in the same way that a 
dream might; and as a means of evaluat­ 
ing the patient’s response to treatment. 
“Art therapy is especially valuable with 
those who have difficulty discussing their 
emotions, and also with children,’’ says Dr. 
Irene Jakab, a prof. of clinical psychiatry at 
the Univ. of Pittsburgh. Dr Jakab, who 
recently organized an exhibition of art from 
11 countries and 5 states for an interna­ 
tional psychiatric convention, says that the 
style, content and colors of the picture are 
all important. “The content shows what is 
on the patient’s mind, while the colors sug­ 
gest the type of feeling and intensity, says 
Dr. Jakab. For instance, strong colors such 
as reds, yellows and oranges, are often used 
by aggressive people, and brown, purples 
and grays are usually used by the de­ 
pressed. The picture above was painted by 
a Finnish woman nearing the end of her 
psychotherapy, and the smiling figure in a 
cheerful setting reflects the patient’s recon­ 
ciliation to her problem. 


Auto Insurance 
Following auto-protection tips can pay off 
in more ways than one — many insurance 
companies give reductions for antitheft de­ 
vices, for example. Check with yours for 
further information, but in the meantime, 
here are some things you can do to pre­ 
vent your car from being stolen. Selection 
fR a good parking spot is particularly im­ 
portant, says Sgt. Edward Lamb, director 
of Boston’s police Crime Prevention Unit. 
Lamb says you should pick a well-lit area 
where there is a considerable amount of 
both motor-vehicle and pedestrian traffic. 
It’s helpful to install different locks for 
doors, ignition and trunk; even if a thief 
gets your door key, he won’t have the igni­ 
tion key.

Women are turning up in the most unex­ 
pected places these days — like coal 
mines. McGraw-Hill’s Coal Age magazine 
reports that there are more than 800 
women coal miners, and the number is 
steadily increasing. “Women want to be 
coal miners for the same reason men do, 
says reporter Anne Swardson — “they can 
make more money.” Starting salary for 
miners is approximately $50 a day, 
enough to keep women at a job most of 
them don’t really like. Who are the women 


going underground? A survey by the 
United Mine Workers says that women 
miners are likely to be either divorcees in 
theiT mid-30’s with children to support or 
young singles who want to make a career 
of mining. Despite some alleged discrimi­ 
nation on the job and opposition from 
friends and relatives, the female miners 
seem to be sticking with the job for the 
long haul, even if, like Sandra Bailey of 
Ky., they have to “shovel twice as fast and 
half as much at a time.”

Using Your Fireplace 


With its warmth and good cheer a fireplace 
can be one of your family s best friends. 
But like any friend, you have to know how 
to treat it properly. Many people get wood 
from places like sawmills and lumber com­ 
panies, but did you ever think of looking in 
dumps and landfills? Sometimes as much 
as 30% of the debris in dumps consists of 
reusable wood fibers. Most wood won’t 
bum if it’s freshly cut, so purchase 
reasonably dry or seasoned wood. Better 
yet, buy wood several months before 
you’ll use it. Softwoods, like pine, spruce 
and fir, catch fire easily and burn rapidly 
with a hot flame, so they’re a good choice 
for a quick-warming fire. If you want a 
long-lasting fire, try hardwoods, such as 
ash, beech, birch, maple and oak. Re­ 
member to make sure the room is well 
ventilated, the damper open and the flue 
unobstructed before lighting the fire as 
poor ventilation will cause the fire to 
smoke. And be sure to place a screen in 
front of your grate to catch sparks. For 
more fireplace tips, take a look at the 
Government booklet Firewood for Your 
Fireplace Send 35C to the Consumer In­ 
formation Center, Dept. 130E, Pueblo, 
Cob.

Wants pact with Russ 
limiting arms sales 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Decrying 
the United States as the world s No. 1 
arms peddler. President Carter says 
he will make proposals to the Soviet 
Union “before long’’ to limit sales of 
conventional weapons 
It was the first time Carter has 
proposed a U.S.-Soviet agreement 
limiting the sale of conventional 
weapons, which he has said is a $20 
billion-a-year business. 
Last May, the President an­ 
nounced a unilateral policy of 
restraining U.S. sales of con­ 
ventional arms, citing “the threat to 
world peace embodied in this spirall­ 
ing arms traffic.” He said arms 
sales should be approved only to 
protect the security of this country 
and that of its allies. 
Carter’s statements came during 
an interview with a group of new­ 


spaper columnists, a transcript of 
which was released by the White 
House on Saturday. Carter has held 
such in terv iew s about tw ice 
monthly. 


During the 45-minute session Fri­ 
day, Carter also repeated earlier 
sta te m e n ts th a t he supports 
degregulation of natural gas but dif­ 
fers with a Senate measure cm how 
soon controls should be removed. 


And the President declared anew 
that “there has not and will not be 
any violation” of U .S. commitments 
to Israel by his administration. 
In disclosing plans to propose a 
limit on conventional arms sales. 
Carter said the United States is “the 
worst violator at this time; the 
Soviets perhaps next; and the 
French, British. Belgians, to some 


degree participate in this excessive 
arms sale.” 
But he acknowledged it would be 
very difficult to find a way to limit 
sales. 


Asked if a joint U.S.-Soviet state­ 
ment on the Mideast issued a month 
ago represents an erosion of 
American support for Israel, Carter 
declared. “I have never violated any 
commitments made to the Israelis, 
either by my administration or by 
the previous administrations ” 
He said he and Israeli Foreign 
Minister Moshe Dayan recently 
reviewed all public and private 
agreem ents between their two 
countries. “There has not been and 
will not be any violation of those 
commitments.” Carter said. 
On his b eleaguered energy 


program, which has been torn apart 
in the Senate. Carter said he does not 
believe he has changed his position 
“that I would work with Congress, as 
has President Ford, for deregu­ 
lation of natural gas... The dif­ 
ference (with Congress) is in the 
rapidity which with natural gas is 
deregulated.” 
Carter said his proposal to raise 
the price from $1.46 to $1 75 per thou­ 
sand cubic feet would be a substan­ 
tial step toward ultimate deregula­ 
tion. 
“But I think it would be quite dis­ 
ruptive and very costly to the 
American people ... to deregulate it 
now," he added 
The House has passed Carter’s 
plan, but the Senate rejected it. 
voting instead to deregulate prices 
after two years.

Surrender after reign of terror 
4 hijack Viet airliner, kill 2 


SINGAPORE (A P) - Four 
hijackers commandeered a Viet­ 
namese airliner and killed two Viet­ 
namese officials Saturday during an 
airborne reign of terror before sur­ 
rendering here and appealing for 
political asylum 


Authorities said the Singapore 
government, which has no formal 
diplomatic ties with Communist 
Vietnam, was considering the 
hijackers request 


Details of the hijacking remained 
sketchy Officials here said the vin­ 
tage DCS plane was on a domestic 
flight with between 36 and 40 persons 
aboard when it was diverted But it 
was not known where or when the 
hijacking occurred 
Authorities provided no iden 
tifications of the hijackers or of the 
two dead Vietnamese. A third 
person, also unidentified, was 
reported seriously hurt during the 
hill« king. 
There was no immediate official 
Vietnamese comment on the hijack 


with one pistol and three knives, 
forced the plane to land in Thailand 
for fuel before flying about 1,000 
miles south to Singapore, at the 
southern tip of the Malay peninsula, 
and putting down at a military air­ 
port, 
Officials said the plane carried a 
crew of two The injured person was 
taken off the plane first, and the 
crew members and surviving pas­ 
sengers disem barked after the 
hijackers surrendered. 
The twm-engine. propeller-driven 
plane was allowed to land at Selatar 
military airport after the pilot 
radioed he was naming out of fuel, a 
spokesman for the Singapore Civil 
Aviation Department said 


Unofficial sources said the plane 
landed first at Utapao, a former U.S. 
Air Force base in Thailand, where it 
was refueled But the hijackers were 
refused asylum there 
In August 1976, I1* years after the 


Communist takeover in Vietnam, a 
former South Vietnamese soldier 
tried unsuccessfully to hijack a 
Frenc h plane at Saigon s Tan Son 
Nhut Airport The official Vietnam 
News Agency said the would-be 
hijacker killed himself with a 
grenade, but there were no reported 
injuries among passengers or crew 


Since the 1975 defeat of the U.S - 
backed Saigon government, thou­ 
sands of Vietnamese have fled their 
homeland, most by boat 
Many of these “ boat cases" have 
had serious problems in finding 
countries to accept them, Most 
Southeast Asian nations have all but 
shut their doors to new refugees 


Even those that do provide haven 
try to move the refugees on as quick­ 
ly a possible Despite these efforts 
boat camps have sprung up from 
Thailand to Japan with refugees 
forced to live aboard the vessels that 
carried them from Vietnam.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - County 
health officials have invoked 
emergency measures to forestall a 
crisis following the closure of three 
psychiatric wards at Metropolitan 
State Hospital in Norwalk, a Los 
Angeles newspaper reported in today's 
editions 
Personnel from the county health 
services department and the public 
guardian’s office are monitoring 
hospital conditions around the clock 
and a pool of county physicians is 
standing by to help out if needed. 
Meanwhile, a county health ser­ 
vices department inspection report 
was delivered citing the hospital for 
staff shortages and violations of 
various state and federal regula 
tiona. 
The inspectors criticized the 
facility for staff deficiencies, 
medication errors and lax chart- 
keeping, and said some patients had 
been found in leather restraints 
locked in rooms without a doctor’s 
order, 
The hospital's administrator. Nick 
Burgeson, said in an interview 
Saturday: “ We are out of com­ 
pliance In some of the areas they 
mention, we were aware It has been 
a topic of heated discussion for a 
matter of time between ourselves 
and the state " 
Burgeson stressed that only admis­ 
sions to the three acute care psy­ 
chiatric wards had been closed, and 
that other admissions to the hospital 
were continuing Saturday. 
Dr Harold Mavrttte, acting deputy 
director of mental health services 
for the county, said Saturday that the 
closure of the wards will have “a 
serious unpact . . . by limiting the 
number of overflow patients we can 
admit to the hospital ”

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60 years after the 
revolution: Soviet 
lags behind the West 


But life is better than it 
was, say Russian citizens 


MOSCOW (AP) — The Soviet Union marks 60 years of 
communism this week secure in its status as a super­ 
power but far from realizing the dreams of the Bolshevik 
revolution. 
Despite — or perhaps because of — its militarv might, 
the U.S.S.R. lags behind the West and even some feast Eu­ 
ropean countries in such critical areas as industry, 
agriculture, science and technology 
in many ways it is a developing country, lacking many 
of the facilities common to smaller industrial nations and 
anxious to obtain Western products and plants. 
On the political side, the Kremlin often uses heavy 
handed tactics to suppress dissent 
But these problems and practices will not be the focus 
of the anniversary observance 
Instead the aging 
leadership in the Kremlin will stress the positive in obser­ 
vances culminating with the traditional parade in Red 
Square Nov. 7 
The Soviets are expected to continue playing down the 
military display in the parade in line with their policy of 
calling for an end to the arms race and a decrease in 
military spending. 
Western diplomats with long Soviet experience 
acknowledge there have been genuine achievements in re­ 
cent years But they often remark on the contrast 
between the reality of Soviet life and the picture drawn by 
the official media 
“ In foreign affairs, the most significant development 
since the 50th anniversary has been the accommodation 
reached with the United States," said one senior envoy, 
referring to detente and the Strategic Arms Limitation 
Treaty. 


* “ At home, living standards have improved slightly 
Life is more open than it was. But you do not have the 
dynamic nation the revolution envisioned. Just the op 
posite It’s immobile, frozen, resistant to any change ” 
The mobs that stormed the Winter Palace in St Peter­ 
sburg — now Leningrad — in 1917 set in motion the 
transformation of a mass of backward peasants into a 
world power roughly equal in military strength to the 
United States 
Soviet President Leonid I. Brezhnev boasted recently 
there was hardly a corner of the globe that was outside 
Soviet interest and influence 
He and his Kremlin 
colleagues believe in the inevitable triumph of com­ 
munism everywhere 
But the schism with China continues, most regimes in 
East Europe remain subservient to the Kremlin simply 
out of fear of open intervention, and the Communist par­ 
ties in Western Europe are demonstrating increasingly 
that Moscow-style Marxism-Leninism is not for them 
The revolution also held out the promise of a classless 
society in which no one would want for the necessities of 
life because the state would own, plan and manage the 
economy The one area where centralized planning seems 
to work is arms production, and then it is at the expense 
of consumer goods 
While the Soviet system shields citizens from the unem­ 
ployment and inflation that plague industrialized nations 
its performance has been less than brilliant when 
measured by official promises to become No, 1 
economically. 


With twice the land area of the United States and 20 per 
cent more people, the Soviet gross national product for 
1976 was $3,300 a person, not quite on the level of Greece 
or Spain, while the U.S. figure was $7,9% I V Soviet 
growth rate is about average compared with other in­ 
dustrialized nations 
The Soviet Union produces more oil, coal, steel and ce­ 
ment than the United States and is second only to South 
Africa in the production of gold Yet little of this wealth 
filters down to the consumer 
In the current five-year plan, $1 per cent of ail invest 
ment has been allocated to agriculture, but by Western 
standards the U S S R remains incapable of ieeding its 
people without resorting to food imports, even in years of 
good harvests. Meat shortages are a particular diffi­ 
culty 
Many Soviet citizens are not interested in such com 
pansons 
They agree with the state-controlled new 
spapers that life is better than it was 60 years ago and 
even 10 years ago 
But they expect conditions to keep improving They 
want better living conditions and a greater supoly of con­ 
sumer goods 
The problem the Kremlin faces is that when it promises 
more, expectations rise When the performance falls 
short of promise, the leaders run the risk of popular dis 
satisfaction 
Some analysts believe such dissatisfaction could lead to 
economic* reforms at a future date, reforms that were 
vaguely discussed in the late 1960s and I960« and then 
shelved 
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Bavarian who lost his way wants to go back to Maine 
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SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - He’s 
finally arrived, but Erwin Kreuz’ 
heart is nowhere near this city by the 
bay. The German tourist wants to go 
back to Bangor, Maine, the city he 
fell in love with by accident. 
Kreuz, a Bavarian brewery worker 
from the community of Adelsried, 
decided to take a charter flight to 
San Francisco after seeing television 
shows about the city. But when his 
plane made a brief stopover in 
Bangor last weekend, he mistakenly 
deplaned, and spent three days 
sightseeing before he realized he 
had stepped out 3,000 miles too soon. 
He became a celebrity in Bangor, 
but a San Francisco newspaper 
decided to put up the money to bring 
him here. 


“He’s gotta catch his plane back 
from here, but he didn’t really want 
to come,” his interpreter, Ralph Cof­ 
fman of Bangor, said Friday. 
“I’d just as soon have stayed in 
Maine.” Kreuz said in German. 
Later, he said, “I want to go back to 
Maine or home.” 
The 50-year-old Kreuz did not ap­ 
pear impressed Friday. 
Coffman said Kreuz’ only com­ 
ment about San Francisco on the trip 
between the airport and the mayor’s 
office was, “There’s no trees,” un­ 
like the heavily forested Maine or 
the wooded hills of Bavaria. 
Asked if he was disappointed he 
would have only three days here, 
Kreuz shrugged and said, “ Buy me a 
ticket home and pay for me to stay in 


a hotel and I’ll stay a few more 
days.” 
During a meeting with Mayor 
George Moscone in Moscone’s 
opulent office, Kreuz wore a red- 
white-and-blue cap with Maine in big 
letters and a map of the state on it. 
He smiled and nodded and said 
“wunderbar” over and dver again as 
Moscone shook his hand, patted him 
on the back, gave him a framed map 
of San Francisco in 1846 and told 
him, “We are very proud you wanted 
so desperately to come to San Fran­ 
cisco.” 
Earlier, when asked if he really 
wanted to meet Moscone, Kreuz 
began talking rapidly in German and 
ticking off cm his fingers the famous 
people he had already met. “He savs 


he’s met them all,” translated Cof­ 
fman. shrugging his shoulders. 
But Kruez faced more adventures 
Saturday night. Kreuz, feted beyond 
his wildest dreams because he got 
off a plane 3,000 miles short of target 
last weekend, was to become an 
honorary Chinese. 
“I’d say the lost son has finally 
come to San Francisco,” Kreuz an­ 
nounced in German as he traveled to 
the domed seat of San Francisco 
goevemment. 


“ Alles okay,” pronounced the 
beaming Kreuz at one point. At his 
hotel, the lavish Hyatt Regency. 
Kruez found two gifts: a cold case of 
beer and two pairs of jeans. The 
beaming brewer celebrated by down­ 
ing a bottle. He said he usually 
drinks eight quarts a day. 


“I don’t drink it. I gulp it down, 
he announced contentedly, speaking 
through an interpreter That night at 
the Grand National Rodeo and Horse 


Show, Kreuz got a hero’s welcome. 
He posed for dozens of pictures, in­ 
cluding one between a pair of 2,000- 
pound Brahma bulls. Kruez kissed 
one of them. 


The German’s full weekend also 
includes an affair Saturday night at a 
Chinese restaurant, where he was to 
be made honorary member of the 
Wong Fam ily Association in a 
special ceremony. He leaves for 
home Sunday.

Border Patrol agents were expected 
to be watching closely today to see if 
the Grand Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan expand their vigil for illegal 
aliens to the Arizona-Mexico border. 
The Klan said its patrol, organized 
by Grand Dragon David Duke of Jef­ 
ferson. La., would expand today 
despite warnings from Atty. Gen. 
Griffin Bell and other federal offi­ 
cials that “activities by vigilante 
groups of any kind will not be 
tolerated.”

“We will be monitoring the situa­ 
tion along the border,” said Herbert 
Walsh, chief agent in the Border 
Patrol’s Tucson sector, which covers 
most of the state. “Should they inter­ 
fere with our operations or break the 
law. then we will act." 
Duke refused to reveal the names 
of Klan members participating ,in 
patrols or the times and places that 
patrols will occur, citing security 
reasons and the oath Klan members 
take not to reveal identities. 
“Some of our people are ranchers 
and businessmen," he said “They re 
concerned about their jobs. They re 
not out there for publicity or 
notoriety."

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But there's jealousy among city employees 
More money for a better worker

As labor costs for city governments continue to soar, 
some are turning to the idea of offering more money in 
city contracts for better worker productivity. 
A relative handful of cities have experimented with the 
idea for at least five years, but now that New York City 
has adopted the practice, productivity is becoming a 
more common bargaining chip for other cities trying to 
hold down labor costs. 
The theory is fine for city governments because it can 
produce faster, if not always better, work from its 
employes, cut down on overtime costs, and pave the way 
for job reductions But in some of the cities it has been 
tried in, it has also created jealousy between workers who 
get productivity bonuses and shorter workdays and those 
who don’t. 
And generally, many union leaders fear that produc­ 
tivity is just a nice word for fewer workers 
For New York, there was practically no choice 
Because of the city’s severe financial bind, unions have 
been forced to accept the idea that any wage or cost of liv­ 
ing increase will have to be funded by productivity sav­ 
ings It is almost certain that any new union contracts 
resulting from negotiations set for January and April next 
year will include many productive features, 
“The unions have accepted It. They feel there is no 
other way out,’ says an official of New York City’s Office 
of Laboi Relations who asked not to be quoted by name. 
Other cities have been trying productivity bargaining, 
although urban experts hesitate to call it a trend. Most 
notable are contracts covering sanitatkmmen in Flint, 
Mich police in Orange, Calif., and water meter workers 
in Philadelphia. 
A 1976 survey by the International City Management 
Association showed that out of 372 cities reporting 36 of 
them, or less than 10 per cent engaged in productivity 
bargaining Among various methods cities say they use to 
get more work for their labor dollars, putting bonuses or 
other sweeteners in labor contracts or otherwise oflering 
to share the fruits of productivity savings with city 
workers remains the least prevalent. 
Sanitationmen in FUnt have had productivity cash in­ 
centives in their contracts for four years and are now in 
the midst of renegotiation 
In 1973, the city’s sanitationmen dem anded some sort of 
compensation for the growing amount of trash they had to 
pick up. But the city had the problem of reducing a grow 
mg burden of overtime costs. The agreement finally 
reached paid workers a productivity bonus of eight cents 
an hour if they cut overtime by 25 per cent In addition, 
workers could go home after six hours if their routes were 
completed 
By 1978, the city was paying out about 1208 a person in 


But this year, the unions, the city government and Flint 
citizens have taken a harder look at the productivity in­ 
centive idea, with no resolution so far On the bargaining 
table are further refinements, notably a “complaint fac­ 
tor.” 
“Citizens were complaining that workers rush through 
their work to go home earlier, says Rita Patton, director 
of labor relations for Flint. Thus the city is trying to 
reduce a worker's bonus by a certain percentage based on 
any citizen complaints about his work 
On the positive side, the city has found it has reduced 
overtime hours from 6.700 in fiscal 1973 to only 45 hours in 
fiscal 1975, according to a study of Flint's program by the 
Urban Institute published last April, 
There has been difficulty in the union ranks. Workers 
covered by the productivity agreements were working 
side by side with those who didn’t have any 
Sanitationmen were allowed to go home early each day, 
while workers who maintained garbage trucks telt re 
scntful 
. . 
The approximately 60 sanitationmen covered by the 
productivity agreement belong to Uical 1600 of the 
American Federation of State, County and Municilai 
Employees - AFSCME - representing approximately 
1.000 Flint employes. The local s president, Jack Johnson, 
said in an interview he opposed productivity agreements 
for other workers he represents because such agree­ 
ments seem to go hand in hand with fewer city jobs. 
While urbanologists haven’t given up on the idea ol con­ 
tract incentives for increased city labor productivity, 
Sam Zigoria, director of the Labor-Management Rela­ 
tions Service of the National League of Cities cites five 
problems cities have found with the idea: 
—City managers are concerned that putting produc 
tivity on the bargaining table robs them of management 
prerogatives. 
. 
—Productivity bargaining gets mixed up with other 
bargaining issues and can lead to costly or unwise trade­ 
offs. 
-Productivity formulas that reward work improve 
ments can self-destruct. In Orange, Calif., for instance, 
police who had agreed to a contract that rewarded lower 
crime rates with bonuses tound that crime rates can only 
be improved so much, 
—Since productivity incentives usually apply to only 
one unit in a given city agency, it can often create envy 
among other workers. 
—Finally, in a time of urban financial stress, many tax­ 
payers resent paying bonuses for work they leel city 
employees should be doing anyway, 
productivity bonuses, and was adding $2,000 to the bonus 
pool for each person it could eliminate from the payroll 
through attrition. And by 1978, workers were allowed to 
go home after only five hours if their routes were com* 
pie ted. 


Two Chino area brothers, killed in 
a fiery collision involving a school 
bus and two trucks in Hundred 
Palms Wednesday, will be buried 
Tuesday in Pomona Cemetery.

Officials said the truck driven by 
the Yamas brothers was following 
the school bus northbound on 


Highway 86 when the bus stopped to 
make a left turn. The Yamas truck 
swerved to avoid hitting the bus 
glancing off the bus and into the 
southbound traffic lanes where it 
struck the other truck. 


The two trucks burst into flame 
killing David Yamas outright along 
with the occupants of the other 
truck. 
They were identified as Calvin 
Birlew, 51 and his wife, Naoma, 42, 
both of Los Banyos. 


Edwin Yamas, who was driving 
the truck, was pulled from the vehi­ 
cle by a passerby and taken to Indio 
Community Hospital where he died 
Thursday morning 
A spokesman for the Riverside 
County Fire Dept, said a plume of 
smoke could be seen from the burn­ 
ing vehicles 20 miles away in Indio. 
The highway was closed for four 
hours after the accident.

STREETWISE TEENS from South Bronx view the horrors of jail 
Street, violent^ crime still pays 
Flow of youths in criminal 
justice system is unabated 


EDITOR'S NOTE — Violent crime is a young man’s 
game and for another decade at least sheer numbers will 
ensure plentiful supply of players. If the teeming prisons 
neither deter nor reform, what other ways are open?

CHICAGO (AP) - While 
bulging prisons struggle to 
contain the tide of law­ 
breakers. street crime, 
violent crime, still pays 
and the flow of youths 
through the crim inal 
justice system continues 
unabated. 
The young gangs that 
terrorize inner city streets 
play the odds, and by the 
time they are caught and 
the later time they are im­ 
prisoned they are com­ 
mitted to a life of preda­ 
tion. 
Serious crime has risen 
in the United States by 70 
per cent in the last 10 
years, while the pop­ 
ulation has grown 7 per 
cent 
* And the gap between 
the amount of crim e 
reported and the amount of 
crim e experienced is 
vast,*’ says Norval Morris, 
dean of the University of 
Chicago law school. 
“ It is authoritatively 
estimated that only half of 
all robberies of individuals 
and household burglaries, 
less than half of all as­ 
saults, rapes and a t ­ 
tempted rapes, and less 
than a third of household 
larcenies are reported." 
Even though crim e 
statistics are considered 
grossly inadequate, there 
is no doubt that most 
serious crimes are com­ 


mitted by relatively young 
people, and criminals are 
getting younger all the 
time. The peak age for 
violence is now 16, and 
there is no decline in the 
15-20 age group until at 
least 1980 
“The pill came late to 
the ghetto,” Morris says. 
“There is no reason to 
expect that the most 
serious forms of youth 
crime — homicide, rape, 
armed robbery and serious 
assault, which are con­ 
centrated in center-city 
poor minority populations 
— will have been reduced 
by 1990.“ 
The e :' 
' consensus is 
that the 
itainty of cap­ 
ture and punishment would 
likely reduce street crime. 
There is no such cer­ 
tainty now, and none in the 
foreseeable future. Street 
youths know it. 
“They’ve gambled the 
o d d s,” says Norman 
Carlson, director of federal 
prisons. “They know very 
well that the odds of ap­ 
prehension are fairly 
small And they know they 
can plea bargain and the 
chances of imprisonment 
are pretty low.” 
In the last seven years, 
more than half the states 
have re f o r m e d th e ir 
criminal law codes or are 
in the process. Congress, 
for the second time in re­ 
cent years, is studying a 
bill which would recodify 
the federal code. Even 


these efforts would not 
produce uniformity. 
Bank robbers average 17- 
year sentences in Georgia 
and xx years in northern 
Illinois. But federal judges 
may sentence bank robbers 
to anything from probation 
to 25 years in prison The 
new federal codification 
would at least modify that. 
“Sentencing maximums 
are inconsistent and 
irrational,” says Sen. 
Edward Kennedy, who 
with Sen. John McClellan, 
is sponsoring the bill. “If 
one robs a federally in­ 
sured bank today, a 25-year 
term of imprisonment is 
possible; but if one robs a 
post office, the maximum 
term is only 10 years.” 
“ Let s face it,” says 
prison director Carlson, 
‘‘we play games. The 
courts give long sentences 
knowing full well that it 
will be written up as 99 
years. But hell, the judge 
knows, the inmate knows, 
the defense counsel knows 
that the guy isn’t going to 
serve 99 years. He’s going 
to serve five, six, seven, 
something like that.” 
The new federal code 
would establish a sentenc­ 
ing commission to set 
guidelines. Sentences 
would be firm, after ap­ 
peal, and the prisoner and 
everyone concerned would 
know how long he would 
stay in prison 
The new federal code 


also would establish four 
f i r m 
m e a s u r e s 
of 
culpability. A crime would 
be judged on whether it 
was intentional, knowing, 
reckless or negligent. The 
code has 80 such levels 
now. 
It would provide stan­ 
dard measures of crime, 
standard sentences, fixed 
punishment. 
Presuming 
breakers of the law are 
also students of its sev­ 
erity, this would soon filter 
down to would-be of­ 
fenders 
It could also serve as a 
model for state codes. 
Morris proposes that 
police deal only with 
crimes such as homicide, 
robbery and arson Civilian 
agents or undercover of­ 
ficers would handle nonvio- 
lent c r im e s such as 
embezzlement, drug traf­ 
ficking and prostitution. 
Criminal law, he says, 
should not be used “ to 
regulate the private moral 
conduct of citizens and to 
coerce them into virtue . .. 
“ We annually set our 
police to arresting four 
million assorted drunks, 
a d d i c t s , 
l o i t e r e r s , 
vagrants, prostitutes and 
gamblers ... We overload 
our c r im in a l j u s tic e 
system to a degree that 
renders it grossly de­ 
fective where we most 
need protection from 
violence and predation ...”

Study of homicides

CHATTANOOGA. Tenn 
(AP) — Southerners tend 
to react more violently 
than other Americans 
when their code of per­ 
sonal honor is challenged, 
says geography of crime 
authority Keith Harries. 
The Oklahoma State 
University professor said 
at a recent crime analysis 
conference here that a mix 
of cultural and economic 
tactors helps explain why 
the South has the highest 
rate of homicides in the 
ciaintry. 
He said there were 12.7 
homicides per 100.000 pop­ 
ulation in the South, 7 6 in 
the Northeast, 8.1 in North- 
Central America, 9 0 in the 
West, and 9.6 for the entire 
country in 1975 
Harries also noted that 
homicide rates for both

said, 
Harries cautioned that 
crime rate data can be 
deceiving. For example, 
annexation of a suburb by a 
city should be taken into 
account when police report 
a dec rease in the rate of 
crimes committed in the 
city, he noted. 
By the same token, the 
media do not always make 
it clear whether they are 
reporting crime rates for 
the incorporated city or the 
Standard Metropolitan

In the {la Hand of North 
Florida when the fog is 
lilting at dawn the pine 
trees are black against the 
skv. 
It is cool and damp, even 
in August sometimes, and 
there is a certain alertness 
to it when you are 15 and 
ca m p in g b e s id e th e 
brackish creeks and the 
salt marshes. 
T hen you h e a r th e 
rcreech of a bluejay or the 
song of a mockingbird. As 
the sun comes up, the trees 
crc still black, but all of a 
sudden the first ray of 
sunlight strikes through 
the mist. The trees that 
were black are now bathed 
in red and yellow. 
The color is life. 


“ We have to get up 
early,” 
the corrections 
commissioner said, cutting 
into the thick steak on his 
plate. “ We’ll have to be 
there from the begin­ 
ning.” 
We were in a restaurant 
in SUrke, Fla., a small 
town which serves as a 
commercial center for that 
farming district but which 
mostly has one industry: 
Raiford Prison. 
“ Well, the one guy ... the 
first one ... he killed a 
cop,” the commissioner 
said, “and the other one 
raped a child. So what do 
you do with these people, 
i've seen men go mad on 
death row; change into 
raging animals, crying out 


... not for m ercy, for 
death.” 
“I don't think it is right,” 
I said. 
“ Instinctively, I 
think it is wrong.” 
I had been to Raiford 
b e fo r e to in te r v ie w 
prisoners and once to cover 
a riot. I had a sense of the 
day-to-day mood of the 
place. The white buildings 
sitting there in open fields 
behind electric fences with 
the August sun beating 
down. 
The warden gathered the 
witnesses together in the 
adm inistration building 
along with the reporters. 
He said everything was 
calm. He led us out into the 
inner compound and down 
a crushed stone path that 
led to the death house, a 
s e p a r a te w h ite , fla t 
building that contained the 
c o n d e m n e d

electric chair. 
The mockingbirds and 
bluejays were acting up 
lighting and chirping in th< 
tre e s off to the le ft 
Otherwise there was n< 
movement.

There were about 3 
chairs lined up for th 
witnesses, all facing th 
electric chair, eight to 1 
feet away.

Halloween came every night In Washington 
Capitol ghosts: phantom figures lurking in shadows of gaslit era 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A gigantic cat prowls stately 
hails. Brick walls yield muffled scraping. Phantom 
footsteps echo. And the ghost of Mr. Twine keeps stamp­ 
ing. stamping, stamping .... 
! Journey back, if you dare chi th is day before Halloween, 


to the .Capitol’s gaslit era. Then, Halloween came every 
night and even between elections members of Congress 
ran scared. 
The Capitol, said an 1890s paper, is “probably the most 
thoroughly haunted building in the world’’ with “ not less 
than 15 well-authenticated ghosts infesting it.” 
And nervelessly it pointed out the Demon Cat, the 
Walled Up Workman, the Solitary Stroller and the ghosts 
of John Quincy Adams and Civil War Gen. John Alexander 
Logan. 
The Demon Cat was a Poesque puss that patrolled the 
corridor near the unused tomb of George Washington. 
Kittensized when first sighted, it swelled into a fierce, 
fire-spitting monster, emitted a horrendous yowl and 
sprang. Luckily, it always missed its terrified intended 
victim, then vanished. The Cat was said to be the last of 
the feline brigade once recruited to battle the Capitol’s 
rat population. 
Statuary Hall is spooky enough at night with its row of 
silent, stone figures of the men who once walked these 
halls as living lawmakers. But crossing the hall was a 
chilling task when John Quincy Adams’ footsteps sounded 
close behind. The ex president died in this hall when it 
was the House chamber, and his restless ghost returned 
for decades 
The Solitary Stroller paced his beat in the basement be­ 
neath the House. Erect, with a great moustache, his 
hands were invariably clasped behind him, said those who 
saw him. Some thought him to be a foreigner in the 
diplomatic service; others, the ghost of Pierre L’Enfant, 
the designer of the capital. His expression was variously 
described as melancholy, serious, and friendly and smil­ 
ing. 
, 
Mr. Twine worked for the Library of Congress, stamp­ 
ing books with a mixture of alcohol and lampblack in an 
office resembling a large iron cage. Twine’s ghost kept 
revisiting his office long after the library moved from the 
Capitol basement. When guards heard rubber meeting 
flyleaf, they knew Twine was back at his old stamping 
ground. 
The Walled-Up Workman was thought to be a laborer

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Old film buff bases career on 'nostalgia' 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) 
— The lights dim, the 
tinkle of a piano begins, the 
c r e d i t s 
f l i c k e r , 
and 
Rudolph Valentino again 
gallops across the desert 
sands. 
For those old enough to 
remember, it is a nostalgic 
return to the early 1900s, 
the golden era of silent 
films. 
For those too young to 
remember how Valentino 
thrilled movie audiences 
with his portrayal of the 
Sheik, or Buster Keaton’s 
antics in “ The General,” it 
is a lesson on movies in 
their infancy. 
Sending the old, the not- 
so-old and the young back 
to these beginnings is how 
Bob Verbeck makes his liv­ 
ing 
Verbeck. a piano and 
organ player for silent- 
screen stars as a teen-ager 
in Neenah, W is., now 
shows old silent film s 
around the country. His 
career has taken him to the 
White House, Carnegie 
Hall and to thousands of 
theaters and campuses. 
Interest in early-day 
m o v i e s 
h a s 
been 
phenomenal in the last 20 
years, he said. He has com- 
petition but says, “ I 
believe myself to be the 


only original, silent-movie 
piano player on the cir­ 
cuit.” 
“ I think the interest — 
nostalgia — shows a con­ 
scious feeling on the part 
of the public that they’re 
missing something — that 
life is not as good, not as 
romantic, not as much fun 
and not as exciting as it 
w as t h e n , ” he said . 
“ Today’s casual social at­ 
titude is not as much fun as 
they first thought. We’ve 
all got to have a dreamland 
in our lives such as 
romance, idealism.” 
Verbeck shows the old 
films at the original speed 
— about one-third slower 
than the speed adopted 
after 1925 for sound pic­ 
tures. This eliminates the 
jerkiness, 
mistakenly 
associated with silent 
movies shown on TV and 
elsewhere, he said 
“ For as long as I can re­ 
member — I must have 
been 8 or 7 years old — I’ve 
been interested in show 
business,” said Verbeck, 
who began to play the 
piano at age 10. 
“ I’ve never had a lesson 
in my life and I can’t read 
music,” he said. 
His break came when a 
piano player at the Neenah 
Theater allowed him to 


play during his lunch 
break. From then on, 
Verbeck said, he played 
often. “ But just when I was 
getting into it, we moved 
and the talkies came in,” 
he added. 
His family moved to 
Columbus, where he at­ 
tended Ohio State Univer­ 
sity, got a m aster’s degree 
and stayed on as a soci­ 
ology professor. But the 
lure of show business drew 
him back and 25 years ago 
he left the university to 
show the old films he had 
collected 
During the early 1900s, 
Verbeck said, about 200,000 
silent films were made in 
this country. He believes 
fewer than 100,000 still ex­ 
ist. 
Initially, “ the old silent 
movies could be picked up 
for a song — $2 or $3 each 
— because they were con­ 
sidered 
worthless, 
a 
storage problem and a fire 
hazard,” Verbeck said. 
B e c a u s e they were 
printed on highly flam ­ 
mable nitrate, which dis- 
integrated quickly, many

sealed behind masonry during construction of the Capitol. 
Passersby could hear the unfortunate fellow’s ghost 
scraping with a trowel to draw attention. But it never got 
so bad that any walls were torn down to free him 
The Spectral Scrubber, a departed janitor, returned 
night after night for unpaid overtime at the expense of the 
flesh-and-blood cleaning force. 
Terrified, the workers listened to phantom water swash 
and watched an invisibly guided mon glide over the floor. 
A fellow worker of Mr. Twines’, the Careless 
Cataloguer, went to his reward with about $6,000 in 
government bonds hidden among books in his subcellar 
den. For years after, he haunted the library’s vaults look­ 
ing vainly for the cache he’d been unable to take with him 
At exactly 12:30 a.m. nightly, the doors of the room oc­ 
cupied by the Senate Committee on Military and Militia 
silently opened Out stepped the form of Civil War genius 
and statesman Gen. John Alexander Logan, recognizable 
by his long black mane, erect carriage and real-life hat. 
Known as a hard worker. lx)gan presumably returned to 
check on his committee’s progress, 
The biggest ghost story was probably that of a guard 
who claimed he witnessed a complete reconvening of the 
1848 session of the House of Representives. However, the 
guard was found to be a part-time student who’d been 
studying that period of American history His account 
was dismissed as a dream 
Another spectral visitor was the ghost of ex-Vice Presi­ 
dent Henry Wilson, who died in the Senate wing in 1875. 
According to reports, his ghost almost frightened to death 
a watchman guarding the coffin of a Tennessee senator 
lying in state in the Senate chamber 
What stopped the parade of ghosts and haunts? Perhaps 
the advent of electric lights and disappearance of 
kerosene lanterns. Perhaps the clatter of new construc­ 
tion drove them into hiding And maybe helping usher 
them out was the closing of the Capitol bar in the 1890s. 
When the spirits stopped flowing, you might say. the 
spirits stopped showing.

One of every eight women in this 
country is a widow. Out of nearly 85 
million females in the U.S. in 1976, 
^.tnore than 10 m illion had buried their 
husbands. 
That figure represents an increase 
of about 400.000 from the 9.600.000 
widows reported by the C ensus 
Bureau in 1970. 
The rise in the number of widows 
is due m ainly to the greater number 
of women who live to older ages, and 
the fact most women outlive their 
spouses, experts say. 
Husbands have the pressures of 
earning a living, and their hearts 
give out sooner, according to the 
Rev 
Don Keepers, associate pas­ 
tor of the Pilgrim Congregational 
Church in Pomona 


M r. Keepers expects the trend to 
change a bit in the future, however, 
because of the advent of women s 
lib. With more women working, they 
are facing more pressures than 
before, he noted. “ So there might be 
more widowers in future years 
Widows, 
however, outnumbered 
widowers by more than 5 to 1 in 11776 
according to the Census Bureau. 
There were less than two m illion 
widowers compared to more than 10 
million widows. 
Rem arriage rates are substantial­ 
ly higher among widowers than 
widows — which is another problem 
facing women without husbands. 
The median age for widows has 
risen to 71.1. which may be one 
reason the widows are not rem arry­ 
ing as often as widowers 
Most 
widows are at least 55 years old, 
Census Bureau statistics show. 


And many of them share the same 
problems, according to Scmnmm; 
who has had a number of widows 
come to him as patients. 
( 


“ One of th e m ost com m on 
problem s is lo n elin ess. ’ said 
Schuman in a recent interview . 
“ Along with loneliness is the feeling 
of 
inadequacy, or worthlessness. 
Some people enjoy solitude, but 
others panic. Those who were depen­ 
dent on their husbands w ill suffer the 
most during widowhood. 


Schuman noted that they resist it. 
“ Thev sav they’re not interested m 
going to bars. They T1 say All men 
want the same thing."’ 
Schum an in d icated h e’s had 
patients whose loneliness is conv 
pounded 
by d e p re s sio n 
and 
withdrawal - and guilt. “ They have 
the 
fe e lin g th ey c °« ld 
prevented the husband’s death. It be 
was sick, they figure they should 
have gotten to the hospital on time. 
If the woman starts dating soon 
after the husband’s death, and she 
has children, they w ill resent it, said 
Schuman. “ The son might be almost 
ready to murder his mother He feels 
she hasn’t been true to his father s 
m em ory." 
And some women can t accept the 
fact their husbands are dead. The 
case of the woman who returned 
from the funeral to “ see ’ her hus­ 
band sitting in the living room is a 
prime example of “ blocking it out. 


M r. Keepers said that m any 
widows seek the church out for com­ 
fort in their time of loneliness. He 
noted that he was worked with many 
younger widows who have children. 


“ They have terrible fright at be­ 
ing left alone with kids. Some had 
never worked before, and now they 
have to find their own way. 


Various other problems of widows 
range from sexual to handling 
children (among younger widows I to 
utter grief and abandonment by 
friends who are m arried , says 
Schuman. 
Widows often are toid to seek out 
other men for companionship, but 


The problem is that many widows 
don’t want to burden friends with 
their sorrows, said Schuman.

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We can learn 
from history 


Years ago, when the Metropolitan Water District 
was formed to bring Colorado River water to 
Southern California the Pomona Valle} passed up 
an opportunity to become part of the district and 
share in the imported water supply. Local citizens 
were of the opinion at that time that there was no 
need locally for additional water supplies. It 
seemed to be a prudent decision at that time. Years 
later many of those same citizens wished they had 
joined the MWD at the start. 
As the valley grew in the post World War II 
period, it became apparent that the need for water 
was outstripping local well water sources. Thus, 
the Pomona Valley Municipal Water District was 
formed and citizens of Pomona Valley voted 
overwhelmingly in 1950 to annex to the MWD. It 
was costly, however, since the newly formed 
Pomona Valley Municipal Water District was 
required to pay into the MWD over a period of years 
whatever amount it would have paid had it joined 
when the MWD was formed. We are still paying for 
it. 
The upcoming PVMWD water bond measure ap­ 
pears to us to be a repetition of history. Present 
facilities for providing imported water for Pomona 
and eight surrounding communities are fast becom­ 
ing inadequate and need to be replaced and in some 
cases expanded to meet future demands 
Pomona Valley Municipal Water District spends 
about $200.000 a year for electric power to pump 
water uphill from its treatment plant in north 
Pomona to supply the needs of water users in Glen­ 
dora, San Dimas, Covina, La Verne, and Clare­ 
mont. This cost is certain to go up dramatically in 
the coming years as the cost of energy increases. 
Naturally, these costs of operation are included in 
the cost to the consumer. By the same token, if 
electric costs can be reduced, savings will also ac­ 
crue to the consumer. 
The Pomona Valley Municipal Water District is 
asking for voter approval on Nov. 8 of a $26 million 
bond issue that in the next few years will provide 
for new water distribution lines, a treatment plant 
and storage facilities that will provide the thou­ 
sands of householders in the valley with a better 
quality of water than they now receive. 
The cost of electric power will be reduced to 
practically nothing because the treatment plant 
proposed w^uld be built above Claremont at an 
elevation where the water can be distributed to the 
various water companies in the valley entirely by 
gravity flow. 
Valley communities have for years pumped 
water from the ground, using Colorado River water 
supplied by the Pomopa Valley Municipal Water 
District to augment local supplies. 
We know, for instance, that the ground supplies 
have been overdrawn, that the quality of water is 
not as good as it used to be, and that dependence on 
imported water will be greater in the future. We 
know, too, that the demand for water — high quality 
water — will increase as the area enters a new 
period of population growth. 
To meet the future needs of this valley, to insure 
that valley residents will get water when they turn 
on the water faucet, we must not delay in the con­ 
struction of new and improved distribution 
facilities. 
We are convinced that the project is a necessity 
and that a postponement, if the ballot measure is 
rejected by the voters, will only mean higher costs 
in the future, and perhaps even the possibility ot 
water rationing down the road. 
Let us not repeat the mistakes of the past 
regarding water development. Let us use that ex­ 
perience to the best advantage of every resident of 
this valley by voting YES on water bonds on Nov. 8. 
Future generations of valley residents will thank us 
for it.

Two types of arbitration 


Dear Editor: 
Two articles recent# appearing in 
the Progress Bulletin are, I believe, 
in need of clarification. One ap­ 
peared on Sept. 27, bylined by Phyllis 
Cannon (Labor Council Will Boycott 
Fund-Raiser for Ayala); the other 
appeared Oct. 4 and quoted Steve 
Edwards, president of the California 
Teachers Association Both related, 
generally, to arbitration. 
There are two types erf arbitration. 
First, if the parties attempting to 
negotiate a contract reach a 
stalem ate and other efforts to 
resolve differences fail, they could 
agree to submit the issues to arbitra­ 
tion and agree to be bound by the 
decision of the arbitrator — this is 
termed “ interest" arbitration. Se­ 
cond. if the parties to negotiations 
consummate an agreement contain­ 
ing a grievance procedure which has 
as the final step of the grievance 
process binding arbitration that is 
termed Tights” arbitration 
SB 164. referred to in Mrs. Can­ 
non's article, related to “ interest 
arbitration. Its purpose was (is) to 
provide a realistic method of settling 
disputes which reach an impasse 
stage in negotiations between public 
agencies and their uniformed ser­ 
vices (police and fire), and in so do­ 
ing, avoid strikes by police and/or 


firemen. Probably few. if any, 
citizens condone strikes by firemen 
and policemen (including firemen 
and policemen), but if they are not to 
strike, some reasonable and viable 
alternative must be found to resolve 
differences in negotiations. 


There are, of course, valid argu­ 
ments on both sides of the issue. This 
association did not take a position of 
SB 164 Current collective bargaining 
law for school employees (both cer­ 
tified and classified) permits a 
binding arbitration clause (“ rights 
arbitration) to be negotiated into a 
contract. I suspect it was this type of 
arbitration to which CTA s Steve 
Edwards referred on Oct. 4. 


No m atter how skillfully a 
negotiated contract is drawn (even 
under the best of circumstances), 
differences do arise in the applica­ 
tion and interpretation of its various 
clauses. (That is why a grievance 
procedure is included in a good con­ 
tract. It provides a system for 
resolving problems which arise from 
the contract). Most problems should 
be and are resolved before the final 
step is reached, meaning arbitration. 
However, if a contract is to have 
validity, there has to be a dis­ 
interested third party (arbitrator) to 
decide differences which exist over 


contract interpretation and applica­ 
tion. 
We are opposed to “ interest 
ar­ 
bitration (a binding decision by a 
third party over disputes that arise 
during negotiations) as relates to 
classified school employees. We 
think there are better methods of 
solution. BUT it may be the only real 
solution re police and fire personnel. 
On the other hand, we believe, 
without reservation, that every 
collective agreement should contain 
a grievance procedure with binding 
arbitration as its final step. 
“ Rights” arbitration tends to 
resolve issues quickly and is far less 
costly (to all concerned) than litiga­ 
tion through the courts system. 
I think Sen. Ruben Ayala’s com­ 
ments referred to “ interest” ar­ 
bitration (re SB 164) and not 
“ rights” arbitration as currently 
authorized (but not mandated) in law 
for school employees. I believe Steve 
Edwards’ comments were, as are 
mine, directed toward principal sup­ 
port of “ rights” arbitration 
Sen. Ayala correctly stated that, 
currently, despite the “ arbitration 
issue, we are supporting him.

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WASHINGTON — Buried in the 
Justice Department's musty files is 
the story of a leak that might have 
prevented the Watergate break in.

Department in 1970 began an in­ 
vestigation of a Washington Star 
story taken from classified docu­ 
ments The story was traced to the 
celebrated leaker, Daniel Ellsberg 
But strangely, the case against him 
was dropped. 
If Ellsberg had been prosecuted, it 
is unlikely he would have leaked the 
Pentagon Papers to the New York 
Times the following year. This was 
the leak that caused Richard Nixon, 
then ensconced in the White House, 
to form his notorious plumbers 
It was the White House plumbers, 
of course, who staged the Watergate 
the

To compound the irony, then- 
Undersecretary of State Elliot 
Richardson was linked to the 1970 
Ellsberg leak Richardson went on to 
become attorney general and then 
dramatically resigned in protest 
against Nixon's handling of the 
Watergate investigation 
Here are the fascinating details 
The Washington Star story reveal 
ing dates and details from classified 
State Department cables, told in 
terms favorable to Richardson how 
he was trying to free a persecuted 


The leak was traced to a trusted 
Richardson aide. Charles M. Cooke 
Jr., who slipped the documents to 
Daniel Ellsberg, who was then work­ 
ing in Richardson’s office. This came 
to the attention erf the Pentagon s 
dogged chief investigator. W Donald 
Stewart, during one of many in­ 
vestigations of us 
‘During the course of a series of 
Jack Anderson leaks in February- 
May, 1971.” Stewart reported in a 
memo, “ I came across Cooke’s 
name . . . I reviewed his State 
Department security file and learned 
that he had been identified as the 
person who allowed Daniel Ellsberg 
of the Rand Corporation to review 
highly classified information 
No disciplinary action had been 
taken against Cooke for the security 
breach Thereafter. Stewart himself 
went to the Justice Department This 
resulted in the criminal investiga­ 
tion

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — Although party 
moderates remain deeply uneasy over the Sept. 30 
vote of the Republican National Committee con­ 
demning the new Panama Canal treaties, GOP 
leaders have wasted no time cashing in on the ac- 


On the strength of the resolution adopted by the 
national committee in New Orleans, Ronald 
Reagan has lent his name and his considerable 
drawing power to a GP fund-raising letter pegged 
to the canal issue. 
The appeal which was mailed Oct. 21 to some 
450 000 potential contributors, represents the 
Republican party’s first attempt to capitalize on 
the anti-treaty sentiment which is proving such a 
gold mine for right-wing groups outside the party 
structure. 
With the aid of direct mail wizard Richard 
Viguerie, a plethora of conservative organizations 
have been raking in hundreds of thousands of 
dollars by playing on the Panama Canal issue. 
Now the Republican National Committee hopes 
to do likewise with the help of Reagan, who virtual­ 
ly created the issue last year during his hard-fought 
primary battle against former President Gerald 


his letter, Reagan is asking for $2 million in 
contributions to ‘‘defeat those Democrats who vote 
time and again to support actions that weaken our 
national security.'’ 
Ironically. GOP Chairman Bill Brock had done 
his best in New Orleans to head off an official party 
denunciation of the Canal treaties. But conser­ 
vatives on the national committee prevailed. 
Both the New Orleans vote and the Reagan letter 
create awkward problems for Ford, who staunchly 
supports the treaties, and for Senate Minority 
leader Howard H. Baker Jr., who will be bucking 
the official party line if he ultimately votes for 
ratification. 
Yet neither man objected to the Reagan fund­ 
raising appeal, apparently believing the GOF s 
need for money outweighed any personal embarras­ 
sment. 
And indeed, the Republicans have been hurting 
financially. As of Oct. 3, the national committee 
had raised only $6.8 million of its targeted $10.5 
million budget for 1977. 
Some of the party’s fund-raising difficulties have 
been caused by the success of independent conser­ 
vative groups, including Reagan’s own Citizens for 
the Republic, in grabbing off donations that might 
otherwise have gone to GOP organizations and can­ 
didates.

.. 
But Reagan is being careful to stay within the 
GOP fold. He is holding off on a Panama Canal 
fund-raising pitch for his own Citizens for t e 
Republic until after the appeal for the Republican 
party is well under way. 
Furthermore, Reagan has steadfastly refused to 
step outside the party structure in order to lead a 
conservative charge on the canal issue, annoying 
some of his erstwhile supporters by his caution. 
The national GOP will be indebted to both Reagan 
and Ford if it winds up reaching its budget target 
this year. A mid-September fund-raising letter 
from Ford, stressing a whole array of “ critical is­ 
sues’’ apart from the Panama Canal, has proven un­ 
expectedly successful 
The Ford appeal, like the Reagan letter, was 
mailed to about 450.000 potential donors and had 
produced over $800,000 in contributions by mid- 
October. an extraordinary return. 
It isn’t easy, considering the tensions ot last 
year’s primary battle, to keep both Ford and 
keagan — arid their respective backers — under the 
same umbrella. 
But with some fancy footwork, Brook may yet 
pull it off — to the financial benefit of the entire 
Republican party.

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Looking past China differences 


EDITOR’S NOTE - A group of Associated Press ex­ 
ecutive« and directors recently toured Chin for 16 days. 
The trip started in Peking, went north to the fariinlandI of 
Inner Mongolia, and then back south through Peking, 
Shanghai and other cities in the south, leading finallyJo 
the exit point in Canton. Following are some i* m* f™*" 
the notebook of one of the travelers, the executive editor 
and vice president of AP.

PEKING (AP) - China 
is different, that s all. In 
every way. And once you 
get that into your con­ 
sciousness, things begin to 
fall into place better and 
you stop wasting your time 
being surprised. 
The differences started 
to appear soon after our 
plane, a four-engine jet 
■ belonging to the Chinese 
| | national airline CAAC, 
|1 took off from Tokyo. 
^ 
A stewardess, dressed in 
the same plain white, open- 
collared shirt and gray 
trousers we would see as a 
virtual Chinese uniform, 


came down the aisle and 
offered packages of candy, 
gum, a cup of tea and a fan 
to each passenger 
Then, our first brush 
with “ rules” : “It is forbid­ 
den to use a cam era, 
binoculars or a radio while 
flying over the territory of 
the People’s Republic of 
China.” 
The announcements all 
started with a crisp “ Pas­ 
sen g ers. ” 
No relax ed 
“ Ladies and Gentlemen 
for this crew 
Toward the end of the 
four-hour flight, three 
minutes before touchdown 
in Peking, Chinese m artial 


music clicked on the air­ 
plane sound system. We hit 
the runway in Peking with 
a song about Chairm an 
Mao in our ears and his 
portrait looking down from 
the terminal wall. 
Even the cabin crew s 
send-off would be different. 
“ Goodbye, everybody, and 
may you all be successful 
in life and work,” one of 
the attendants said. 
Street Scene 
Still not adjusted to the 
12-hour tim e difference 
from home in New York, 
we wake up at 5 a.m. and 
look out on the main street 
outside the Peking Hotel, 
where foreign visitors are 
regularly lodged. 
Already the bicycles are 
starting. Soon the trickle 
becomes a flood as Chinese 
ride their black bicycles to 
work 20 or so abreast in a 
stream that continues for 
hours. 
Because the bicycle is 


THE means of street tran­ 
sportation, the infrequent 
auto is the interloper As a 
som etim e bike rider at 
hom e, I ’m a m inority 
against the motorized mas­ 
ses. Here, in our compact 
government-owned sedans, 
it’s the bikers who hold 
sway. 
During the 16 days, we 
stayed in six hotels. In only 
one — the Peking — did we 
have a room key. And 
there, when we went out, 
we ju st hung it on a 
numbered hook on a rack 
at the elevator. 
We left money, cam eras 
and other valuables in the 
rooms. Nothing was ever 
taken. 
Before the trip, we had 
been told not to worry 
about figuring out the cost 
of our purchases in yuan, 
the local currency. Just 
hold out your cash in your 
(Continued on Pg.

“Warmly celebrate the 
11th Party Congress” said 
a red-on-yellow streamer in 
the composing room at 
People s Daily in Peking. 
“ U n i t e a r o u n d the 
central committee under 
Chairman Hua” said a ban­ 
ner in a woolen mill in In­ 
ner Mongolia. 
The other type is a work 


perform ance chart that 
hails those workers who 
exceed their quotas and 
outproduce the rest of the 
work force. 
The composing room at 
the newspaper in Peking 
was adorned with a cita­ 
tion for the “ third shift of 
the workshop in this ad­ 
vanced collective, given by 
the revolutionary commit­ 
tee of this press organiza­ 
tion for making 135 per 
cent of its typesetting 
quotas.” 
Waste Not 
N o t h i n g is w a s t e d . 
Lighting is m inim al in 
m ost p laces. 
Interior 
hallways in factories and 
offices were often unlit. If 
something were left on the 
floor you would trip over it. 
The Chinese solve this by 
leaving nothing on the 
hallway floors. 
Land use shows the same 
distaste for waste. 
In the countryside and 
even on the outskirts of 
cities, every usable scrap 
of land is being used for 
agriculture of some sort. 
Animals are grazed on a 
narrow strip just a few feet 


wide between the road and 
a rice paddy. 


At Mao’s birthplace in 
Shaoshan, there is a patch 
of land a few hundred feet 
wide between his family 
home and a neighbor's 
house. The patch is plant­ 
ed with rice, and visitors to 
the national landmark 
walk along a narrow path 
at the edge.

EDITOR’S NOTE — For the national labor movement, 
organizing the southern textile industry long has been a 
major objective. The battle is centered on Roanoke 
Rapids and the J.P. Stevens Co. But for the workers 
caught in the dispute, the issues are less sweeping and 
more immediate, and the rift runs deep. 


ROANOKE RAPIDS, 
N.C. (AP) - Billy Bird­ 
song joined the union 
because he didn't like the 
way the boss man was 
treating young Danny 
Cook. “I figured it could be 
me next,” he says. 
Wilson Lambert doesn’t 
like the union and wants it 
kickod out of the mills, 
where he’s worked for 35 
years.

Italian birds 
are getting 
'itchy feet' 
MILAN, Italy (AP) - 
City officials think they 
may have found a formula 
for ridding the artistic 
downtown area of pigeons. 
After experiments with 
contraceptives, bans on 
tourists’ feeding the birds, 
and attempts to capture 
and 
t r a n s f e r 
th em 
elsewhere, the experts 
have come up with a 
chemical that gives the 
pigeons itchy feet. A re­ 
cent test of the British- 


made product “ Scare­ 
crow” on the cornices and 
eaves of Milan’s Merchant 
Palace forced the pigeons 
to fly to other roosts in the 
city. 
Municipal experts said a 
battle has been won, but 
several months more will 
be needed to extend the 
chemical campaign to 
other sections and prove 
its effectiveness. Even 
then, they say, other con­ 
trol methods will have to 
be combined with the itchy 
feet. 
The Merchant Palace is 
an artistic building a few 
yards from the Gothic 
Cathedral Square. It and 


other monuments and 
buildings in the city have 
been subject to corrosion 
from the droppings of the 
pigeons. 
The number of pigeons in 
Milan is estimated at 
300,000 to 400,000, or one 
for every four inhabitants, 
a level termed intolerable 
by city officials both for 
the monuments and for the 
health of the people. 
Professor Giorgio Per- 
sia n i, 
head 
of 
the 
municipal veterinarian of­ 
fice, said short-term ef­ 
fects of “ Scarecrow” 
proved good. 
“ Pigeons kept away 
from the Merchant Palace 


after the experiment with 
‘Scarecrow.’ If it also 
works in the longer term, 
we would extend painting 
the chemicals to all 
municipal buildings and ar­ 
tistic monuments,” he 
said. 
He said a German-made 
contraceptive for birds, to 
be given once a year, and 
massive capture of birds 
and their transfer to dis­ 
tant art«*», would be com­ 
pulsory and parallel 
choices. 
“The German product is 
especially good for reduc­ 
ing the number of the city 
pigeons as it can be given 
once a year, while previous 


co n tracep tiv es were 
needed every month, mix­ 
ed with seed,” the profes­ 
sor explained. 
As far as transfer of 
pigeons was concerned, the 
professor recalled that 
authorities of a natural 
park south of Rome had an­ 
nounced its availability for 
housing pigeons expelled 
from the cities. 
The pigeon problem is 
not in fact limited to 
Milan, but also involves the 
municipalities of Venice 
and Siena where pigeons 
are a major attraction for 
tourists and at the same 
time a major threat to the 
monuments.

facturing workers in the 
United States. 
There is a continuing dis­ 
pute over the worth of the 
Stevens pensions. After the 
pension plan was revised, 
some recently retired 
workers get $20 a month — 
$2 for each of the last 10 
years they worked. Those 
still working get that 
money plus $4 a month for 
each additional year they 
work. 
Most also got cash settle­ 
ments from the Simmons 
pension fund, as much as 
$12,000 for some, but that 
was 20 years ago and a lot 
of that money is gone now. 
Stevens has a profit- 
sharing plan, but union 
leaders claim it has been 
eaten up by inflation and 
bad investments.

Things are going better for 
the shareholders of Coca- 
Cola Bottling Company of 
Los Angeles — the value of 
their stock has shot up 
more than 60 per cent in 
two weeks. 
L.A. Coke is a solidly 
profitable company but it 
hasn’t discovered oil under 
a bottling plant. Instead, ' 
its shareholders are the 
beneficiaries of a wave of 
tender offers currently 
enlivening a depressed 
stock market. 
Tender offers, in which 
one company offers to buy 
out the shareholders of 
another, are an esoteric 
area of corporate finance 
involving millions of dol­ 
lars and hard-fought court 
battles. Although the ac­ 
tion ta k e s p la c e in 
brokerage houses and 
• boardrooms, tenders can 
provide a sudden windfall 
for iovektors, as in the case 
/ tf r Coca-Cola. 
L.A. Coke stock, which 
was trading in the low 20s 
two weeks ago, jumped to 
$30 a share last week after 
MCA, Inc. announced a 
tender offer at that price 
Oct. 7. L.A. C o k e’s 
management contested the 
e n t e r t a i n m e n t 
c o n ­ 
glomerate’s takeover bid 
in court, but later said they 
were in favor of an offer by 
Northwest Industries at 
$40 a share. 
Because of the short­ 
lived bidding war, an in­ 
vestor who bought L.A. 
Coke stock only two weeks 
ago has seen it soar from 
$24 or $25 a share to its 
current level of $40, a hefty 
— and rare — profit. 
“Mergers and acquisi­ 
tions are the only thing go­ 
ing on in the stock market 
these days,” says Ron Fox, 
a broker with Drexei 
Burnham Lambert here. 
“As the prices of these 
securities are coming 
down, the asset value of 
the corporations are 
becoming more realistic 
and therefore they are 
more prone to takeover 
bids.” 
As measured by the Dow 
Jones Indstrial Average, 
the stock market is droop­ 
ing along at a two-year 
low. In the last 10 months, 
the 30-stock average has 
tumbled from about 1,000 
to the low 800s. Some 
stocks swim against the 
tide but most don’t, and 
their low prices have made 
companies attractive to 
other corporate buyers. 
W.T. Grimm, a Chicago 
consulting firm, says there 
were 20 m erg e rs or 
acquisitions involving $)00 
million or more in the first 
half of the year, compared

ticipated in numerous 


takeover battles. “ In a 
tender situation, the man­ 
agement of the target com­ 
pany is generally unfriend­ 
ly and would not agree to a 
negotiated acquisition " 
L.A. Coke’s management 
was definitely unfriendly. 
The company urged its 
shareholders to reject 
MCA’s offer as inadequate 
and accused the e n ­ 
te rtain m e n t firm of 
violating securities laws in 
connection with the tender. 
Meanwhile, L.A. Coke was 
looking for what Rifkind 
calls “the white knight.” 
“Many target companies 


escape the clutches of 
tenderer by being acquired 
by a third company,” he 
say». ‘‘The point going for 
the third-party tenderer, 
which we usually refer to 
as ‘the white knight,’ is 
that management of the 
t a r g e t 
com pany 
is 
cooperative and friendly.’’ 
L.A. Coke found its white 
knight in Northwest In­ 
dustries, a Chicago firm 
whose consumer products 
group accounted for 40 per 
cent of its $1.6 billion in 
1976 sales. Northwest, 
which has interests in 
steel, chemicals and 


v ario u s 
c o n su m er 
products, topped MCA’s 
bid with an offer of $40 a 
share. 
Those who bought stock 
in L.A. Coke before the 
original tender offer 
weren’t the only ones to 
benefit from the bidding 
contest. In the week 
between the MCA and 
Northwest offers, more 
than 25 per cent of L.A. 
Coke’s 4.3 million out­ 
standing shares changed 
hands, with most of the 
buying coming from arbi­ 
trators, highly sophisti­ 
cated stock traders whose 


profits come from guess­ 
ing right on tenders. 
“ B a sica lly ,”

Rifkind, “the arbitrager is 
an investor, usually an in­ 
vestment banker, who is 
willing to buy the stock of 
the target company in 
large quantities in the hope 
that the tender offer will 
be successful or that a 
white knight will come 
along and make a topping 
offer.” 
A r b i tr a g e r s , 
says 
Rifkind, “buy many thou­ 
sands 
of 
s h a re s , 
sometimes hundreds of 
thousands, and can afford 


to buy at just a little under 
the tender price and make 
a small profit on each 
share but a large profit 
overall because they own 
so many shares.” 
Such traders are “the 
catalyst which makes the 
normal tender offer suc­ 
cessful,” says Rifkind, 
because they can be 
counted on to sell to the 
h ig h est b id d er. A r­ 
bitragers “are always un­ 
sentimental about the 
stocks they own,” he notes, 
and have no interest in the 
company except few* die 
price of its stock.

The Chronicle’s latest is­ 
sue, emblazoned “ 10th 
Year of Publication,’’ 
began to be slipped hand- 
to-hand among readers 
just a few weeks ago. It 
totals 115 pages of closely 
typed onionskin paper, 
designed to be recopied by 
r e a d e r s for f u r t h e r 
clandestine 
distribution 
around the country. 
Each issue is bound in 
plain white paper to appear 


as inconspicous as possi­ 
ble. 
‘‘Just a few copies of the 
journal are made original­ 
ly and then the Chronicle 
relies on readers to spread 
it further,’’ says one Soviet 
dissident familiar with the 
journal’s distribution. 
“For that reason, no one 
knows just how many 
copies are finally made of 
each issue. But it certainly 
is many hundreds.” 
The latest issue of the 
Chronicle, like most 
others, contains news of 
dissident activities and 
alleged Soviet government 


misdeeds from scores of 
Soviet cities, villages and 
labor camps. 
Items include stories 
about a Lithuanian ppest 
who was blocked by of­ 
ficials from publicizing a 
forthcoming Mass; the 
cousin of a Ukrainian dissi­ 
dent allegedly taken off a 
train by police and in­ 
terro g a te d about his 
relative’s dissident ac­ 
tivity; a young man in the 
Crimea whose efforts to 
leave the Soviet Union are 
being blocked; and the 
punishment of dissident 
prisoners who conducted a 


hunger strike in Mordovia. 
Each report is in the dry, 
terse style traditional of 
the Chronicle, without 
editorial comment. Some 
reports are lengthy an 
legalistic. Even small 
errors in the Chronicle’s 
reporting arc painstaking­ 
ly corrected in subsequent 
issues. 
The Chronicle uses an 
extensive network of 
volunteer correspondents, 
who are warned by the 
journal itself not to try to 
find out too much about the 
publication they are 
reporting to. 


“Tell (your news) to the 
person from whom you 
received the Chronicle,” 
the journal instructed in 
one issue. “He will pass it 
on to the one from whom 
he received it, etc. Only do 
not try to pass through this 
whole chain directly 
yourself, so as not to 
become a s u s p e c te d 
(police) informer.” 
The Chronicle first ap­ 
peared April 30, 1968, and 
now comes out about five 
times a year. 
Dissidents accused of in­ 
volvement in its publica­ 
tion or distribution have in­ 


cluded poet Natalya Gor- 
banevskay, sent to a men­ 
tal hospital shortly after 
the first issue came out; 
Vladimir Nekipelov and 
Sergei Peragov, sentenced 
to two and three years’ im­ 
prisonment respectively in 
1974; and Sergei Kovalev, 
sentenced to seven years’ 
imprisonment in 1975. 
Dissident sources say 
KGB security police in­ 
terrogators are continuing 
their effotts to destroy the 
journal dpd have even 
asked dissidents they ques­ 
tion to bring fchem the lat­ 
est issues. But tle police 


pressure stopped publica­ 
tion only once, for 18 
months in 1973-74, despite a 
reported Communist party 
decision at the end of 1971 
to bend every effort to 
stamp out the Chronicle.

Exhibit of 
Peruvian 
gold major 
art event 


NEW YORK (AP) - 
“ P e r u ’s Golden T rea­ 
sures” is an exhibition 
of great riches — with 
the fabulous metal’s face 
value only one among its 
precious qualities. 
The exhibition was 
designed by the American 
M useum of N a t u r a l 
History here, where it will 
be until the end of the year. 
Then it will be shown in 
Chicago, San Francisco 
and Detroit. 
The show is a major art 
event — 225 of the finest 
examples of ancient Peru­ 
vian gold from the famous 
Museo Oro del Peru, in 
Lima, the largest display 
of Peruvian gold ever seen 
in this country. 
M M 


But, says Dr. Craig 
Morris, assistant curator 
fo r South A m e r ic a n 
archeology at the Museum, 
the goal erf the exhibition is 
“to give the best and most 
accurate picture of early 
Peruvian cultures, above 
and 
bey o n d 
s im p ly 
presenting their creations 
as great works of art.” 
The wonders it encom­ 
passes range from a gold 
spider you could hide in the 
palm of your hand to a 
showy poncho made of 
about 13,000 airy little gold 
plaques sewn together. 
There are designs showing 
fierce warriors or playful 
animals, as well as those 
b ase d on g e o m e t r i c 
abstractions. There are 


elegantly simple shawl 
pins, and th e r e are 
elaborate royal crowns. 
Ironically, most of these 
items were made not to be 
used but to be buried, as 
funerary objects, yet they 
still say much about every­ 
day life, about the customs 
and habits of the people of 
those little-known cul­ 
tures. up to 2,000 years 
ago. 
For example, beautiful, 
crescent-shaped tweezers, 
some decorative enough to 
have been worn as pen­ 
dants, indicate the method 
of “shaving” used by this 
lightly-haired people. A ce­ 
ramic included in the New 
York installation depicts a 
man using his tweezers to 


pluck hair from his chin 
and holding a polished 
stone mirror — there’s one 
in the same case. 
These exhibits have 
special meaning in other 
ways. They are extremely 
rare, a tiny sampling in ex­ 
istence today that can only 
hint at treasures that are 
lost forever. For when the 
Spanish conquistadors 
arrived in 1532 they took all 
the gold, primarily Inca, 
they cpuld lay their hands 
on and melted it down for 
ea sie r shipment out, 
without regard for its 
beauty, craftsmanship or 
any value other than as 
wealth. 
Most of the gold in the 
show is from pre-Inca 


tim es, gold which was 
overlooked because it was 
buried in tombs around the 
country. The Spanish rifled 
tombs, too, but they didn’t 
find all the gold. 
Another irony: although 
th e S p a n is h so p r e ­ 
dominantly valued the 
gold in terms of money, the 
ancient Peruvians never 
made gold into money at 
all. They didn’t use money, 
in fact, probably exchang­ 
ing work for goods. 
Gold to them was a sym­ 
bol of power, of the sun god 
they worshipped, a sub­ 
stance of light and beauty, 
easy to work. Some of their 
gold objects were painted 
over, or covered with 
feathers, jewels or other 


metals: the fact that 
objects were gold gave 
them an instrinsic signifi­ 
cance and the gold itself 
didn't always have to 
show. 


Physically, the exhibi­ 
tion doesn’t cover much 
ground. It's compact and 
easy to get around. Objects 
are simply and spaciously 
shown on backgrounds 
color-keyed to the four 
main pre-Inca periods, 
covering a span of 2,000 
years. While the show is in 
New York it includes some 
rare items from the Mu­ 
seum of Natural History’s 
collections •— ceramics, 
priceless embroideries and 
other contemporary items.

Master 
baker's 
life is 
'bread' 
PARIS (AP) - In a 
country where everyone 
eats his own weight In 
bread yearly. Bernard 
Ganactiaud is in a very 
’ 
tough position. He’s a 
master baker, a French ar­ 
tist in dough fighting an up­ 
hill battle against the 
Philistines of mass produc­ 
tion. 
“ Bread is life itself.” he 
said in an interview in his 
oak-beamed bakery in 
northeast Paris the other 
day. “It represents all the 
trials of my youth, all the 
suffering it took to learn 
the profession.” 
Ganachaud. who began 
baking at his father's side 
39 years ago at the age of 8. 
added, “You have to have a 
love both of bread and the 
craft of making it. not just 
a 
love 
of 
m o n e y . 
Otherwise, you should be in 
a factory turning out bread 
by mass production. 
“ An artisan, a true 
c r a f t s m a n , m u s t be 
available permanently to 
show his apprentices by his 
own example what must be 
done. He can’t accept the 
least imperfection in mak­ 
ing bread. It would be a 
catastrophe.” 
There are 112.000 bakers 
in France; 42,000 of them 
are certified makers and 
most have their own shops 
There are also about 100 
big industrial bakeries in 
France, and their oper­ 
ations are expanding con­ 
stantly. 
Ganachaud said the 
q u a l i t y of b r e a d is 
threatened by the giant 
bakeries and supermarkets 
that stock their packaged 
loaves, but that the small 
shopkeeper must survive 
because only he can cater 
to the trice-daily French 
need for “ warm, blond 
and crusty bread.” 
Ganachuad led a visitor 
to a tray of steaming crois­ 
sants, picked up one of the 
golden brown, crescent- 
shaped rolls and pulled it 
slowly in two. “ Look how 
flaky and airy it is,” he 
said. “ If a customer eats “ 
one of these, a second isn’t 
necessary. How can fac­ 
tories compete with this? 
“ They can’t, mainly 
because of distribution 
p r o b l e m s , ” he said, 
answering his own ques­ 
tion. “ Their trucks get 
bogged down in traffic and 
can t deliver morning, 
noon and night when the 
French want their bread, 
and want it hot and fresh. 
They also can’t provide the 
variety of tastes an artisan 
can." 
“If bread is made from 
wholesome, natural in­ 
g r e d i e n t s 
and 
well 
prepared it’s good for your 
health,” Ganachaud re­ 
marked as he passed his 
medieval-style, wood-fired 
stone ovens that bake at a 
slow, gentle heat in full 
view of customers. “A big 
problem is that many doc­ 
tors advise against eating 
bread They denigrate it. 
“ Another problem it 
recruiting qualified help 
It's getting harder and 
harder to find good bakers 
Nowadays th e re ’s too 
much emphasis on the in­ 
tellectual side of baking, 
the theory of it, rather than 
the practical side, the 
technique itself.” 
Ganachaud said he and 
his helpers prepare their 
dough in the evening using 
only natural leavening, put 
it in refrigerators to retard 
the fermentation process, 
fire their furnaces with oak 
or pine, and bake in the 
morning. 
“ We do nothing to hasten 
fermentation process,” 
Ganachaud said of the 30 
types of bread he makes 
“Some of the industrial 
bakeries speed it up to 
three hours. Here it’s six 
hours Everything is slow 
and natural and our bread 
tastes better and lasts 
longer.” 
Ganachaud gained his 
master’s title at the age of 
20 in Brittany, where his 
father Jean had a bakery 
He originally wanted to he 
a lawyer but baker’s hours 
made study impossible. At 
the age ot 25, with his bride 
Joeette, he opened a shop 
in Tours. 
Five years later he had 
saved enough to buy a 
bakery in the French 
capital, and in the next 17 
years he bought surround­ 
ing property, tripling the 
size of the original es­ 
tablishment 
He also gained the rare 
distinction of becoming a 
Chevalier of the Order of 
Good Bread.

Old forge is 
coming back 
WASHINGTON (AP) 
There’s renewed interest 
jn the old c r a f t of 
blacksmithing,

himself with his work, in a 
house filled with pictures 
and books of the birds he 
has spent half a century 
studying, writing about and 
photographing. 
The former director of 
Cornell University’s or­ 
nithology laboratory and 
w ildlife film m aker for 
Walt Disney is the noted 
author of books that have 
helped 
s t u d e n t s and 
amateur bird watchers for 
years. 
Pettingill, who is 69, has 
a comfortable, Victorian- 
era house by the water in 
this lakeside community. 
Outside, there is little indi­ 
cation of his life-long de­ 
votion to birds. But inside, 
the walls, floors and furni­ 
ture are covered with 
pa i nt i ng s 
and 
s m a l l 
wooden and procelain 
sculptures of birds. Ea­ 
gles grace a rug, an owl 
mobile hangs in the kit­ 
chen and ducks are im­ 
printed on light switches 
and lampshades. 
He laughs telling visitors 


how as youngsters, his two 
daughters complained they 
were tired of seeing only 
birds throughout the house, 
and asked their parents to 
consider another deco­ 
rating scheme. 
The walls of his study 
are covered with hundreds 
of bird guides and text­ 
books. 
Pettingill, called Sewall 
by friends, recently com­ 
pleted a revision of his pop­ 
ular Guide to Bird Finding 
East of the Mississippi, 
first published in 1951, and 
is rew riting his sim ilar 
Western handbook. 
The books tell bird 
watchers the best spots to 
find certain species. 
“ When I wrote those 
books, I had no idea that in 
25 years 1 would be doing it 
all over. There have been 
appalling changes in bird 
life and the environment. 
Many fine areas for birds 
are gone,” he said. 
After learning that 
prime sites named in his 
earlier books have become 


highways and shopping 
centers. Pettingill’s new 
books w ill focus more on 
sanctuaries and public 
areas that he hopes w ill re­ 
main untouched for some 
time. 
His film s of penguins 
attracted the attention of 
Walt Disney, then starting 
his True Life Adventure 
series. He called on Pet­ 
tingill for a film on pen­ 
guins and later for several 
other w ildlife film s. 
Pettin g ill 
made the 
penguin movie on the 
Falkland Islands, 300 m iles 
off the southern tip of 
South Am erica. He has 
made several trips to the 
F a l k l a n d s 
sance 
to 


photograph the penguin 
His wife, Eleanor Rice 
Pettingill, who died earlier 
this year, described a 
Falkland visit in her book, 
“ A Penguin Summer.” She 
was her husband’s compa­ 
nion and helper through­ 
out his career. 
Although he claim s no 
favorite bird, Pettin g ill 
likes seabirds, the penguin, 
puffin and albatross, and 
birds of the prairie, es­ 
pecially the American 
woodcock. “ Seabirds stir 
my excitem ent,” he said. 
He keeps no live birds at 
his house, but has boxes for 
tree swallows and several 
feeders at his nearby sum­ 
mer house. He said he likes 


watching birds feed by his 
window w hile he has 
breakfast or lunch. 
“ Birds are very useful in 
a number of ways,” he 
said. “ They are monitors 
of the environment. They 
are with us where ever we 
go, except for the far 
reaches oi the artic, and 
sometimes, the midocean.

TOKYO (AP) - Japan 
may be known for its com­ 
pact cars, but there is one 
field here where big 
A m erican 
ve h icle s 
dominate. This is the 
reikyusha, or ‘‘soul 
forever” car used as a 
hearse and complete with a 
built-in, 
Buddhist-style 
temple to hold the casket. 
“ Engine output, size and 
dignity make us use the 
full-size American cars,” 
said Kiyoshi Yoshikura, 
director in charge of vehi­ 
cles for one company in 
Tokyo, in an interview. 
“ Japanese cars are too 
small to carry caskets as 
long as 7 feet, 
he said, 
“ and the temple itself 
weighs at least 1,100 
pounds. 
American cars 
with their bigger space are 
much easier to operate. 
Yoshikura s company 
owns 12 American funeral 
coaches. Mechanics cut 
away the rear section of the 
body to install the heavy, 
decorated temple struc­ 
ture. Each temple is made 
ol select Japanese Cyprus 
wood, its walls and ceilings 
covered with silken cloth. 
The floor is of tatami, the 
traditional Japanese straw 
m atting. Each costs 
$27.000 to $34.500. 
The reikyu-sha leads the 
tuneral procession to the 
site of the service, to the 
crematory, the cemetery 
and then back to the home 
of the deceased Each of 
Yoshikura’s 12 American 
cars is used an average of 
47 times a* month. The trip 
usually covers about 16 
miles and costs 18,000 yen 
(about $68 ) 
It is “ a very modest 
tare, set by government 
regulations.” 
Yoshikura 
said. 
Driving the soul forever 
car is a difficult task in 
Japanese traffic and on 
narrow Japanese streets. 
“ You have to be very 
careful not to make a sharp 
turn, which happens 
frequently in Tokyo,” 
Yoshikura, the son of an 
undertaker, said. “ The car 
is top heavy and may cap­ 
size if banked more than 49 
degrees." 
The first motorized 
reikyusha in Japan ap­ 
peared in 1923 when a 
Tokyo undertaker con­ 
verted a Model-T Ford into 
a funeral vehicle complete 
with Buddhist temple, 
Yoshikura said. 
Before 
that the temple cart was 
pulled by animals, usually 
cows. And before that the 
pot-shuped caskets then in 
use were placed in a 
temple-like structure car 
ried on human shoulders

Mystery 
of Lady 
Lindy. .

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
The mystery of the Lady 
Lindy has jogged back into 
American thoughts this 
year with historians recall­ 
ing the disappearance 40 
years ago of Amelia 
Earhart. 
Hundreds of thousands of 
people have viewed a 


summerlong exhibition of 
Earhart memorabilia at 
the National Air and Space 
Museum. 
M illions watched a 
three-hour special on her 
life and loss last fall. 
And still no one really 
knows what happened over 
the bleak Pacific Ocean 
that night in 1937 when the 
pioneer aviatrix and her 


navigator vanished. 
It was her second try to 
fly around the world near 
the equator, something 
never 
before 
a c ­ 
complished. All previous 
flights around the world 
had followed northerly 
routes, shorter and over 
more populated areas. 
And, having started from 
Oakland, Calif., on June 1, 


1937 she had gone more 
than 22,000 miles before be­ 
ing lost, the night of July 1- 
2, between Lae and 
Howland Island. 
The 18-day search cover­ 
ing 265,000 square miles of 
ocean turned up nothing, 
and Miss Earhart and 
navigator Fred Noonan 
were listed as lost at sea. 
B u t rum ors began

almost immediately that 
she had been on a secret 
spy mission to look at 
Japanese island fortifica­ 
tions and was captured. 
No U.S. government 
documents exist to docu­ 
ment such a theory, and no 
evidence of such a capture 
has ever been found. But 
rumors persist about 
native stories that a white

man and woman were held 
prisoner by the Japanese 
and later died in prison. 
But J. Gordon Vaeth of 
the National Environmen­ 
tal Satellite Service, who 
spent three years studying 
her disappearance, con­ 
cluded in a recently 
published article: 
“ My own conclusion is 
that there is no hard 


evidence of any kind — to 
support a finding other 
than that the Electra sim­ 
ply ran out of gas and the 
pilot and navigator were 
lost at sea.” 
Whatever happened to 
Miss Earhart, throughout 
most of her flying career 
she had been the right 
woman in the right place at 
the right time.

WASHINGTON - The 
National Association of 
Home B u ild e r s ’ new 
guidelines for conserving 
energy in new housing are 
gaining wide acceptance 
throughout the country. 
The NAHB Thermal Per­ 
formance Guidelines for 
One and Two Fam ily 
Dwellings were unveiled at 
a recent conference here to 
more than 160 represen­ 
tatives of housing related 
in dustries, u tilitie s , 
governmental 
agencies 
and consumer groups. Dur­ 
ing a question and answer 
period, the guidelines were 
described by industry and 
government officials as 
“ innovative . . . impres­ 
sive . . . practical . . . 
flexible . . . extremely 


workable . . . ” and 
worthy of the support of 
the Carter Administration 
and the new Department of 
Energy. 
David Stahl, executive 
vice president of NAHB, 
noted that the N A H B 
guidelines were unique, 
blending the best and the 
latest technology with 
sound consumer economics 
to produce a “ practical, 
flexible and comprehen­ 
sive” energy program for 
new housing. 
The NAHB guidelines 
are based on energy index 
numbers, which are deter­ 
mined locally from data on 
local weather conditions, 
fuel costs and the ef­ 
ficiency of the heating and 
cooling systems used in the 


home The index numbers 
then are matched to bar 
graphs representing 19 dif­ 
ferent construction areas 
to determine the amount of 
insulation or type of energy 
conserving features which 
are most effective for the 
money invested.

UCB economist predicts 
spry '78 business year 


LOS AN G ELES <BW) — After a sluggish pace of 
economic activity early in 1978, which will be felt es­ 
pecially in the industrial sector, Los Angeles County will 
turn in a rather “ spry” business performance m 1978, 
United California Bank (U C B) said 
Dr Raymond Jallow, chief economist, in releasing the 
bank’s 15th annual economic forecast, cited two prime 
reasons for this trend. 
The first was continued population growth, which will 
add 42,000 new residents in 1978 The second was a 
“ strong upsurge” in 1977 in commercial building — up 
more than 10 percent — and an “ astounding surge” in in­ 
dustrial building activity, with permit valuations up more 
than 140 percent, Many of these facilities will become 
operational in 1978 and will provide a firm base for 
employment growth 


Jallow said, “ almost all sectors of the county will con­ 
tribute to the job market as some 64,000 new nonfarm 
positions open up next year 
“ The local aircraft industry should stabilize after its 
mid-1877 setback of the shutdown of the B-l progiam,” 
Jallow said, 


“ Residential construction activity will not match the 
high level of this year and will drop 11 percent, with 34,000 
new housing units expected. The supply/demand situation 
is basically favorable, but talk of rent controls will exert 
somewhat of a dampening influence on the construction of 
apartments. 


* “ High work force participation will yield a median 
family income erf $19,680,” Jallow said Total retail sales 
in 1978 will advance 10 percent to $29 4 billion, but com­ 
petition for business will intensify. 
“ Los Angeles County will continue to experience an out­ 
flow of business and government leaders are aware of the 
problems and appear to be taking steps to remedy them.”

Median homes sale prices hit a new high 


The median sales price 
of an existing home in 
California climbed once 
again to hit a new high of 
$63,394, a nearly two per­ 
cent increase from a 
month ago and 30 percent 
higher than last year’s 
figures. 
The statistics, released 
today by Jerome Blank of 
Albany, president of the 
llO.OOO-member California 
Association of Realtors, 
were based upon August 
sales reports taken from a 
statewide sampling of real 
estate boards representing 
approximately 42 percent 
of the A sso ciatio n 's 


membership. 
Speaking before Bakers­ 
field area Realtors, Blank 
noted that while prices 
continue on an upward 
trend, the real estate 
market, which took a 
dramatic upward spiral 
earlier this year, appears 
to be stablizing at a “ more 
reasonable” 
relationship 
to the overall economy. 
“ I believe the so-called 
‘Gold Rush’ of California 
housing prices has begun to 
wane.” Blank told Valley 
Realtors 
“ Earlier this 
year we experienced a 
price explosion resulting 
from a pent-up demand for 


housing which drove prices 
to an all-time high, but as 
new construction adds to 
the supply we are begin­ 
ning to see a leveling-off 
of prices throughout the 
state.” 
He noted that the Central 
Valley area traditionally 
follows the pattern set in 
the highly urbanized Los 
Angeles and San Francisco 
areas. 
Interestingly, Blank add­ 
ed that the greatest 
frequency of sales, nearly 
20 percent of the total, oc­ 
curred in the $90,000 and 
more p rice bracket. 
Homes in the $50-$60.000 


price bracket ranked se­ 
cond at 17.5 percent. 
Three bedroom homes, 
regardless of price range, 
continued to command the 
largest consumer demand, 
representing more than 50 
percent of the resale 
market. 
On other matters of both 
public and Realtor con­ 
cern. Blank re-affirmed his 
Association’s opposition to 
proposed federal enforce­ 
ment of a 1902 law which 
would place a 160-acre 
limit on the size of farms 
using 
w a te r 
from 
federally-funded irrigation 
projects. 


He explained that the 
1902 law was originally in­ 
tended to offer family 
farmers low-cost irrigation 
water in arid areas, 
primarily in the western 
states. The Act. which 
Blank termed a “ horse and 
buggy law” limits farm 
size to 160-acres per 
person, or 320 acres for a 
husband and wife residing 
“ on or near” the property. 
Since that time, more 
than a million acres of 
agricultural land has been 
irrigated with waters from 
federal projects with more 
than 85 percent of that land 
in California. 


“ Both the technology 
and 
e co n o m ics 
of 
agriculture have changed 
dramatically in the past 55- 
years,” Blank explained 
“ We can’t expect Califor­ 
nia farmers, either large 
or sm all, to meet the 
nation’s greatly expanded 
food needs by adding 
further federal restrictions 
on our functioning free 
enterprise system.” 
He said the Realtors in­ 
tend to take the issue to 
Congress and the Presi­ 
dent, if needed, to block 
proposed Department of 
the Interior enforcement 
of the outdated law.

session. C A R, President Jerome Blank of Albany said 
his association will be ready to circulate an initiative peti­ 
tion early next year if the Legislature is unable to bring 
promised relief to Californians.

“ We are going to watch what the legislature and gover­ 
nor do in the next few months,’’ Blank said. 
We hope 


they can do the job, but if they can’t we will have a plan of 
our own ready to take to the voters.” 
In other actions, the Realtors also apposed enforcement 
of a 1902 law which would place a 160-acre limit on the 
size of western farms using water from federally funded 
irrigation projects.

Blank said his organization would make every effort to 
oppose the envorcement of the “ outdated and restrictive 


law. 


“ Both the technology and economics of agriculture 
have changed dramatically in the past 55 y©^rs, 
Blank 
explained. “ We can’t expect the farmers of California, 
either large or small, to produce to meet the state s ex­ 
panded food needs by adding one further restrictive in­ 
tervention on the free enterprise system. 
The political tone of the convention continued as the 
Realtors were welcomed to San Diego by Mayor 1 ete 
Wilson at the opening session on Thursday. He struck a 
particularly responsive cord when he charged the gover 
nor and Legislature with failure to deliver property tax

He took a hard line against what he termed “ no-growth 
environmentalists,” while describing Sao’s 
residential 


growth management” programs as a better 
Wilson also to ok a shot at the governor and his director 
of planning and research, Bill Press, whose controversial 
Urban Policy Strategy came under heated debate during 
a land use conference later in the day. 
“ I do not appreciate the Office of Planning and 
Research dictating urban development strategy when 
that is properly a local matter,” the mayor said. 
Undisputed star of the day was former Texas Governor 
John B Connally, who charged that the environmental 
policies practiced by some office holders were actually 
“ hurting, not helping” the economy. He called jobs one 
of our most important natural resources. 
The former governor, who also has served as both 
Seer eta rv of the Navy and Treasury both under 
Liemocratic and Republican Administrations, claimed 
that consumer costs, included that of housing, were being 
raised due to the controls being put on products by 
governmental agencies such as the Federal Energy Com­ 
mission and the Environmental Protection Agency. 
Congressional bureaucrats were hit hard by Connally as 
he called for a limit on both Presidential and C ongres- 
sional terms and for a break-up of the entrenched 
Washington bureaucracy.

inches of mineral fiber 
blanket or its equivalent) 
and an R-14 insulation 
value for walls (insulation 
plus exterior sheathing) 
for homes equipped with 
heat pumps, oil or electric 
resistance heating systems 
and electric air condition­ 
ing. However, because 
natural gas is less expen­ 
sive compared to other 
fuels in the Washington 
area, the NAHB guidelines 
call for only R-19 insulation 
in the attics of gas-heated, 
electrically-cooled homes. 
The wall insulation value 
remains the same at R-14. 
Double-glazed windows or 
storm windows are recom­ 
mended for all Washington 
homes. 
“The NAHB guidelines 


m eet or exceed other 
energy construction stan­ 
dards now in existence, in­ 
cluding the Federal Hous­ 
ing 
A dm inistration’s 
Minimum Property Stan­ 
dards,” said Alan Trellis, 
d i r e c t o r of N A H B ’s 
technical services depart­ 
ment. 


Ivan Wohlworth, a 
builder from Hicksville, 
N .Y., who is cochairman of 
NAHB’s special commit­ 
tee on energy, stressed the 
local application of the new 
guidelines. “ No longer 
must home buyers waste 
money on energy conserv­ 
ing features where they 
m ay not be needed. 
Likewise, there are many 
areas where we can save 
substantial amounts of 
energy by adding specific 


construction features to 
the homes we build, ” he 
said. 
“Obviously,” Wohlworth 
said, “the more insulation 
we use in homes, the more 
energy we save. But there 
is a point of diminishing 
return. To be realistic and 
practical, the amount of in­ 
sulation we use must be 
tied to how much money 
we can afford to invest and 
how much money we can 
recover through energy 
co st 
s a v in g s 
in 
a 
reasonable period of 
time.” 
The NAHB guidelines 
call for more energy con­ 
serving measures in areas 
where the climate is very 
severe and fuel costs are 
high 
The guidelines were

City, he had never spent 
much time anywhere else. 
But he was a country boy 
hankerin’ for culture, and 
he 
v i s i te d 
F r e n c h 
vineyards in his off hours, 
developing a taste for 
wine. 
“When we returned to 
Lake City, we were afraid 
to serve wine to our 


guests,” says the 44-year- 
old dentist “Nobody here 
drank wine.” 
But they do now And the 
bottle many are reaching 
for bears the cream- 
colored label of Truluck 
Vineyards. 
Truluck dreamed about 
the winery for several 
years after returning from 
France. He bought his 165- 
acre tract near I^ake City, 
population 6,500, in the late 
1960s. planted the first 
vines in 1972 and harvested 
the first grapes in 1974.

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10,000 women sterilized 
Singapore making strides 
in limiting size of families

SINGAPORE (API - 
Nearly 10.000 women were 
sterilized in Singapore last 
year. 
During the past 
seven years, more than 
47,900 women have been 
sterilized, while 2,000 men 
have undergone vasectomy 
operations. 
Last year 12,900 women 
had abortions in govern­ 
m ent h ospitals, 
w here 
government doctors have 
perform ed 45,500 abor- 
1 tions since 1970. 
The Singapore Family 
Planning and Population 
Board said most women 
c i te d 
“ f i n a n c i a l 
d i f ­ 
ficulties” as the reason for 
s e e k i n g s t e r i l i z a t i o n , 
which costs $2 in govern­ 
ment hospitals. An abor­ 
tion costs about $4 


The board estimated that 
more than 273,000 births 
were prevented as a result 
of abortions, sterilization, 
use of the pill and other 
con tracep tives betw een 
the years 1966-75. 
The number of working 
mothers last year swelled 
to 44 percent of the labor 
force, going up from 21 
percent in 1957. 
Limiting the size of the 
family has become a com­ 
pelling necessity for the 
majority. The alternative 
is a heavy financial burden 
and great inconvenience. 
More than 31 percent of 
the labor force of 835,000 
earn less than $81 monthly, 
while another 42 percent 
earn less than $163. 
The governm ent d is­ 
courages large families by 


giving income tax conces­ 
sions only for the first 
three children, imposing a 
stiff m aternity hospital 
charge of $200 for the 
fourth child, who gets no 
preference in attending 
schools near his home, and 
giving low priority in hous­ 
ing to such families. 
Now more than 107,000 
women have started to 
plan their families to con­ 
form to the slogan, ‘‘Two is 
enough.” 
Singapore has been very 
su c c e ssfu l 
in 
sh arp ly 
reducing its birth rate 
from 4.7 percent in 1958 to 
1.4 percent last year. 
The majority, or 76 per­ 
cent, of the population of 
2.2 million is Chinese; 15 
percent Malays; 7 percent 
from the Indian sub 


continent. 
The Chinese, who do not 
necessarily 
subscribe to 
traditional 
m oral con­ 
siderations, have set the 
pace by keeping their fami­ 
lies small. Such considera­ 
tions, on the other hand, 
may be discussed at length 
by some Indians, Malays 
and Eurasian and Chinese 
Catholics. 
But they have to face 
reality. “ The more you 
have the less they get” is a 
slogan that cannot be easi­ 
ly ignored. 
The board hopes to “dis­ 
suade” young people from 
getting married early and, 
if they do, to encourage 
them to “ space the birth" 
of their children. 
O r t h o d o x m e n and 
women are said to feel 


deeply disturbed by these 
measures, which may even 
c r e a t e 
o t h e r 
s o c i a l 
problems. But it is pre­ 
dicted that Singapore, an 
island of 225 square miles, 
will have a population of 
3.5 million by the year 2030. 
when zero growth rate has 
been achieved by “ re­ 
placement.“ 
Singapore's 
m aterialis­ 
tic outlook and drastic« 
solution to the population 
problem cannot be dupli­ 
cated or imitated even by 
immediate neighbors Ma­ 
laysi a 
and 
Indonesia, 
where family planning is 
not popular. 
H o w e v e r , c o m p a c t 
Singapore, though tiny in 
size, hopes to remain slim 
and sleek in terms of pop­ 
ulation size.

NEW YO RK (N EA ) — 
Am ericans are buying 
more books than ever 
before in the nation s 
history, and nobody can 
say precisely why. 
If anything, the signs 
point in the oppoiste direc­ 
tion. Books today cost 
more than they ever did. 
The economy has been 
depressed, with unemploy­ 
ment still higher than it 
should be. According to an 
endless stream of reports 
over the past 20 years, chil­ 
dren are not learning to 
read as well as they should.

Surveys indicate that hours 
once spent reading are now 
spent watching television. 
The number of new 
books published each year 
increased steadily for a 
period, then levelled off in 
the past two or three, but 
at an extremely high level. 
Presently, 
about 30,000 
new titles appear annually 
in the U.S., plus 10,000 
reprints or new editions of 
books formerly published, 
for a total or 40.000 The 
number of copies of each 
new book or reprint can 
range from about 5,000 
(sometimes less) up into 
the millions. 
One important index, ac­ 
cording to John F. Baker, 
editor of a new magazine, 
Bookviews. is the increase 
in 
the 
num ber 
of 
bookstores, not only in 
New York, which always 
has dominated book-selling 
and buying, but all around 
the country. 
“ Particularly 
startling 
in recent years is the ex­ 
pansion 
of 
the 
big 
book-selling chains,’ notes 
Baker. 
“ BREN T A N O S, 
Walden’s and B. Dalton, 
for example, have been 
opening in the big shopping 
centers. Areas such as the 
South and Southwest, that 
might have been without a 
bookstore for 100 miles 
around a particular com­ 
munity, now have one. con­ 
veniently located, with a 
good 
stock, 
attractive 
lighting and all the attrac­ 
tion, and they’re doing 
business. 


“ We don’t know who’s 
buying the books. The book 
industry is probably the 
least market-research- 
oriented of any major in­ 
dustry. But we do know, 
for example, that in the 
last two years both fiction 
and non-fiction best-sellers 
sold far more copies than 
in previous years. It took a 
total sale of 120.000 or 
more copies to make the 
hard-cover best-seller lists 
in 1976, whereas in previous 
years you could make it 
with about 80,000. As for 
the mass market paper­ 
backs, two or three years 
ago about 40 or 45 titles 
would sell a million or 
more copies annually. 


Last year there were 53 
or 54 million-plus paper­ 
backs. And this is happen­ 
ing all over the country.’’ 


One upbeat result of this 
is the appearance of the 
new monthly Bookviews, 
at a time when magazines 
generally are having a dif­ 
ficult time, due primarily 
to new and expensive 
p o stal 
re g u la tio n s . 
Published by the R. R. 
Bowker Company, a Xerox 
affiliate , previously best 
known for Publishers 


l y -------------------- --- 
nal. the new and fairly 
breezy mag is aimed at the 
general public whereas the 
two established ones are 
trade-oriented. 
“ Harper’s, The Atlantic, 
The New Yorker, the New 
York Times Book Review, 
The New York Review of 
Books and Satu rd a y 
Review, among others, all 
review books.” 
explains 
Baker. “ But many of those 
reflect an automatic as­ 
sumption of superiority 
among people who read 
books. It is almost like an 
intellectual Mafia: the con­ 
verted talking to the con­ 
verted. A new novel will be 
d iscu ssed p u re ly in 
reference to the author s 
p re v io u s 
w o rk , and 
whether it shows growth 
and developm ent, or 
d e c lin e . 
C h e e v e r’ s 
“ Falconer” was a recent 
example of that. 
“ We use essentially the 
same reviews that appear 
in Publishers Weekly and 
Library Journal, but with 
data pertinent only to 
bookstores and libraries 
left out 
“ What’s left is a good, 
meaty, consumerish sort 


of review. Crisp, to the 
point, seldom more than 
250 or 300 words on a book; 
it gives the lay reader a 
pretty good idea about 
what the book is like. One 
bookseller, after reading 
our first issue, told me: 
‘ Y o u ’ve 
c re a te d 
a 
Publishers Weekly for the 
people. ’ That made me feel 
good." 
In addition to reviews, 
the new magazine offers 
longer articles, such as 
A listair Cooke talking 
about books and TV, and 
newspaper columnist Ann 
Landers choosing her 
favorite psychological self- 
help 
books, 
in 
the 
September debut issue. 
The October issue tells 
about the Irving Wallaces 
(“ the family that writer 
together makes millions 
together” ), and offers 
Ju lia Childs, describing 
her favorite cookbooks. 
First issue of Bookviews, 
a v a ila b le 
in 
the 
bookstores, went faster 
than Baker or anybody else 
expected. Apparently all 
those people who are buy 
ing books these days, for 
their own mysterious 
reasons, also like to read 
about books as well.

AP Newsfeatures 
Time is running out on 
some solid state watches. 
Extensive engineering, ex 
pense, production and 
testing have gone into the 
evolution of the digital 
watch which, unlike con­ 
ventional watches, has no 
w atch m ovem ents — 
balance wheel, tuning fork 
and the like. 
B u t 
th at 
com plex 
mechanism has created 
problems. A number of 
traditional watchmakers 
_ for example, Gruen and 
Benrus — have become 
dropouts from the digital 
watch 
m arket. 
Some 
semiconductor companies 
have abandoned digital 
business. 
Fairchild has 
reported an $8 m illion 
pretax loss on digital 
watches in the second 
quarter, according to 
Business Week. 
A digital watch is not a 
sim ple timepiece that 
anyone can repair. An en­ 
tire module may need to be 
replaced at a factory, 
which has the complex 
electron ic 
equipment 
needed for module testing 
— something the consumer 
should know. 
There are 35,000 watch 
makers and jewelers who 
can service, repair and 
a d ju st c o n v e n tio n a l 
watches, electronic tuning 
fork watches and quartz 
watches with conventional 
dials In contrast, “ there 
are no experts In retail 
stores who have been 
trained to repair solid state 
w atches,” the Bulova 
Time Center says 
In addition, there are no 
standards for the hundreds 
of modules of digital 
watches — one reason in­ 
experienced people cannot 
repair them — or for 
mimbatteries or for bat­ 
te ry 
re p la c e m e n t 
procedures. Some types of 
watches, such as the light- 
emitting diodes (LED si, 
may have complicated set­ 
ting procedures that burn 
up their lives quickly. In 
fact, this year there has 
been a big shift from 
watches with the LEI>s to 
the models with liquid 
crystal displays known as 
LCDs, reports the business 
news magazine. 


Typical quartz crystals 
used in quality, solid-state 
digital watches keep time 
by vibrating 32,768 times a 
second. Some watches may 
need regulation for ac­ 
curacy, and only a watch 
rate measuring timer, an 
electronic instrument used 
by jewelers, can be used 
for that purpose. 
The public’s confusion is 
compounded by retailers 
who do not know enough 
about these watches to 
provide service, industry 
sources say. Two years ago 
when a million solid state 
watches were retailed, 
some stores reported a 60 
percent return of new 
watches due to malfunc­ 
tion. 
In 1976 jewelers 
reported returns of 30 to 40 
percent, whereas returns 
of handwound watches 
were at the rate of only 1 
percent. 
Som e 
m odule 
a s ­ 
semblers did not make 
proper tests necessary to 
these 
c o m p lic a te d 
mechanisms, according to 
industry sources, and 
many solid state watches 
were of poor quality — a 
great many selling for a 
few dollars. A lot of in­ 
tricate circuitry is in­ 
volved Hi time and calen­ 
dar displays on watches in 
dividing down the high 
frequency to hours, min­ 
u tes, 
m onths.

be 
meticulously assembled. 


LC D -typ e 
d ig ita l 
watches display time by 
light reflection and are 
minibattery-powered for 
continuous 
operation, 
usually 12 months; LED 
models light when a button 
is pushed, burning energy 
rapidly and often bringing 
complaints of short battery 
life by consumers. 
Sales people should be 
equipped to demonstrate 
performance and features, 
and should be able to set 
the watch accurately to the 
second, minute, hour and 
day of the week. The store 
should carry the min­ 
ibatteries that are needed 
and be equipped to change 
them, 
industry sources 
su g g est, althoug h a 
jewelry shop can provide 
these services.

Burns drew in some

B ut B urns a lso h as 
many, many critics. A 
huge school of thought 
which has many squabbles 
within itself is in agree­ 
ment that the blame for 
the c u rre n t econom ic 
malaise belongs to Bums 
and b a n k e rs and big 
business. 


B urns especially has 
been criticized, mainly 
because of what is seen as 
an erratic administration

The bases of these dis­ 
putes are deep and in­ 
volved, and we still might 
not get a clear resolution 
as the fight develops.

Kern County. 


•Man-powered airplanes 
aren’t practical,’ he said,

a goal that man has had for 
thousands of years, and 
that has been neglected 
since power began being 
put into aircraft,” Mac­

In the first successful 
flight, Bryan Allen, 24, 
flew the 70^pound craft for 
7 »'2 m inutes around the 
course, clearing 10-foot 
pylons at the start and fin­ 
ish. 
MacCready, president of 
a Pasadena energy and 
environm ental 
research 
firm called AeroViron- 
ment, attributes his suc­ 
cess to his departure from 
tradition. 
“ Virtually everyone else 
did it conventionally.” he 
explained 
“ They w ere 
t r a p p e d into m a k i n g 
elegant, streamlined vehi 
ck*s that took thousands of 


hours to build and thou­ 
sands of dollars to repair 
In contrast, MacCready 
said his crudity allowed 
him to do 12 substantial 
revisions on his craft 
within a year. 
The plane, with a 98-foot 
wingspan, is built of super- 
strength “ Mylar 
plastic 
ribbed with aluminum tub­ 
ing, bordered by light 
plastic and held together 
with piano wire 
The pilot propels the 
vehicle bv pedaling a bicy­ 
cle chain which turns a 
pr opell or 
behind

cockpit. The plane is 
maneuvered with a handle 
that elevates a smaller, 
frontal wing 
“ H people had used the 
same approach, they could 
have done this in 1915 or 
1925,” said MacCready.

Reliable replacement sought for dwindling resource 
Fears of natural gas shortage prompts search for

• Necessity is the mother

But that was ju st a 
temporary measure to gel 
through last winter’s bitter 
cold, and this winter, too, 
if the anticipated gas shor­ 
tage materializes 
Sweet 
still Is searching for a 
reliable, inexpensive and

replacem ent 
tor natural gas, a declining 
resource. 
F ederal officials e s­ 
tim ate that natural gas 
provides 40 per cent of all 
industrial teat and power 
in the United States, and 
hundreds, perhaps thou­ 
sands of companies are in 
the process of switching to 
alternate fuels There has 
been no survey to deter­ 
mine the number

ap­ 


proaching, some gas com 
parties already have an­ 
nounced curtailments for 
large industrial users Nu­ 
merous factories in the 
Midwest, where the crisis 
w as m ost severe la st 
winter, and elsewhere are 
being forced by necessity 
— and, in a few cases, 
government edict — to 
switch from natural gas to 
other fuels 
The alternatives - all of 
which have drawbacks — 
are diverse, ranging from 
oil and coal to more es­ 
oteric fuels such as syn­ 
thetic gas and garbage, in­ 
cluding corn husks and 
o tter agricultural wastes 
Some firms even are drill­ 
ing for their own supplies 
of natural gas. 
“ In New York, Chicago, 
Lot Angeles, the average 
person simply Is not aware 
of the energy crisis,” said 
John Ervin, manager of 
m anufacturing at in ter­ 
national Harvester Co ’s 
vehicle-assembly plant in 
Springfield, Ohio 
“ Here, 
we re very aware 
The plant, a 30-acre com­ 
plex about 50 miles from 
Columbus, turns out 230 
buses and trucks dally, us­ 
ing 3,000 employes on two 
shifts. 
International Harvester 
has been told by the local 
utility that it will get no 
gas at all for heating the 
plant this winter. So, like 
several otter large com­ 


panies, it is searching for 
its own gas 
Seventeen wells have 
been drilled In sou t h ­ 
eastern Ohio at a cost of 
$2.5 million, and, the firm 
hopes to produce enough

Natural gas shortage fears prompt search

Carter’s energy program, 
and although the govern­ 
ment can order large 
plants to convert to coal, it 
has moved slowly. Only 60 
plants have received such 
orders. 
The conversion is expen­ 
sive. “ It’s not the kind of 
decision you make for 
economic reasons,’ said a 
Goodyear Tire & Rubber 
Co. official. 
Goodyear is spending $12 
million for coal-burning 
equipment at a tire plant in 
Lawton, Okla. An oil or gas 
boiler would cost $2.5 
million. 
“ In 1974, we had to 
switch back to coal,’’ said 


plant manager George 
Rayer. “ It was simply a 
matter of not having any 
other fuels to use.” 
The company received 
federal perm ission to 
return to coal after 
promising to construct an 
$8 m illion anti-pollution 
system. Now it uses 400-700 
tons of coal each day. 
“ We were lucky,” Rayer 
said. “ We already had the 
coalburning equipment, 
and it only needed some 
adjustments. And we’re 
near steady supplies of 
coal.” 
But many other firms, 
big and small, are not so 
lucky. 
In tern atio n al 
Harvester, which never 


used coal at its Springfield 
assembly plant, estimates 
that it w ill cost $15-20 
million to convert. 
To help offset the cost of 
building coal-burning 
facilities, Allied, Inter­ 
national Harvester and 
other large firms are con­ 
sidering proposals to build 
huge plants in cooperation 
with other nearby fac­ 
tories. All the plants in an 
area would share costs and 
energy. 
Synthetic gas, produced 
from coal, once was widely 
used. But the development 
of cheaper natural gas 
killed the coal gas in­ 
dustry. 
Now, several firms are 


gearing up to produce the 
gas again, but there isn’t 
much of a market because 
coal gas costs more than 
natural gas. 
Garbage is also becom­ 
ing an industrial energy 
alternative to gas, oil ami 
coal, and it bums cleaner 
than the others. 
Rockwell 
International 
Corp.’s truck-axle plant in 
M arysville, Ohio, came 
close to closing last winter 
during a natural gas cur­ 
tailment. 
So B ill Sm ith, the 
superintendent 
of 
facilities, began looking 
for an alternate fuel sup­ 
ply. Coal-burning equip­ 
ment was found to be too 


expensive, and oil supplies 
too unreliable. 
Then Smith learned 
about a new type of boiler 
that can take practically 
any waste material, bum it 
without pollution and con­ 
vert the energy to heat. 
The system is called a 
“ pyrolitic 
incinerator. 
U nlike o rd in ary in ­ 
cinerators that bum gar­ 
bage with plenty of oxygen, 
the pyrolitic system uses 
an 
oxygen-lean 
a t­ 
mosphere that produces a 
gas. The gases then are 
burned at temperatures so 
high they bum their own 
smoke. 
Nationwide, about 100

NEW YORK (AP) - 
Just when a lot of people 
were getting accustomed 
to the notion that the 
nation's economy was sink 
ing into a quagmire, a few 
reports were issued that 
tend to riddle the notion: 
—Machine tool orders, 
or orders for equipment 
that will be used in making 
other goods, spurted in 
August after declining in 
June. 
—The level of orders at 
the nation’s factories rose 
in August for the first time 
since May. 
—The Index of Leading 
Economic Indicators also 
rose in the same months 
after having declined for 
two months earlier this 
year — and three straight 
until the July figures were 
revised from a minus to a 
plus. What all these in­ 
dicators share in common 
is the future; they are all 
indicators of further 
economic activity. They 
represent commitments to 
that activity. 
There is additional 
evidence of some underly­

So 
are building permits 
Again, these are signs of 
activity to come 
It doesn’t take much to 
change the kaleidoscopic 
pattern of the economy, 
just a one-month shakeup 
of the indicators.

NEW YORK (A P )-T h e 
second annual free-agent 
draft, a chance for other 
m ajor 
league baseball 
clubs to spend like the New 
Yofk Yankees for the pur­ 
pose of winning like the 
world champions, will be 
held Friday with no $3 
million player in the class 
of Reggie Jackson appar­ 
ently available. 
Statistically and char- 
a s m a t i c a l l y . t h e r e is 
no Jackson around this 
time But there really is no 
certainty that the free 
enterprise system and the 
c o m p e t i t i o n 
of 
some 
aggressive owners won’t 
raise the price tag of some 
free-agent stars to Jackso­ 
nian proportions. 
Jackson, of course, is 
R e g i n a l d 
M a r t i n e z 
Jackson, the plum of last 
year’s free-agent crop who 
wa$ picked by Yankee 
owfter George Steinbren- 
ner.for $3 million over five 
vegrs. Jackson, the Series 
Most Valuable Player, and 
pitcher Don Gullett, a $2 
million free-agent acquisi­ 
tion, led the Yankees to 
their first world cham ­ 
pionship in 15 years. 
That su ccess means 
Steinbrenner’s $5 million 
outlay was money well 
spent. “ You have to spend 
money to make money," 
say's Steinbrenner. 
On the other side of the 
spectrum were the Califor­ 
nia Angels, who dipped into 
owner Gene Autry's saddle 
hags three times and paid 
out $5.25 million for Joe 
Rudi.

Zisk of the Chicago White 
Sox (30 homers 101 RBI) 
compares favorably with 
last year’s team — ex­ 
cluding Jackson — of Joe 
Rudi ($2.2 million for five 
years), Gary M atthews 
($1 875 million for five 
years) and Don Baylor 
< $1.6 mil lion for six years.) 
If he doesn’t sign with 
the Yankees, the top 
starting pitcher available 
will be Torrez, who won 17 
ga me s in the regular 
season and a pair of World 
Series games. 
Each free agent's 1977 
club can also be included 
on the player's shopping 
listing, giving him a max­ 
imum choice of 14 teams. 
The top relief pitcher 
available, Rich Gossage of 
Pittsburgh, should be one 
of the free agents selected 
by 13 teams, plus the 
Pirates, and should in­ 
spire some spirited bid­ 
ding. Last y e a r ’s top 
reliever. Bill Campbell, 
was signed by Boston for $1 
million over five years, a 
good investment for the 
Red Sox, who were kept in 
the AL East Division race 
by Campbell's almost daily 
rescue acts 
Campbell left Minnesota 
last year because owner 


Calvin Griffith wouldn’t 
give him the small raise he 
wanted. This year, the 
Twins face a larger exodus 
with, potentially, 11 free 
agents. Some of the “leav­ 
ing 11" are minor leaguers 
and others are borderline 
major leaguers, but out­ 
fielders Hisle and Lyman 
Bostock are im p o rtan t 
cogs in the Twins’ attack. 
The Chicago White Sox, 
who gambled on bargain- 
basement free agents Eric 
Soderholm and Steve Stone 
last year, could lose four 
players, including star out­ 
fielders Zisk and Gamble. 
A hidden silver lining in 
Chicago’s cloud is that the 
club can sign as many free 
agents as it loses. If the 
White Sox lose four players 
to other teams, they could 
sign four free agents. 
Clubs losing two or fewer 
free agents are bound by 
the availability restric­ 
tions. If the total of 
declared free agents by 
Friday is from 15 to 38, 
team s can sign a m ax­ 
imum of two players. If the 
pool contains between 39 
and 62 players, teams may 
sign no more than three 
free agents. 
Best estim ates are that 
the actual number of free 
agents on Friday will swell 
to 90. which would combine 
players from three dif­ 
f e r e n t 
f r e e - a g e n t 
categories. 
The first category, un­ 
signed player for 1977, has 
33 players, including 11 
minor leaguers. This group 
includes Hisle,

PGA players up in arms 
about schedule proposal 


PENSACOLA, Fla. <AP> — A highly controversial 
proposal, which could change drastically the American 
pro golf tour, will be considered by the PGA Tour s 
policy-making body next Tuesday in Lake Buena Vista, 
Fla ‘ 
In general, the rank and file players are solidly opposed 
to the proposal that would end the American tour with the 
World Series of Golf around the first of October each 
year. Foreign tours, particularly in Great Britain and 
Europe, are watching with interest and concern. Accep­ 
tance of the proposal could trigger a change in their 
schedule, too. 
Acceptance, however, is far from certain. 
“ 1 haven’t yet talked to a player who wasn’t upset with 
(Commissioner Deane) Beman’s proposal," said Ray 
Floyd, one of four players on the 10-man board. “ 1 don i 
think a guy can just come out and say he's going to cut oft 
lour to six tournaments. 
“ The players aren’t going to stand for somebody just 
stepping in and wiping out these tournaments." 
Actually, the proposal isn't quite that severe As the 
lour now stands, only one tournam ent would be 
eliminated from the official schedule Other, unofficial 
««rents could be added. 
In general, Bernans proposal would end the U.S. Tour 
with the World Series of Golf, which will be moved to a 
new date, around Oct. 1 
Any events after that would be unofficial. 
G reater restrictions, possibly prohibitions, would be 
placed on players wishing to compete in foreign events 
during the Jan. 1-Oct 1 American season The British 
Open is an exception. 
Beman’s proposal was prompted by several factors: 
lack of public and television interest m golf after the start 
of the football season, the fact that pro football will begin 
two weeks earlier next year and a desire to make the 
World Series the season-ending climax to the tour. 
The proposal. Beman said in a published message to 
players, “ would open the door to a couple erf interesting 
alternatives for the players - increased participation in 
foreign events and the addition of a number of unofficial 
post-season tournaments in the I nited Stales, 
“ Under such a form at, restrictions on play in con 
Dieting events would be tightened M ore the World 
Series but afterward there would be no limitations what­ 
soever There are numerous tournaments around tin 
world between Oct. 1 and the end of the year which would 
provide our players who choose to compete international­ 
ly a Chance to benefit world golf bv their participation,” 
And Beman indicated. It could set up a world tour 
“The Board could also take another look at the PGA 
Tour s present position on international competition 
his 
message said “Our current policy ** that the PGA Tour 
will neither cosponsor nor approve foreign events, since 
doing so would be uw air to our sponsors A curtailment ot 
the official season would give the Board the opportunity 


to reappraise its policy in light of the positive influence 
that we could have on world competition by sanctioning 
some specific events in the fall. 
The players’complaints center around the shorter 
season.

Okay, we all know how to get ready for a tournament, 
right? We get out to the driving range as often as pos­ 
sible, spend hours on the putting greens, play a bunch of 
rounds, and watch our swings for any bad habits creeping 
into that perfect form. Just about all the top amateurs 
and winning pros follow that practice pattern, right? 
Wrong. 
Now sit down on the green for a few moments while I 
tell you how Mountain Meadows pro Dave Cink “got 
ready” for the Southern California PGA Match Play tour­ 
nament last week. 
Yeah, that’s the one Dave did so well in. Yeah, he won 
1,000 skins , whipped four of the leading pros around here 
in match play and wound up in the semi-finals. He just 
about beat the eventual winner Denny Meyer, who’s been 
on the PGA Tour off and on for the past three years. 
You know all that, you say. How did he get ready for 
this match play test of golf? Well, I’ll tell you. Cink went 
out and hit six buckets of balls — that’s right, six . . . 
during the past three months, give or take a week. That’s 
right, Dave found a few moments in his busy schedule 
now and then to pop out a few practice balls very few. No 
time for the putting green either. Cink’s been busy trying 
to run Mountain Meadows and co-manage Marshall Ca­ 
nyon with Howard Smith. 
Oh, I almost forgot. Dave played nine holes at Mountain 
Meadows with assistant pro Red Simmons and carded 
three birdies. 
“I figured I was ready then,” said Cink. 
Anyway, Dave turned up last week at the rolling Hun­ 
tington Seacliffs layout and began playing matches along 
with 71 ambitious pros, all bent on the $2,700 first place 
money. 
Cink drew a bye on Thursday morning then “survived” 
his match with old-timer Frank Purcell of Rocksford Golf 
Course in North San Fernando, winning 2 and 1. 
On Friday morning, Cink began to get the feel of the 
game again, playing well as he defeated Kevin Fleming of 
Lomas Santa Fe 1 up. 
Dave then took on John Ebersburger of Big Canyon Golf 
Course. Newport Beach, and in 20 holes emerged the win­ 
ner 1 up. 


By Saturday morning the Mountain Meadows pro was 
enjoying himself. He had more than his $100 entry fee 
back, he was playing well, and way back in his mind he 
was thinking “Maybe I can win this whole thing.” 
Cink met Ids boyhood pal, Don Beal, a tourkig pro from 
Paso Robies, in a donnybrook of a match. Cink was 3 
down at the end of three holes, but began firing on the 
fourth hole and won going away 3-1. 
“I reallv felt great in that match with Beal,” said Cink. 
“He and I had played golf together for years, and I felt 
that if I played well, I could beat him.’’ He did. 
Cink dropped a 2 up decision to Meyer on Saturday 
afternoon, but he gave it a good shot. “I was 2 up at the 
end of three holes in that match,” said Cink, “and I guess 
I wasn't used to being out in front.” In everyone of his 
matches except the Meyer round, Cink was “down to his 
opponent early, and sometimes late in the match. 
Cink doesn't for one moment think most piayers should 
get ready for a tournament the way he did. “1 Just sort of 
played myself into shape, and my irons were working just 
fine.” 
Okay, now that’s the story. Go ahead and practice for 
the monthly tournament if you want. Me, I’m going to get 
ready for it by turning up on the first tee with my sticks 
ready to tee off next Saturday. 
Dave Cink’ll be proud of me.

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Dean Chance still 'pitching' 


DALLAS (AP) — Cy Young 
A ward-winner Dean Chance is still 
pitching. But as a barker on the 
midway at the State Fair of Texas, 
his pitch is: “Just 50 cents to toss the 
rings and win a poster.” 
Chance, who tossed a no-hitter, 
started two All-Star games and 
hurled two 20-victory seasons, is on 
the State Fair midway from 8 a.m. 
until midnight each day, attempting 
to lure customers to his ring toss 
game. 
“Once you’ve been part of a big 
cheering crowd, you never get over 
it,” said Chance, 36. “It’s like no 
other feeling in the world. That’s one 
reason I’m here. I love the crowds. I 
just can’t get away from it. 


“I’ve got a tarm back in Ohio,” he 
added. “Someone in my hometown 
had a big poster company. He 
wanted me to help him sell some of 
his posters at fairs around the 
country. I got into this whole thing 
that way.” 
Chance now cheerfully distributes 
posters to fairgoers who can toss a 
ring around the right colored pole. 
The kids all want posters of Sean 
Cassidy, Farrah Fawcett-Majors or 
Elvis Presley. 
But there are some people who 
remember Dean Chance — as a 
pitcher and as the roommate of in­ 
famous fellow pitcher Bo Belinsky. 
“I guess I still get about a dozen 
baseball cards in the mail each week 


at home from kids who want me to 
autograph my card and send it back 
to them,” said Chance, who won 20 
games and the Cy Young Award in 
1964 for the Los Angeles Angels. 
“They remember. Sometimes people 
recognize me on the midway.” 
In 1964, he led the American 
League with a 20-9 mark and a 1 65 
earned run average. He went 20-14 in 
1967 for the Minnesota Twins and 
posted a career mark of 128-115, with 
a 2 92 ERA.

Norton, Young ready for bout 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. (A P) 
— Ken Norton and Jim m y 
Young put their boxing 
talents on the line in this 
gambling capital Saturday 
night in a bid to earn 
another shot heavyweigh 
champion Muhammad All. 
Both men have fought Ali 
for the championship, and 
many boxing observers 
feel both defeated Ali. Ali 
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kept the title with two con­ 
troversial 15-round deci­ 
sions. 


Norton cu rren tly is 
ranked No. 1 and Young 
No. 2 by both the World 
Boxing Association and 
World Boxing Council, and 
the winner of the scheduled 
15-round bout, billed as a 
heavyweight title elimina­ 
tion, ce rta in ly would 
deserve a rematch with 
Ali. 


Bolt 
denies 
temper 


RENO, Nev. (A P ) - 
Tommy Bolt, a legend in 
golfing circles as much for 
his vocal outbursts as his 
skills with a club, says it 
isn't true that he has such a 
bad temper. 
“ I ’m no more tem ­ 
peram ental than any 
other golfer,” said Bolt, 
winner of the U.S. Open in 
1958. ‘‘I got a face that 
when I am concentrating, 
it looks like I am mad at 
the whole world.” 
The 59-year-old golfer, 
who was in Reno to play in 
the U.S. Seniors Open, has 
won 15 major tournaments 
on the PGA tour. 
Dubbed ‘•Terrible” Tom­ 
my Bolt by the press, he 
blamed his public image on 
reporters who always ask 
him why he gets mad. 


“ All the golf stories that 
were ever written about 
me were about me and my 
tem p er,’’ B o lt said. 
“ That’s a ll they (re ­ 
porters) ever wanted to 
talk about.” 
Some stories say that 
Bolt has emptied his whole 
bag of clubs in tourna­ 
ments by throwing them 
away in anger, one by one. 
“ I ’ve only thrown six 
clubs in my entire life,” he 
insisted “ But I ’ve been ac­ 
cused of throwing them all. 
I ’ve broken three clubs in 
my life. They haven’t even 
manufactured all the clubs 
yet that I was supposed to 
break. I ’ve never thrown 
any caddies in the water 
like they said, either.” 
So why has the sporting 
press created such a 
monster out of Bolt? 
“ It all started years 
ago,” he explained. "It 
was kind of a color thing 
My temper made good 
color stories. Nowadays 
though they really don't 
have any colorful golfers 
on the tour ... well, except 
for Lee Trevino, but he s 
the only one.” 
One tag sportswriters 
couldn’t place on Bolt was 
that of a one-shot cham 
pion who wins one major 
tourney then fades into ob­ 
scurity. 
“ I won 10 or 12 major 
tournaments before I won 
the U.S. Open in 1958 They 
can't call me a one-shot 
guy like Orville Moody and 
Jack Fleck,” he said. 
From 1947-1962, Bolt 
ranked 14th on the all-time 
money winning list. 


How does be rate his golf 
game today? 
“ I ’m playing about as 
well as ever, except I don’t 
putt as well as I did 1 seem 
to have no confidence in 
my putting. I might have to 
change my style ," he 
replied 
For a man of 59, Bolt ap­ 
pears in great shape 
“ 1 play a lot of golf, prac­ 
tice a lot and just try to 
lake care of myself That 's 
what it totals up to,” he 
said 
Just then, Bolt’s hotel 
room phone rang. It was 
one of his golfing buddies 
wanting him to go out on 
the town 
“ I just want to lay 
around and rest,” Bolt 
said. “ I'm tired after play­ 
ing 18 holes of golf today. 
Besides, I'm not rtiuch for 
the night life anyway.” 


In the controversy 
surrounding his decision 
over Norton Sept. 28, 1976 
in Yankee Stadium, Ali 
suggested that Norton- 
Young fight and that he 
meet the winner. 
But Norton feels that Ali 
is backing down, con­ 
tending he is trying to 
price a fight with Norton or 
Young out of the market by 
* asking for $12 million. 
The champion also has 
other fighters or his mind, 
and could defend against 
Leon Spinks or Alfio 
Righetti in February. 
Spinks and Righetti fight 
later this month. 


“ How long can he con­ 
tinue to rip off the public?” 
asked Norton. “ Jim m y 
Young and I should be 
fighting for the vacated ti­ 
tle since it’s obvious Ali 
will try to avoid his com­ 
mitment. The rules (of the 
WBC and WBA) state that 
the champion must defend 
against the No. 1 contender 
within a year or the title 
will be vacated. A li’s year 
was up in September.” 
The WBC has threatened 
to take action at its 
December convention to 
strip Ali of title recognition 
if he doesn't sign to fight 
the winner of the Norton- 
Young fight. 
The fight, which will be 


televised by ABC, is in­ 
triguing in more ways that 
just for what it means to 
the winner. 
“ It’s going to be power 
against deception” said 
Norton, who when he was 
preparing for his second 
fight with Ali in 1973, had a 
sparring partner named 
Jimm y Young. 
“ I got a lot of confidence 
working with Ken,” said 
Young whose game in the 
ring is deception. 
Young 
burst 
into 


prominence after a spotty 
career by losing a disputed 
decision to Ali in Lan- 
dover, Md., April 30, 1976, 
dominating hard-punching 
Ron Lyle over 12 rounds 
and then knocking down 
George Foreman and out­ 
pointing the former cham­ 
pion in 12 rounds at San 
Juan last March 17. The 


victory over Foreman 
made the 28year-old 
Philadelphian's record 21- 
5-2, with seven knockouts. 
Norton goes into the bout

PITTSBURGH <AP) - 
Painter Pierre Alechinsky. 
whose physician-parents 
wanted him to be a doctor, 
has won a $50,000 art prize 
for dream-like canvas

The Belgian-born artist 
began a visit to Pittsburgh 
Monday which culminates 
Thursday when he receives 
the Andrew W. Mellon 
Award. He is celebrating 
the prize with a 134-piece 
exhibit at the Carnegie 
Museum of Art.

A lechinsky, 50, who 
wears a beard and shaves 
his head, was chosen by an 
international panel of 
judges to receive the 
award named for the late 
Pittsburgh financier for 
the most representative 
living modem artist, ac­ 
cording to museum art 
director Leon Arkus. The 
new award is to be given 
every two years, and may 
be shared by more than (me 
artist. 
“ We are not saying 
Alechinsky is the greatest 
contemporary artist in the 
world," Arkus said. "That 
would be impossible to do 
and unfair." 
Alechinsky, whose father 
fled Russia to escape 
religious persecution, was 
born in Brussels in 1927. 
Although encouraged to 
enter the medical field, he 
was facmated by the ar­ 
tists with whom his family 
lived. 
“ Upstairs, my aunt 
p r o d u c e s 
her 
w e l l- 
mannered paintings. On 
the floor below, grand 
mother plays Schubert 
sonatas accompanied by a 
gentleman from France on 


the violin," he once wrote 
of his childhood. 
Alechinsky, who now’ 
lives in Paris, spoke to 
r e p o r t e r s 
through 
a 
translator amid four rooms 
filled with his colorful ex­ 
pressionist paintings of hu­ 
mans and animals. 
Alechinsky’s bold works 
are virtually the only ones 
still done in the COBRA 
tradition, a form adopted 
in the late 1940s by a group 
of artists disenchanted 
with the abstractionist 
school.

JONATHAN BECOMES 
A PUMPKIN 


“ Halloween is all year ‘round for me. I dress up everyday.” So says 
Jonathan Winters, who at once can be hip, geriatric spinster Maudie 
Frickert or mischievous little Chester Honeyhugger He's also back 
woods hick Lamar Gumbody. a zany Scandinavian, an Indian chief, 
and football coach And for the first time, this Halloween he becomes 
a pumpkin. "I don't think there’s a field around even in Fresno that 
grows pumpkins like that," he said. 
Winters stars in Halloween Hall O'Fame," a special presentation 
for The Wonderful World of Disney, Sunday evening at 7PM on NBC. 
Performing the metamorphosis was make up artist Robert Schiffer, 
who aged Burt Lancaster 55 years for “ Birdman of Alcatraz,” and 
whose credits stretch from "A Night at the Opera” through 1 My Fair 
Lady” to “ Camelot ” 
Winters sat for an hour under latex and plaster to make the facial 
impression used to create the pumpkin head mask “ It’s a spooky 
experience. They put straws in your nose and that's the only way you 
can breathe. You feel your whole face shrinking. It becomes quite 
heavy and your head drops. You can't move or see and you don’t know 
if you’re ever going to get out of it.” Winters recalled. 
Describing the overall experience as "challenging and great fun,” 
Winters said. “ My body felt strange. I was secure with my head 
because I already knew I was a pumpkin mentally. There's a lot of 
seeds up there some gone." 
By his own admission. Winters is a sensitive individual with 
definite opinions about acting, art. current events, life and happiness. 
The 51 year old actor can now afford to be choosy about the kind of 
roles he takes and much of his time is devoted to other interests 
painting, study of American Indians and writing his autobiography 
Although comedy remains his first love, Winters said he would like the 
opportunity to do a straight dramatic film role. "Hollywood tends to 
pigeonhole you," complained Winters. "They keep using those little 
boxes of comedy You have to edge your way in. If an actor is smart, 
he will start with a smaller role in a good drama, like a character part, 
rather than expecting the audience to accept him immediately in hts 
new capacity ” 
Winters prides himself on being independent This is one reason he 
became a painter. 
What you put on that canvas is your own " 
Winters said. "Written words are always going to offend somebody. 
The same with the spoken word. Not so with art It's a place to hide 
and, at the same time, express yourself That's the beauty of it. 
Painting is also a release from tension The world is tuned down' 
when you're painting.” 
Although he appreciates all art styles, surrealism remains his 
favorite and the one he does best His favorite artists are Magritte, 
Klee, Dali, Rousseau and Chagall Sunshine, smiling faces, birds and 
other manifestations of warmth are essential components to Winters' 
paintings 


BELLE OF AMHERST 


The Belle of Amherst, fulie Harris' one-woman 
celebration of the life, spirit and poetry of Emily 
Dickinson, airs as a special encore telecast 8- 
9:30PM, Tuesday on KCET, Channel 28. 
The television premiere last season won for 
Ms. Harris the TV Critics Circle Aw ard-a further 
confirmation of her highly-praised Broadway 
performance in The Belle of Amherst which won 
her a fifth Tony Award. Ms. Harris is the only 
actress in history to win five Antoinette Perry 
Awards. 
The play, written by William Luce, is based on 
Miss Dickinson's poetry, notes and correspon­ 
dence; it was produced by Mike Merrick and 
Don Gregory and presented by KCET/Los An­ 
geles. Under the direction of Charles S. Dubin, it 
was performed in KCET's studios before a live 
audience without interruption, except for the 
play's original single intermission. Charles Nel­ 
son Reilly, who directed the stage version, acted 
as artistic advisor. 
Ms. Harris portrays the poet throughout the 
span of her life, from her early teens-when she 
wrote that she would surely be The Belle of 
Amherst—into her early fifties, when she had 
written most of her more than 1700 poems. 
Ironically, only seven of those poems ap­ 
peared in print during her lifetim e-and they 
were all published anonymously. Some five years 
after her death, with the publication of her first 
volume ot verse, the world became aware that a 
genius had lived and worked in the little town of 
Amherst, Massachusetts.

A SPECIAL MESSAGE OP LOVE AND CARING 


“I’m mentally retarded,” said Mike Spencer after being introduced at 
Special Olympics by my daughter Eunice. “But,” he added, “please don’t call me handicapped.” 


November is Mental Retardation Month. “Together, we can do more" is the theme. 


By Rose Kennedy 


Many times over the years I have been 
asked to give a message of hope and opti­ 
mism concerning the mentally retarded. 
Only a parent who has known the anguish 
of hearing a doctor say, “Your baby is 
retarded,” understands how desperate is 
the need to hear words of reassurance, to 
gain the knowledge that there is a place in 
the world for a tiny human being who must 
overcome a grave handicap. 
My daughter Rosemary was such a 
child, and I was such a parent. At first, I 
had only faith to comfort me. There was 
nowhere to tum, nothing doctors could do 
or say, no medical or community resources 
to console or support us. 
But that was more than a half-century 
ago. Over the years much has happened 
to ease the loneliness and to sustain the 
confidence of families with special chil­ 
dren. And much has been accomplished in 
making a place for these children. 
It is hard to believe that only 30 years 
ago, when one of the founders of the As­ 
sociation for Retarded Citizens wanted to 
place a notice in her local newspaper ask­ 
ing other parents of special children to get 
in touch with her, the editor refused to let 
her sign her name or include her address. 
Mental retardation was considered a guilty 
secret to be wept over alone. 
Today ail that has changed. The Na­ 
tional Association for Retarded Citizens 
has more than 250,000 members, with re­ 
presentation in every state. Many of those 
members are the retarded themselves. 
For, increasingly, we have learned that the 
great majority of the mentally retarded are 
fully capable — within some limitations — 
of living happy and useful lives of work, 
play, love and responsibility. 
Much of what has happened to improve 
life for the retarded has come about since 
my son Jack was President. Of all he did in 
his tragically few years in office, the focus 
of his Administration on the retarded may 
well have been his most lasting and mag­ 
nificent achievement. As he said in 1961, 
when he established the first Presidential 
panel on mental retardation in our 
country, “It is the emotional strain, the 
problems of adjustment, training, school­ 
ing and vocation — the attempts to make 
possible a full life for the child — that 
represent the major Impact of retardation. 
Our goals should be to prevent retarda 
tion. Failing this, we must provide for the 
retarded child the same opportunity for full 
social development that is the birthright of 
every American child ” 
The American people, all of you, 
have responded generously and nobly to 
this call for equal opportunities for the re 
tarded. The many young people working 
in summer camps and community pro­ 
grams have especially dedicated them­ 
selves to helping the retarded learn the 
skills of both work and play that were so 
long denied them. 


But guaranteeing this birthright has not 
come quickly or easily. As Dr. Richard 
Masland, one of the great pioneers in the 
field, has said, “We make progress in men­ 
tal retardation by many small advances 
across a broad front.” 
Employment of the retarded, for exam­ 
ple, has come slowly. In the Federal Civil 
Service the rules had to be changed so that 
the retarded could be given a chance to 
prove what they could do — rather than 
be required to make a certain score on an 
intelligence test. Now thousands of the 
mentally retarded work for Federal, state 
and local governments. 
In thousands of communities the 
retarded now work in industry or in work­ 
shops where they can perform useful and 
constructive tasks under special supervi­ 
sion. I stress the importance of work 
because through it we learn to value our­ 
selves most highly and to fashion a mean­ 
ing and purpose for our lives. Even if it is 
only making candles or packaging parts for 
do-it-yourself kits, the dignity of work and 
the pride of accomplishment are possible 
for the great majority of our retarded citi­ 
zens. Private and public employers and la­ 
bor unions have become more enlightened 
than they were when Jack was President, 
but there still is a long way to go. I have 
been given assurances by many labor lead 
ers that we will continue to make advances 
until jobs are available to all the mentally 
retarded who can qualify for them. 
Just as important as the growing oppor­ 
tunities for work are the new laws that 
guarantee every special child and young 
adult the chance for an education equal to 
that of any other child. One new law ■— 


Public Law 94-142, passed by Congress 
last year — assures that every retarded 
person, even the very seriously handi­ 
capped, will receive the benefits of a public 
education tailored to his or her needs and 
abilities That means that parents do not 
have to ruin themselves financially to send 
their children to special schools or to keep 
them in private institutions. As Jack said 
16 years ago, “The grim struggle for sur­ 
vival does not allow us the luxury of wast­ 
ing our human resources.” Now we are 
beginning to translate that important in­ 
sight into national practice. 
When Public Law 94-142 was being 
debated, we found that, while it provided 
for academic and vocational training, it did 
not include provision for physical educa­ 
tion. Since 1968, The Kennedy Founda­ 
tion, which my husband and I established, 
has sponsored an international program of 
physical fitness and sports competition 
called Special 
Olympics. 
More than 
650,000 mentally retarded people take 
part in this program in every one of our 
states and 19 foreign countries. Special 
Olympics has taught us a great lesson: the 
more the mentally retarded build their 
physical skills, the more they develop so­ 
cially 
and 
even 
intellectually. 
Thus, 
because play and exercise have been pro­ 
ven to be so beneficial to the retarded, 
equal access to physical education is in­ 
cluded in the law. 
Last year. The Kennedy Foundation 
started a new program of Internships in 
Recreation for Special Olympians who can 
qualify for Jobs in the recreation field and 
whose communities will guarantee them a 
permanent position once their one-year in­ 


ternship is over. The first three Kennedy 
interns are now entering permanent em­ 
ployment. One of them, Mike Spencer, is 
going to teach swimming in the Danville, 
Va., Park and Recreation Department. He 
learned to swim in Special Olympics, and 
he learned to love people because he saw 
love all around him. 
At a meeting of Special Olympics, my 
daughter Eunice introduced Mike as “One 
of our handicapped interns.” 
“I’m mentally retarded,” Mike said with 
great dignity and firmness. “But please 
don’t call me handicapped." 
This, I think, sums up beautifully 
the message I have for the parents, 
relatives, friends and neighbors of the 
mentally retarded. We need no longer be 
afraid of this term as the description of a 
devastating and hopeless handicap. 
For millions of lively, interested, loving 
and active boys and girls and men and 
women we once committed to the oblivion 
of institutions, the doors are now open to 
most of what society offers to all of us. 
In the past 50 years I have seen the 
world come to terms with its mentally 
retarded children, accept their human 
qualities and come to know them as warm, 
tender, feeling human beings. 
Parents often ask me for consolation or 
advice, and I used to feel that the best I 
could offer was a prayer of strength and 
courage, such as my own favorite, the 
“Meditation,” written by John Henry Car­ 
dinal Newman. But now 1 feel confident 
that I can help sustain them with the reality 
of expectation, with the conviction that a 
life of many glowing possibilities is now 
open to their special children. 
Yes, those fateful words, “your child is 
retarded,” still darken our Joy at the advent 
of a new life. But we have learned that the 
words mean almost nothing in themselves. 
We are all, in a sense, retarded. All of us 
fall short of the ideal. All of us are slow and 
awkward compared with others. 
A mind that is slow need no longer 
mean a life that’s unfulfilled. A retard­ 
ed person need no longer depend on the 
whim of charity or the shelter of high walls. 
Now there are dedicated scientists, skilled 
teachers, Just laws and understanding 
communities. True, much needs to be ac­ 
complished before mental retardation is 
eradicated. But today there is a richness of 
life for the retarded who already are learn 
ing, playing, reading, (Minting, making 
poetry, loving, swimming, dancing, wor­ 
shipping, working.

FLEETWOOD MAC: 
ROCK'S RED-HOT GROUP 


They've just broken the all-time chart record for their 
album Rumours and are about to tour the country.

One oi the longest-standing records in 
music history was broken last month. The 
title had belonged to the king of rock him­ 
self, the late Elvis Presley: 20 weeks at the 
No. 1 spot for his album Blue Hawaii. Ten 
years after Elvis’s triumph and 21 weeks 
after their album became No. 1, the title 
went to a group named Fleetwood Mac. 
Their chart-topping album, which has al­ 
ready sold more than four million copies, 
is called Rumours. 
The band dates back over 10 years, but 
numerous personnel changes had made 
the group the revolving door erf rock, leav­ 
ing them without an identifiable sound. 
1 
y«ar, though, thanks to the addition 
of two Americans (guitarist Lindsay Buck 
ingham and sensuous singer Stevie Nicks) 
to the original British core of Mick Fleet­ 
wood (drums) and John and Christine 
McVie (bass and keyboards respectively), 
Fleetwood Mac have finally managed to 
achieve their promise and have sold more 
than eight million aftmms over the past 18 
months. Their concert tours are now sta­ 
dium sellouts, and, to crown it all, they 
garnered the three top honors (Best Al­ 
bum, Best Group and Rock Personalities 
of the Year) on TV’s Rock Awards. 
Mick Fleetwood, the group’s founder, is 
also their manager, handling everyday 
professional responsibilities It was Mick 
who approached John McVie to start 
Fleetwood Mac. John had recently learned 
to play bass “by taking the two top strings 
of a Hohner (six-string) guitar and playing 
bass on that." He had originally wanted to 
be a trumpeter. Though completely confi­ 
dent about his music now, John does not 
compose for the group and still feels “a lit­ 
tle scared sometimes — you look up and 
say, ‘All these people — for us?’" 
His wife, bom Christine Perfect ("I was 
Perfect until I married John,” she quips), 
was ortginally an art teacher, occasionally 
doing window design on Londons fash­ 
ionable Oxford Sheet Her parents had to 
force her to learn piano because she hated 
it. Now, though, she has written throe 
giant hits for the band (’’Over My Head, 


“Say You Love Me” and “Don’t Stop”), 
and her sultry glow is confident and pow­ 
erful yet provocatively vulnerable. 
The group’s new-found accessibility 
also seems to owe a lot to last year’s addi­ 
tions. Lindsay Buckingham, a guitarist of 
extreme technical expertise, combines a 
gut-level feel for music with an atomic- 
energy source for expressing himself His 
guitar solo rips regularly through the mid­ 
dle of his contribution to the Rumours 
album, the scorching hit, “(You Can) Go 
Your Own Way.” Then there’s blond- 
shagged vocalist Stevie Nicks, who, as the 
center spotlight’s closest friend, is often a 
swirl of chiffon portraying the dreamy 
Welsh witch Rhiannon from the hit song 
she wrote for the band earlier this year. 
“My songs are a rolling diary,” she says. 
“I’m a storyteller. 1 add a little, or take 
away.” For Stevie it began in high school. 
“I fell madly in love with this guy. Then he 
went to Mexico and I fell totally apart I just 
sat down and wrote a song. It was terribly 
sad, terribly emotional. It was a bummer, 
but it was a beginning ” 
Rumours and the preceding album, 
Fleetwood Mac, also recorded with the 
current lineup, have an energy and enthu­ 
siasm unmatched in rock. The songs on 
these albums have distinguished the new 
group not only from their earlier incarna­ 
tions but also from every other band 
Talking about their phenomenal year, 
Stevie explains, “I think audiences really 
like us as people, I think they have a good 
feeling towards us in a human way.” 
Soon Fleetwood Mac again will be criss­ 
crossing the country on tour. We car. only 
guess at the direction the group will take. 
Says Christine. “We never seem to stop 
progressing. 
Once you slot yourself, 
there’s only so far you can go in any one 
tight direction. I don’t want to stop ex­ 
perimenting, especially now that we have 
a combination of people who are able to 
do so many things so well.” 
“We can’t really say where we’re going," 
says Lindsay, “because idea wise, we’re 
always a little ahead of ourselves, which is 
the best creative situation to be in ”

Writing a check to your sav­ 
ings account when you make 
your rent or mortgage payment 
is another alternative Then you 
can put away more whenever 
you can afford it. You might start 
saving 3 to 6 percent of your 
take-home pay, and you should 
have at least three months’ salary 
in savings for emergencies. 
If you’re working, you’re prob­ 
ably covered by a pension plan, 
right? Wrong. Hans P Ziegler, 
vice president of the Trust Divi­ 
sion 
of 
Manufacturers 
Trust 
Company in New York City, 
notes, “Very few people realize 
that 50 percent of our total work 
force is not covered by a pension 
plan " You should investigate 
your status by checking with your 
company personnel office. 
If you’re not already covered 
by a pension plan, consider an 
Individual Retirement Account, 
which is available through most 
banks Workers may set aside up 
to 15 percent of their annual 
salary or $1,500, whichever is 
ess, and that money is exempt 
„ 
from current taxes. Then, start­ 
ing at age 59‘A, you make with­ 
drawals at any rate you wish and 
are taxed only on the amounts 
you withdraw each year Be sure 
the money deposited will not be 
needed for emergencies Should 
you need it before you reach 
59Vt, you will be stiffly penalized. 


If you’re self-employed and 
wish to set aside retirement mon­ 
ey, the Keogh Plan is for you. It 
functions like an Individual Re 
tirement Account, but the limit is 
higher Fifteen percent of your 
annual 
income 
or 
$7,500, 
whichever is less, may be set 
aside, and it is tax deferred. 


What about life insurance? For 
most people it’s an important 
part of long-range planning, but 
there are some points to consider 
before buying. 
Perhaps you won’t need to 
purchase insurance 
If you’re 
covered by a company group 
policy, it may be adequate. Do 


you have dependents? If not, 
buying insurance may not be the 
best use of your money 
If you do need insurance, 
you’ll want to know the differ­ 
ence between term life insurance 
and whole (or ordinary) life. 
Term insurance offers maximum 
protection for minimum cost for 


a limited period of time. Whole 
life or permanent insurance is 
more expensive for the amount 
of protection you receive, but 
people find it attractive for other 
reasons. For instance, as annual 
premiums are paid, the policy 
takes on a cash value, which you 
can borrow against or — near re­ 
tirement — take in cash or as an 
annuity. (An annuity is an ar 
rangement in which the insur 
ance company makes monthly 
payments to you for an agreed- 
upon tength of time.) 
Some families buy a combina­ 
tion of whole and term insur­ 
ance. The term insurance pro­ 
vides a large amount of protec­ 
tion against the untimely loss of 
income, while the whole life 
helps prepare for the future. 
You’ll need to evaluate your own 
needs and then find a good in­ 
surance agent to help select the 
best plan for you. 
Suppose you have a savings 
base, your pension plan is fine 
and you have insurance. Should 
you invest? Yes. If you have 
money that won’t be needed for 
emergencies then look into such 
growth investments as stocks, 
mutual funds, real estate and 
business 
ventures. 
Naturally, 
there are other possible growth 
opportunities, 
and 
if 
you’re 
knowledgeable in those areas 
and have the money, they can be 
rewarding investments.

HOW THE STARS 
TRY TO KEEP FIT 


They fast and dance and jog, but some still 
agree with Milton Berle: “Exercise only 
means that you’ll die healthier.”

The Mayor of New York City 
appointed me Commissioner of 
Youth and Physical Fitness — 
neither of which I have — so I 
decided to find how others stay 
in shape. 
I soon discovered that Jimmy 
Carter keeps fit by playing tennis 
or, when he’s in Plains, canoeing 
and swimming. He eats properly, 
rarely drinks and never smokes. 
And no matter how busy he is, 
he finds time to walk up stairs 
rather than take the elevator, 
which keeps his Secret Service 
tubbos in shape, too. 
Then 1 checked out the stars. 
Charlton Heston told me that he 
runs to keep fit but “hates” it. “I 
do it because I make my living 
with my waistline,” he said, “and 
15 minutes of running is as good 
a conditioner as there is. It’s bor­ 
ing and no fun. You can’t sing or 
rehearse poems in your head 
while running, but an actor’s 
body is the instrument he uses, 
and any demanding role requires 
physical fitness.” 
I soon noticed that jogging is 
the “in” outdoor sport. From my 
window overlooking New York’s 
Central Park you can see all sorts 
of shapes, sizes and forms hob­ 
bling around the footpath of the 
reservoir.

are high, a man’s earning power is usually 
moderate and the baby’s demands on his 
wife’s energy can be overwhelming. Karen 
may find that satisfaction with her mar­ 
riage drops during this period. 
By the time Phil has two children in 
school, he finds that his main object in life 
is “keeping everything synchronized and 
steady.” Things that he once welcomed as 
exciting have less appeal. The demands of 
job and children are so high that a good 
amount of predictability in his life now 
seems attractive. 
“Happiness at this 
period," says Dr. Harry, "seems to depend 
on keeping life running as a unit with 
neither job nor family as a prominent solo.’ 
Although Phil manages to achieve this 
job-family balance, life has some prob­ 
lems. Marriage researchers have found 
that school-age time can be the most diffi­ 
cult period for a couple. Preschoolers, de­ 
spite the constant attention they require, 
have no school or social obligations. 
Parents can schedule daily routines, vaca­ 
tions and weekends as they wish. But 
school-age children’s school schedules, 
dancing lessons, Little League, etc. very 
much shape parents’ daily lives. As the 
children become more independent, re­ 
search indicates that Phil’s and Karen’s 
satisfaction with their marriage will prob­ 
ably take a dramatic upward turn. 
By the time the children are teenagers, 
Phil suddenly realizes time is beginning to 
run out. He doesn’t want to spend his en­ 
tire life in the same predictable routine. He 
again wants excitement. 
Until now, Phil wasn’t worried that he 
didn’t have much money. Now, however, 
to feel happy he needs a dependable in 
come and some solid reserve. Otherwise, 
he will fear a difficult retirement 
When the children are grown and out 
on their own. Phil can relax. He enjoyed 
the excitement he craved during the chil 
dren’s adolescence and now is content 
with his life. Though magazines constantly 
run articles about “empty nest” difficulties, 
investigations by sociologists show that the 
modern couple frequently find the period 
after the children have left to be one of the 
happiest stages of their marriage 
“Phil 
mellowed,” says Dr. Harry. “He’s no 
longer after excitement. Yet he enjoys*a 
wide range of things: family, friends, job, 
going out, puttering at home, hobbies 
“For people who move through life on 
schedule,’ who marry around the age 
when most people marry, who have chil­ 
dren at typical ages, who stay fully 
employed, married and healthy, life seems 
to grow happier as they grow older. 
Dr. Harry found that on-schedule peo­ 
ple like Phil and Karen can expect to have 
their happiness increase as long as both 
are healthy and they have an adequate in­ 
come. His conclusion. “All my research 
suggests that if a man stays pretty much on 
schedule in life and seeks the mix of in-

Recent research has shown that there 
are different ingredients in a man s life 
work, marriage, excitement, children, lei­ 
sure, money — and that to be happy he 
needs varying combinations of them at dif­ 
ferent stages of his lif e. 
Sociologist Joseph Harry of the Univer­ 
sity of Nebraska has explored the stages 
men go through in depth. Using a cross 
section of typical American men, Dr. 
Harry divided them into six stages, single; 
married, no children, m a r r ie d , preschool 
children; married, school-age children; 
married, 
teenage 
children; 
married, 
children grown. The happiness patterns he 
discovered can be useful to every man — 
and to his family. 
Let’s take a typical young, single man 
We’ll call him Phil and go with him through 
life, noticing what makes him happy and 
unhappy at each stage. As a bachelor, Phil 
is happy if he has a fairly interesting job 
that provides him with a decent amount of 
money that he can use to create an ex­ 
citing, fun-filled hfe. Since he’s moving 
from job to job, Phil’s friends change with 
some frequency. 
Phil marries Karen and moves into the 
married, no children stage. Now his de 
mands on life are more complex. He’s still 
interested in his job and in fun and excite­ 
ment, but for him to feel happy he and 
Karen have to agree on leisure activities. 
Phil’s and Karen’s first baby changes 
their priorities. Because of heavy ex­ 
penses, they have some battles over 
money,* and when for a few months Karen 
devotes nearly all her time to the baby, Phil 
is miserable. Eventually they realize that 
even tf they have to squeeze the budget 
hard elsewhere, money spent on baby sit­ 
ters is necessary for a balanced life. 
Many experts call this married preschool 
stage the “life-crunch period.’’ Expenses

Intentions and so 
on, and that the most frequent clues that 
we unconsciously note are the slight 
movements of the eyes and facial muscles, 
involuntary gestures, short hesitations and 
inflections erf the voice Since the evalua­ 
tion of these clues usually to done uncon­ 
sciously, we become conscious only of the 
result of the judgment 
2. True. As Machotka points out, many of 
our relationships with people are b ased 
largely on our unconscious reactions to 
them, avoidance of certain people, devel­ 
opment of friendliness, hesitation in ac 
cepting help or cooperation from some 
one, acceptance of the convictions and at­ 
titudes of other people, for example. How 
much unconscious perceptions help in 
dealing with others and in coping with 
various situations depends on the extent to 
which we heed the promptings that result 
from these perceptions. They can play a 
central role In supplying us with a con­ 
tinuous flow of information regarding how 
others feel about us, how they respond to 
us, the effect of the interplay of moods and 
attitudes, etc. All this plays a considerable 
part in providing smooth contacts with 
people and in working out a compromise 
between their Interests and our own 
wishes or values. 
3. True Studies conducted at the Institute 
erf Personality Assessment and Research 
cite findings showing that people widely 
differ in the ease with which they can relax 
mentally to heed the flow of impulses and 
imagery arising from unconscious layers of 
the personality.

acid. So doctors sometimes give extra folic acid to 
expectant mothers. 
Are there any medicines to avoid during preg­ 
nancy? Surprisingly, despite frequent scare ar­ 
ticles, there is no evidence that any of the common 


medicines harm a developing baby. Aspirin, cough 
syrups, antihistamines, even cortisone drugs and 
allergy injections, are safe. Thalidomide, the drug 
of a decade ago that caused babies to be bom with 
deformed limbs, was a medical rarity. 
Dietary pitfalls in pregnancy are few. So normal 
diet and a few vitamin-mineral pills should prevent 
many problems.

A newborn’s health depends largely on what the 
expectant mother eats. So diet is one of the most 
important considerations in pregnancy Producing 
a baby is work, as most women and almost no 
men understand. Carrying a child and nourishing 
it require an extra 300 calories a day in the 
mother’s diet. That’s 75,000 calories during the 
complete pregnancy. But don’t do it aii at once. 
Calorie usage should start slowly. Few calories are 
needed during the first three months when the 
growing fetus is small, but during the next six 
months, an expectant mother should take in an 
additional 300 calories a day. 
That’s why doctors weigh mothers-to-be each 
visit. Eating more than 300 extra calories a day 
puts on excessive weight, which is hard to get rid 
of later. Too much weight also can lead to high 
blood pressure, diabetes and problems with deli­ 
very. A big mother will produce a big baby, and al­ 
though large babies usually do well, they are 
somewhat harder to deliver and could suffer from 
the procedure. 
A small baby that comes from an undernourished 
mother is the most likely to have complications 
during the first few hours. Babies from undernour 
ished mothers tend to be undernourished, a condi 
tion doctors call fetal deprivation. Such infants 
have a higher death rate and, if they live, often 
show signs of nervous-system damage 
An overweight mother-to-be should not diet 
during pregnancy because dieting increases the 
chances of producing a sick baby. So plan to take 
in only an extra 300 calories a day during the last six 
months of pregnancy, and try to keep the weight 
gain before delivery to 24 pounds. 
Iron is important, too. Most American women 
do not have enough of it stored in their bodies to 
supply both their own needs and the needs of the 
growing baby. The baby will steal from the mother 
as much as It needs, so diet in pregnancy must in­ 
clude enough iron, which is found in eggs, meat 
and all colored fruits and vegetables. Calcium is 
also important. A quart of milk a day will supply 
the amount needed to form baby’s bones and 
teeth«lf also will provide the protein that babys 
growing body requires. To be on the safe side, 
doctors prescribe calcium and iron piUs 
How about vitamins? Doctors prescribe them for 
good measure, but the only vitamin that might be 
missing if the mother eats a normal diet is folic

WHEN A HOMEMAKER 
MUST FIND WORK 


Getting a job can be a traumatic experience, but all 
those years of running a home and raising a family 
have given her valuable and marketable skills. 


By Janet Chase-Marshall 


The marketplace is a desert for the ex­ 
manager of a defunct household. She has 
no unemployment benefits or Social Se­ 
curity checks to ease the loss. And few 
employers are lined up to offer her work. 
Currently, there are between three and 
seven million “displaced homemakers" in 
the country — women who suddenly find 
themselves widows or divorcees, often af­ 
ter 20 or more years of marriage. 
Those years of dedication to their fami­ 
lies seem of little use in an already sorely 
overburdened job market. Too often, 
former homemakers are alone, afraid and 
sure the world has no need for them. In 
Los Angeles County, according to an of­ 
ficial of Public Social Services, about a 
third of all persons on general relief are 
displaced homemakers. They have been 
rightly called the “new poor." 
Says one such woman: “After being 
married for 28 years and raising four chil­ 
dren, my husband left me for a younger 
woman. I have no income; my ‘ex’ ignores 
the support he has been ordered to pay 
me. If I had minor children. I’d be eligible 
for welfare and legal aid. But I don’t really 
want charity; I want a job, I’ve looked 
everywhere. Nothing.” 
And another: “I’m 55 and a widow. I 
never had a chance for much formal edu­ 
cation. I got married young, and my hus­ 
band didn’t want me to work. Now I don’t 
have any skills outside the house." 
Several bills have been introduced in 
Congress in recent years to help the dis­ 
placed homemaker. The current bill, called 
HR-128, has been endorsed by President 
Carter. It would fund a minimum of 50 
centers across the country. Lori Shields, 
co-coordinator of the Alliance for Dis­ 
placed Homemakers, is hopeful that leg 
isietion will be passed by January 1978. 


Janet C h ase M arshall. a free lancer, is a contn 
buting editor o f Human Behavior m agatine and 
u/ntes fo r several publications including Made­ 
moiselle an d Seventeen. 


Last year, the country’s first center opened 
in Oakland, Calif. 
Besides job-training and placement, 
the California Displaced Homemakers 
Center (DHC), offers many other services, 
including skills assessment, peer-coun­ 
seling, assertiveness-training and work­ 
shops in self-employment, financial plan­ 
ning and coping with divorce and widow­ 
hood. Paid internships are available to 
some of the women while they are in the 
six-month job-training programs. 
The center is managed almost entirely 
by women who, not so long ago, found 
themselves unprepared for sudden sin­ 
glehood and the job market. 
Margaret Miller, DHC office manager, 
had been married for 32 years when her 
husband left her. At 49, she had no for­ 
mal job-training and had not earned a 
paycheck since World War II. “1 had 
spent my whole life being a superdaugh­ 
ter, a superwife, a supermother. Six 
months of job-hunting turned up only 
one offer — that of a lamp-shade pleater 
at $2.25 an hour. 
The philosophy of the DHC is that wo­ 
men who have run homes, raised families 
and assisted their husbands in their work 
have marketable skills — like budgeting, 
counseling, 
administration, 
community 
work and health care So Margaret Miller 
was hired. Says Milo Smith, the center’s 
executive director (and herself a displaced 
homemaker), “Margaret came in here say­ 
ing she couldn’t do anything, and now she 
is running the show." 
But. of course, not everyone can work 
for the center. In a depressed job market, 
where will these women find work? Ac­ 
cording to a DHC publication: “New jobs 
can be created if an employer is convinced 
that an added service will make his own 
organization more effective or that the ad­ 
dition of a new job will ultimately save 
money. (We) also hope to show some 
displaced homemakers how to be self-em­ 
ployed or establish a new business .” 
DHC also is gearing its training pro­ 
grams to the community’s needs. These 
include paramedical and paralegal assis 
tance to the elderly, work with disadvan 
taged groups in such areas as nutrition, 
housing and consumer advocacy; and 
fund-raising, bookkeeping and publicity 
services for struggling community groups 
“We cannot always provide jobs for 
every woman who comes to us," says 
Milo Smith, “but we do provide hope. 
We see women changing attitudes from 
their initial despair to growing self confi­ 
dence, changing roles from dependency 
to self-reliance and learning how skills used 
as homemakers can be made marketable ”

The Therapist's Art 


A picture can be worth a thousand words 
— at least when It’s one painted by a pa­ 
tient In therapy and Is being used by a psy­ 
chiatrist or specially trained art therapist. 
The art work can be used as a diagnostic 
tool to help detect a patient’s problems; as 
£n aid to therapy, functioning as a spring­ 
board to discussion in the same way that a 
dream might; and as a means of evaluat­ 
ing the patient’s response to treatment. 
“Art therapy Is especially valuable with 
those who have difficulty discussing their 
emotions, and also with children,” says Dr. 
Irene Jakab, a prof. of clinical psychiatry at 
the Univ. of Pittsburgh. Dr Jakab. who 
recently organized an exhibition of art from 
11 countries and 5 states for an interna­ 
tional psychiatric convention, says that the 
style, content and colors of the picture are 
all important. “The content shows what is 
on the patient’s mind, while the colors sug 
gest the type of feeling and Intensity, says 
Dr. Jakab. For Instance, sfrong colors such 
as reds, yellows and oranges, are often used 
by aggressive people, and brown, purples 
and grays are usually used by the de­ 
pressed. The picture above was painted by 
a Finnish woman nearing the end of her 
psychotherapy, and the smiling figure in a 
cheerful setting reflects the patient’s recon­ 
ciliation to her problem

Many people get wood 
from places like sawmills and lumber com­ 
panies, but did you ever think of looking in 
dumps and landfills? Sometimes as much 
as 30% of the debris in dumps consists of 
reusable wood fibers. Most wood won’t 
bum if it’s freshly cut, so purchase 
reasonably dry or seasoned wood Better 
yet, buy wood several months before 
you’ll use it. Softwoods, like pine, spruce 
and fir, catch fire easily and burn rapidly 
with a hot flame, so they're a good choice 
for a quick-warming fire. If you want a 
long-lasting fire, try hardwoods, such as 
ash, beech, birch, maple and oak. Re­ 
member to make sure the room is well 
ventilated, the damper open and the flue 
unobstructed before lighting the fire as 
poor ventilation will cause the fire to 
smoke. And be sure to place a screen in 
front of your grate to catch sparks. For 
more fireplace tips, take a look at the 
Government booklet Fireu/ood for Your 
Fireplace.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The $311 
difference between a typical federal 
employee’s retirement check and a 
monthly Social Security payment 
helped convince governm ent 
workers to shun the Social Security 
system. 
But the higher benefit was not the 
only difference that led federal 
workers to fight successfully against 
integration of their pension plan with 
Social Security. 
Some federal employees already 
qualify for both plans, meaning they 
can now look forward to two checks. 
And civil servants maintain their 
higher pension was intended. A 
bigger chunk of their paycheck goes 
to the retirement fund than is paid by 
those under Social Security, and ca­ 
reer employees enter government 
service partly because of the 
promise of the higher pension. 
The Social Security system is go­ 
ing broke, however, and the federal 
employees are being looked at 
hungrily by some as a potential mul­ 
tibillion dollar infusion of cash for 
the system 


But the proposal by the House 
Ways and Means Committee to bring 
them under the Social Security 
umbrella was thrown out by a 386-33 
vote recently, partly because of 
civil service resistance and partly in 
fear that the plan was not sufficient­ 
ly thought out. 
No one has suggested simply sub­ 
stituting Social Security for civil ser­ 
vice pensions. But the proposal did 
not say how the systems would be in­ 
tegrated, a fact that concerned many 
committee members. 
The differences between the 
systems now can be illustrated by 
looking at two 65-year-old employees 
ready to retire at the end of this 
year: a civil servant and an 
employee of a private business. 
Both make about $16,500 a year, 
the mean income of American 
families in 1976. 
The civil servant leaving gov­ 
ernment service after 35 years will 
get about $748 a month in pension or 
$8,960 a year, at least part of which is 
taxable. 
The retiring private employe will 


draw only $437 a month or $5,245 year 
In Social Security checks, which are 
not taxable. 
If the Social Security recipient has 
a spouse, the check is increased by 50 
per cent. $218.55 a month, making 
the total benefit $7,868 a year for the 
couple. A civil servant’s pension 
does not increase solely because of 
the presence of a spouse. 
The non-federal retiree may also 
receive a private pension. 
Federal employees contribute 7 
percent of their pay to their pension 
fund. Social Security now takes 5.85 
percent of pay up to a dollar limit, 
but the percentage is going up. 
Under both systems, the employer 
matches the employee contribution. 
The civil service system was 
designed as part of the com­ 
pensation for federal employes. Ur 
was to provide retirement income by 
itself, based on years of service and 
salary. 
Looking at it another way, federal 
pensions are now designed to be 
roughly equal to the retirement in­ 
come of a former employee of 


private business —■ which is normal 
ly Social Security plus a private pen- 
sion. 
, , 
, 
Social Security was not designed 
as a national pension system, 
although some argue it has essential­ 
ly become one. It is designed to 
provide income supplements to the 
elderly, the disabled and others to 
prevent them from becoming 
destitute. 
Many civil servants do not want to 
join Social Security because they are 
already covered. A survey of civil 
service retirees in 1969 showed 43 per 
cent were entitled to Social Security 
checks. 
To put all federal employes under 
Social Security would deprive many 
civil servants of the so-called “dou- 
ble dip” — federal pension and Social 
Security payments. 
To qualify for both, the worker 
must at some point have held a 
private job and have contributed to 
Social Security for a number of 
years. And losing that second pen­ 
sion could cost some future federal 
retirees $1,300 a year or more. 


If the federal employees were 
brought under Social Security, the 
pensioners would get retirement sti­ 
pends equal to the present civil ser­ 
vice pension. But this would be less 
than a regular federal pension plus 
Social Security. 
There are numerous other dif­ 
ferences between civil service 
retirement and Social Security. 
The Social Security recipient 
currently can earn only $3,600 a year 
in a job before the government 
begins to cut benefits, although the 
House has voted to lift that limit. 
But the civil service retiree can 
get another job — paying any amount 
— and still retain the full pension. 
Social Security recipients are eligi­ 
ble for all of Medicare’s benefits 
since the program is financed by 
Social Security taxes. 
But federal employes, who are not 
eligible for Social Security, are not 
eligible for Medicare. To retain 
health insurance coverage, the 
federal retiree must continue to pay 
premiums for the government super­ 
vised health insurance plan.

(AP) - Declaring 
that low farm prices may wipe out 
small towns, farmers from six 
midwestern states gathered to 
pledge support for a nationwide farm 
strike Dec. 14. 
“If I go down, business which is 
totally dependent on agriculture will 
go down, too,” said Stan DeBoer, a 
grain farmer from Bertrand, Neb. . 
“That means small town U.S.A. 
would be finished, my children 
wouldn’t be able to grow up on a 
farm,” he continued. “I’ve no alter­ 
native, I’ve got to fight ” 
DeBoer was among the «00 people 
who gathered in Topeka Sunday for a 
rally sponsored by American 
Agriculture, a loosely knit move 
ment of farmers headquartered w 
Springfield, Colo. 
The Kansas rally followed recent 
similar events in Texas and Georgia, 
with others scheduled in the future in 
N ebraska, 
Iowa, 
M innesota, 
Delaware and other farm states. 
DeBoer said prices for moat com­ 
modities are so low that farmers are 
going broke. He warned that 
American farm land increasingly is 
being bought up by large corpora­ 
tions and foreign investors 
‘The nation depends on agri­ 
culture,” he said. “We spend 19 per­ 
cent of our money on recreation and 
10 percent on food We have our 
priorities mixed up Believe me, peo­ 
ple, we cannot have cheap food and 
have the producers continuing to pro­ 
duce and feed his family and sur­ 
vive.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - Motorists 
arrested on drunken driving charges 
may be threatened with a temporary 
suspension of their driver s licenses 
if they refuse to take chemical or 
breath analysis tests, the Supreme 
Court said in effect today. 
The justices set aside a ruling by a 
three-judge federal court striking 
down a Massachusetts law that im­ 
posed a 90-day driver’s license 
suspension on any motorist refusing 
to take such tests after being stopped 
for alleged drunken driving 
All 50 states have similar laws. 
The Supreme Court sent the case 
back to the lower federal court with 
instructions to restudy it in light of a 
decision by the justices last May 
allowing for similar state action 
without a prior hearing 
The lower court decided that the 
M assachusetts law deprived 
motorists of their constitutional due 
process rights because it did not of­ 
fer them a pre-suspension hearing at 
which they could dispute whether 
they did in fact refuse to take the 
test 
The state law provides for such a 
hearing after the suspension. 
Donald Montrym challenged the 
law after his involvement in a traffic 
accident in Acton, Mass., on May 15, 
1976. 
Montrym’s station wagon and a 
motorcycle collided, and Montrym 
was subsequently arrested on 
charges including drunken driving. 
After accompanying the arresting 
officer to a police station, Montrym 
refused to take a breath analyzer 
test. Under state law, such a refusal 
when witnessed by a third party is 
grounds for a suspension of the 
motorist's driver s license 
Montrym, however, sued the state 
and succeeded in barring suspension 
of his driving privilege. 
In appealing to the Supreme Court, 
Massachusetts Atty. Gen. Francis 
Bellotti argued that laws imposing 
penalties for non-cooperation 


“represent the state’s attempts to 
deter and to detect drunken driving 
in the most effective manner yet 
devised” 
Bellotti said that the lower court s 
ruling “involves the extension of 
prior hearing doctrine into an exer­ 
cise of state police power never 
before considered by the court 
Last May, the Supreme Court 
voted unanimously that an Illinois 
law authorizing the revocation or 
suspension of driver’s licenses 
without preliminary hearings was 
valid. 
Overturning a lower court s deci­ 
sion in that case, the justices found 
that the requirement of holding 
preliminary hearings in every case 
in which the state found a driver’s 
record bad enough to suspend or 
revoke a license would impede the 
public interest of administrative ef­ 
ficiency as well as highway safety. 
In other actions today, the court: 
—Agreed to hear a claim by a 
California man that children should 
not be included in the definition of a 
community when community stan­ 
dards are used to judge allegedly 
obscene materials. 
—Refused to review the contempt 
of court conviction of an Idaho new­ 
spaper reporter who refused to dis- 
close the identity of a confidential 
source when ordered to so so in a 
civil suit, 
-Declined to hear an appeal by 
New York prosecutors who claimed 
they should be able to use evidence 
obtained by police against a physi­ 
cian convicted of sexually abusing 
his patients 
—Disbarred former Atty. Gen 
John N. Mitchell and former White 
House aide John D. Ehrlichnian 
from practice before the Supreme 
Court because of their criminal con­ 
victions in the Watergate coverup 
-Rebuffed for the third time an 
attempt to dismantle a racial 
desegregation plan for public schools 
in the Louisville, Ky., area.

Prince wings to Australia after threat 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - A 
telephone threat capped off a 
goodwill tour for Prince Charles, as 
Britain’s heir to the throne com­ 
pleted a hectic two-week swing 
through nine American cities, 
authorities said. 


Charles left San Francisco for 
Australia Sunday night after his 
flight was delayed two hours for 
security checks because a threat had 
been received by phone, spokesmen 
for the prince and Qantas Airlines 
said. Authorities wouldn’t elaborate 
about the nature of the threat. 


A Qantas spokesman said the 
threat was received by the San 
Mateo County sheriff’s office, which 


provided security officers for 
Charles’ departure. 
S ta te D ep artm en t o ffic ia ls 
wouldn’t confirm the incident, 
however. “The security checks were 
strictly an extra security measure 
we took,” said David Botsko, an 
agent for the State Department 
“That’s all we will say.” 
An airline spokesman also said 
there had been a minor, mechanical 
problem with the Boeing 747 jet, but 
wouldn't specify the difficulty. 
Charles, apparently unruffled by 
the delay, relaxed in an airport 
lounge and chatted with San Fran­ 
cisco Mayor George Moscone before 
departing at about 10:50 p.m. PST. 
it was a composure the prince had 


displayed throughout the whirlwind 
United States tour which demanded 
he cope with the unusual and 
unexpected. 
In a breathless schedule, the 
prince donned cowboy togs and rode 
the range in Texas, received an

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Organized pushers supply 
truck drivers with pep pills 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Truck drivers who must stay 
awake to make a delivery on time can dial a phone 
number in 41 major American cities and purchase a drug 
that will do the job. 
In many cases the drug turns out to be Caffeine, 
although the trucker* are paying prices commensurate 
with the amphetamine market. But according to a 
copyright story in a San Bernardino newspaper, the pills 
are often illegal drugs, manufactured in Mexico or in 
bathtubs in the United States. 
The stay-awake pills are sold at truck stops by home- 
based dealers working for a highly organized distribution 
ring that up until now has not been bothered by the law 
Federal drug law enforcement officers have made pur­ 
chases in the past, but found the pills, selling for $45 per 
100, to be no more than caffeine, which is sold at drug 
stores for 1.5 cents per tablet. “ It’s as unethical as can be, 
but there’s no law against it,” one DEA official told the 
newspaper, because caffeine is not a controlled sub­ 
stance. 
But the newspaper made an undercover purchase at a 
local truck stop and a toxicologist analyzed the pills as 
high-quality, commercially-manufactured “ speed " 
The DEA is aware of the nationwide caffeine drug ring 
operating out of truck stops and has been monitoring the 
group’s activities for two years. A1 Russell, acting deputy 
DEA director, said one person apparently masterminds 
the operation.

Unemployment benefit shakeup? 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — At least 78,000 Californians 
may lose all unemployment benefits under reforms now 
being developed by the Brown Administration, a Los 
Angeles newspaper reported today. 
To increase benefits for 94 per cent of the state's 
1,380,000 claimants, many short-time workers in con­ 
struction, food processing, agriculture, motion pictures, 
and retail and wholesale trades would be cut from the 
program, the paper reported. 
People who work just long enough to qualify for the pro­ 
gram would also have a harder time collecting benefits, 
the newspaper said. 
By reducing the number eligible for benefits, $44 
million would be available to those left in the program, 
the paper said. 
The money would be enough to raise the maximum 
weekly benefit from $104 to $141 without hiking unemploy­ 
ment insurance taxes, which are expected to hit $1.45 
billion next year. The lowest weekly benefit is currently 
$30, with $73 — 44 per cent of gross pay — being the 
average, the paper said. 
The paper reported that 30 out of 49 other states have 
higher maximum benefits than California, although only 
two pay higher minimum benefits. 
To determine who would be cut from the program, the 
Brown Administration has proposed tightening its 
eligibility test, which requires that a worker earn $750 in 
one year to collect benefits lasting up to 26 weeks 


That requirement would be retained, but applicants 
would also have to prove they worked at least 10 weeks. 
The new standard would prevent highly paid workers — 
such as actors — from collecting benefits after earning 
$750 in only a few days. Fourteen states now have such a 
standard. 
The 10-week cutoff would affect 78,000 workers, the 
paper said. A 12-week requirement would affect 130,000 
workers, with 14 weeks affecting 182.000. the newspaper 
said. 
Martin Glick. director of the state Employment 
Development Department, said one reason the 10-week 
requirement is being considered as part of the reform 
package is to discourage what he called a “ lifestyle of 
minimum work,” 
“You find quite a few times that the people who have 
the most minimum work are almost into a lifestyle of 
minimum work, and then draw the whole UI benefit and 
then go back to a minimum amount of work to requalify 
for benefits again,” he said. 
The reforms, which are in the final stages of develop­ 
ment, appear to have the approval of several key in­ 
terests — including employers and the California Labor 
Federation, the paper said. The changes require ap­ 
proval by the Legislature. 
One major opponent is the Teamsters Union, which 
represents cannery workers The union says 14,000 of its 
members would be hurt by the changes, but the state es­ 
timates that 6,200 workers would be affected. 


Business cards, with a list of phone numbers to call in 
41 cities, are distributed at the truck stops.

Caffeine and amphetamines have the same immediate 
effect — they keep the truck driver awake on long hauls. 
But the amphetamines cause hallucinations, problems in 
depth and distance perception and are habit forming, said 
one drug official, 
“From a strictly humanistic point of view, you might 
say the truck drivers are better off getting caffeine in­ 
stead of amphetamines,” said an official. 


Flies make woman an activist 


VISTA (AP) - This fly situation 
has just gotten out of hand. Nellie 
Barber figured, so she filled a bag 
with two pounds of dead flies and 
presented them to the county Board 
of Supervisors. 


A Municipal Court judge in Pomona 
declared Los Angeles County’s fly 
ordinance unconstitutional this 
month stating it was too vague to en­ 
force. So far, the county has not ap­ 
pealed the ruling nor passed a new 
ordinance. 


They promptly appointed the 66- 
year-old retired schoolteacher to the 
county fly board. 
A perfect choice. 
“I have no compassion for flies," 
says Mrs. Barber, who has rigged up 
a backpack insecticide sprayer to 
stalk flies in her yard. 
The problem, she says, are the 


chicken ranches near her home 
Thousands of flies breed in wet 
chicken manure left for months on 
the ground beneath chicken coops. 
Largely because of Mrs Barber's 
efforts, the county supervisors will 
consider a new fly control ordinance 
in November. 
What's a good way to collect a bag 
of flies? 
“ I can vacuum them off a living 
room window,” she said. “Then I 
squirt insecticide into the vacuum. 
See th at window over there? 
Sometimes it is solid black with 
flies.” 
in winter, she said, the flies 
“swarm down the chimney. We can 
no longer use our fireplace." 
“ We used to have picnics outside, 
but the flies would come,” she said. 
“ It's embarrassing when we have 
friends over. It’s a crime we can’t 
enjoy our own property.” 


She said things are so bad that 
neighbors are always asking each 
other, “ How are your flies?" 


County supervisors recently 
ordered chicken ranchers to turn 
their manure more often and keep it 
from building up too high. Turning it 
keeps it drier and cuts fly breeding 
In the past, ranchers would let the 
manure pile up as high as four feet, 
and it would then be taken away by 
fruit and vegetable farmers for fer­ 
tilizer. 
James Kellogg, a chicken farmer 
who lives near Mrs Barber, says he 
runs a clean operation. “ My ranch is 
as clean or cleaner than the others in 
the county,” he said. 
"As long as there is a pile of 
manure, there will be flies,” Kellogg 
added. 
But Mrs Barber’s neighbors are 
not satisfied with that answer 
Resignations bring crisis 
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LOS ANGELES (AP) — Patients 
were diverted from the Metropolitan 
State Hospital in Norwalk over the 
weekend and other actions were 
taken to avert a crisis in the wake of 
a shutdown of three acute care 
wards. 


“ At the present time, we seem to 
have things under control with the 
emergency procedures," the coun­ 
ty’s acting deputy director of mental 
health, Dr. Harold Mavritte, said 
Sunday. 


Hospital officials say under­ 
staffing from recent resignations 
caused the ward closing, and coin­ 
cided with the release of a licensing 
inspection team’s report The inspec­ 
tors cited the hospital for staff shor­ 
tages and other violations of state 
and federal care regulations 


County health officials began 
sending new patients to other county 
contract hospitals and put a pool of 
physicians on standby to help out at 
Norwalk, Mavritte said. The county 
can handle its patients’ needs 
through contract hospitals for up to 
30 days, he said. 
Admissions were sharply cut down 
but not halted, Mavritte said The 
county sent 28 patients to the facility 
as of noon Sunday compared with the 
55 7 patients sent during an average 
weekend, he said. 
Metropolitan administrator Nick 
Burgeson said the closing of the 
three wards — eliminating 150 beds 
— came only because five physicians 
resigned and left the hospital under­ 
staffed. 
Burgeson said about half of the 
licensing report violations cited 


physical plant problems and hospital 
officials were already working to 
correct many others. He said about 
half of the violations would be elimi­ 
nated by the end of the week 
On Friday, County Supervisor Ed 
Edelman asked Gov. Edmund Brown 
Jr. to order medical personnel 
tran sferred from other state 
facilities to the Norwalk hospital to 
make sure that critically ill patients 
won't be turned away. Burgeson said 
that would create problems at other 
hospitals 
Burgeson said recruitment has 
been the hospital’s main problem. 
The issue is not simply more 
money,’ he said “Our problem has 
been that doctors are not lining up at 
the door This is not the nicest piace 
in the world ”

Brother wounded 
Pomona woman accused 
of slaying her sister

A Pomona woman shot her sister 
to death and wounded her brother 
early Sunday as the result of a con­ 
tinuing family argument, police 
reported 
The fatal shooting, shortly after 
midnight, was the second homicide 
in the city during the weekend. 
The slaying occurred in the street 
in the 2100 block of Kellogg Park 
Drive. Police said that Brenda Jean 
Hyatt, 27, of E. 83rd Street, Los 
Angeles, was killed instantly by a 
shotgun pellet which struck her in 
the left temple. Her brother, 


Lawrence Turner, 25, of Rosemead, 
was wounded in the legs. He was 
released after treatment at Pomona 
Valley Community Hospital. 
Police later arrested the victims’ 
sister. Susan L. Warfield, 32, and 
booked her on suspicion of both 
murder and attempted murder. 
Investigators said that Mrs. War­ 
field and her husband, Larry, 29, had 
invited friends to a party at their 
home at 2129 Kellogg Park Drive. 
They said that during the party the 
suspect, Mrs. Warfield, and the vic­ 
tims argued over child raising. 
They charged that eventually Mrs. 
Warfield ordered everyone to leave 


and when her sister and brother went 
only as far as the street she got a 12- 
gauge shotgun from a closet, fired 
one shot inside the house and three 
others at the victims. 
The officers who arrived first on 
the scene reported finding Mrs. 
Hyatt lying dead in the street and 
Turner, leaning against a parked 
car, wounded in the legs. 
They arrested Mrs. Warfield inside 
her home. 
The weekend’s first homicide oc­ 
curred Saturday. A 15-year-old 
Pomona youth was killed in a free- 
for-all in which knives and tire irons 
were used, police said.

Claims of $4 million have been 
filed against San Bernardino County 
by survivors of a rape-slaying inci­ 
dent that occur red in Montclair last 
May. 
County supervisors will consider 
four claims today for routine denial. 
Damages are being sought by 
Hershel Townsend and Pauline 
Munro, parents of the rape-murder 
victim; a nine-year-old boy who 
witnessed the crime; and a second 
rape victim. 
The claims are in connection with 
the slaying of 15-year-old Audrey 
Townsend, the stabbing and beating 
of her mother, Mrs Munro, and the 
rape of another teen-age girl. 
The city of Montclair recently 
rejected similar claims totalling 94 
million on behalf of the family, 
stating there was no precedent for 


such claims. 
An attorney being retained by the 
family, John N. Leamard of San 
Diego, argues the county had 
knowledge that the suspect in the 
crime “ was mentally ill and had a 
propensity to commit rape and other 
violent acts.” 
Leamard said the county did 
nothing to protect family members 
from attack, thereby allowing Miss 
Townsend to be murdered, Mrs. 
Munro to be stabbed and beaten and 
another victim to be raped. 
A nine-year-old boy, the brother of 
Miss Townsend who witnessed the 
brutal slaying, is also a party to the 
claim. 
A West Valley Superior Court jury 
is deliberating the guilt or innocence 
of a suspect who has been tried for 
the crimes. 
He is Clarence Hill, a Montclair 
resident.

LONDON (AP) - The British 
government took the lid off the pound 
sterling today, suspending efforts to 
hold down its value and allowing it to 
float freely in the world’s money 
markets. 


The value of the British currency 
shot up from $1.77 to about $1.84 in 
early hectic trading on the London 
exchange. Later it dropped to $1.827, 
then returned to $1.832 as dealers 
tried to cope with a flood of orders. 


The upward revaluation of the 
pound, which many financial 
observers had considered under­ 
valued, was aimed primarily at 
heading off new inflation by making 
imports cheaper. 
What does the move mean to 
Americans? 
British goods will be more expen­ 


sive and less competitive in the 
United States and on other world 
markets. 
“ The further loss of com ­ 
petitiveness of a rising pound will not 
be welcome to industry,” said John 
Methven, director-general of the 
Confederation of British Industry. 
The revaluation, with its higher ex­ 
change rate, was a blow to the 
pocketbooks of Americans and other 
foreign tourists here. It was also an 
overnight windfall for British 
travelers abroad. 
The pound also rose against other 
key European currencies in early 
trading today — from 4 02 German 
marks to 4.13, and from 8.61 French 
francs to 8.85. 
A prediction of the government’s 
action in a Sunday London new­ 
spaper triggered similar increases 


on exchanges in the Far East, which 
open some hours before the London 
market because of the time differ­ 
ences. 


The goverment announced that 
beginning today, the Bank of 
England would no longer try to keep 
the value of the pound down by 
purchasing dollars and other foreign 
currencies. 


The purpose of the national bank's 
intervention had been to help make 
British exports more competitive in 
price. But growing belief abroad that 
the pound was undervalued resulted 
in a flood of foreign currency into 
London to buy pounds and hold them 
for profitable resale after the ex­ 
pected revaluation. The influx 
threatened to send the inflation rate 
up again. 
Fluorocarbon container warning 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Starting 
today, newly shipped aerosol cans of 
deodorants, hair spray and other 
cosmetic products propelled by 
fluorocarbon must carry a label 
warning of possible damage to 
atmosphere's ozone layer and danger 
to public health. 


But the cosmetics industry got an 
early Christmas present from the 
Food and Drug Administration, with 
the result that some 43 million to 60 
million containers of fragrances al­ 
ready in production and distribution 
for the peak holiday sales period are 
exempt from the labeling require­ 
ment 


Most fluorocarbon containers in­ 
tended for interstate shipment must 
carry the legend: 
“ Warning — Contains a chlo­ 
rofluorocarbon that may harm the 
public health and environment by 


reducing ozone in the upper at­ 
mosphere.” 
The FDA issued the labeling 
requirement after the National 
Academy of Sciences reported last 
year that if the ozone layer is eroded, 
the increase in ultraviolet light 
reaching the earth's surface could 
cause more skin cancer, change cli­ 
mates and affect crop yields. 
But FDA Commissioner Donald 
Kennedy last July heeded a request 
by the Cosmetic, Toiletry and 
Fragrance Association that canned 
fragrances already made or shipped 
by today be exempt from the 
requirement until Dec. 31, after the 
Christmas sales period. 
The industry group said it would 
cost up to $4 million to put new labels 
on such containers and also would 
disrupt sales. 
The labeling requirement is a step 
in the government's effort to even­ 


tually ban the distribution of 
fluorocarbon-propelled 
aerosol 
products by April 15, 1979. 


About 25 per cent of 2.4 billion 
aerosol cans produced in the United 
States this year use fluorocarbon 
propellants. 
Many manufacturers 
have switched to hydrocarbons, 
pump sprays and other means of 
propulsion for their products 
because of the ozone controversy. 
The FDA has jurisdiction over 85 
per cent of the products using 
fluorocarbons. 


The Consumer Product Safety 
Commission will require an identical 
warning on air fresheners and 
household cleaners next Feb 
19 
Last April 15, the Environmental 
Protection Agency began requiring 
aerosol insecticides and pesticides to 
contain a simple label notation that 
they contain fluorocarbons. 


Amtrak cutting back on service 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Some 
Amtrak commuters found their 
regular trains canceled today as the 
national passenger rail service 
began making budget-dictated cut­ 
backs, mostly in the Northeast. 
An Amtrak spokesman said Sun­ 
day four trains were being cut this 
week and others tentatively are 
scheduled for elimination on Nov. 6. 


He said the lines might yet be saved 
if Congress «.pproves more money. 
A Senate Appropriations sub­ 
committee voted last week to give 
Amtrak an additional $18 million to 
keep the trains running, but final 
congressional action still must be 
taken

Conferees seek 
compromise on 
abortion policy 


WASHINGTON (AP) — House and Senate members are 
trying once more to reach a compromise on the abortion 
policy that will regulate the government’s health service 
programs for the poor during the next year. 
But congressional leaders say that even if House-Senate 
conferees do not succeed by their self-imposed deadline of 
midnight tonight, the dispute is unlikely to jeopardize 
paychecks for government employees whose agencies’ 
funds are tied to the question. 
The conferees planned to meet today to discuss the last 
remaining obstacle delaying passage of a $60.2 billion 
appropriations bill for the departments of Labor and 
Health. Education and Welfare and some smaller, related 
agencies. 
The conferees have tried without success to agree on an 
abortion policy since July. The proposal that Congress ap- 
poves will affect programs like Medicaid and social ser­ 
vices until Sept. 30, 1978. 
Should they fail again today, they probably will ask 
Congress to pass and the President to sign a second 
resolution ensuring that the agencies have operating 
money while the debate goes on. 
Sen Warren G. Magnuson, DWash , who heads the 
Senate conferees, said ‘the chances are good’’ that a con­ 
tinuing resolution will go through if no agreement is 
reached 
But he noted. “ I want to get this done if I can on Mon­ 
day.’’ 
Congress passed the first resolution on Oct 13 to silence 
the protests of about 240,000 federal employees whose 
paychecks were threatened 
The conferees have had no formal meetings since then, 
but members and their aides have worked informally. 
If Congress does not pass a second resolution, congres­ 
sional aides say most affected employees will be paid un­ 
til Nov, 10. 
The agencies would be forced to curtail administrative 
spending, but the government would continue making 
payments for welfare, unemployment insurance and 
other social services indefinitely. 
The only public action taken by the conferees until now 
was a 59-33 vote by the Senate last week to reject the 
latest House proposal. 
The House proposal would have permitted abortion 
funding where a woman’s life would be jeopardized by a 
full-term pregnancy, the same provision that was written 
into law last year and is still in effect because of the 
resolution. 
The House language also would allow payments for 
prompt treatment of rape and incest victims who report 
the incidents to police.

DEAR DR. JOYCE 
BROTHERS: I worry 
about my wife because we 
both work. Our hours are 
the same yet she seems 
to need to be alone and 
quiet more than I. I've 
asked her many times if 
she’s angry with me. 
Although she says she 
isn’t, I find it hard to 
believe or accept that she’s 
going to her room just to 
"ead. It depresses me to be 
alone. I grew up in a large 
family. In my home when 
someone went to his room, 
we assumed that be was 
mad or that somebody bad 
done something to offend 
him. We felt togetherness 
was important. Maybe 
that’s why I feel hurt when 
my wife takes off. Am I 
wrong? — P.K. 


DEAR P.K.: I think it’s 
important for couples to 
accept and respect each 
other’s individual needs. 
For some people, it’s vital 
for their well-being and 
emotional health to be 
alone for certain periods of 
the day. This doesn’t mean 
they’re angry, sad or hurt. 
It merely means they want 
some time erf solitude to 
think, miditate or perhaps 
repair frayed nerves. 
Dr. John Eccles. Nobel 
prize winner for his 
research on nerve cells, 
feels that unless the 
average man and woman 
get away from the bom­ 


bardment of news, trivia 
and violence that assaults 
them daily, their minds 
become filled with useless 
thoughts and a kind of 
chaos results. Every 
person should take some 
time each day when he can 
sit quietly. This enables 
him to keep his perspective 
and prevents him from be­ 
ing overwhelmed. 
You may not feel you 
need this, and you may not, 
but your wife obviously 
does. Try to understand 
and allow her this 
freed o m . Too much 
togetherness can destroy 
marriage. When both 
partners maintain their in­ 
dividuality, each has more 
to bring the other. This 
adds stimulation to their 
relationship and keeps it 
alive 
DEAR DR. JOYCE 
BROTHERS: My 30-year- 
old daughter recently got 
married. We were always 
unusually close, even after 
her marriage. Lately, 
though, she seems remote. 
I mentioned this to her hus­ 
band and he admitted that 
he too has noticed a kind of 
coolness and depression 
that didn’t use to be there. 
When I asked her if she 
was down in the dumps, 
she said she was. Either 
she doesn’t know why, or 
else she isn’t telling me or 
her husband. Usually, one 
afternoon a week we go 
shopping together. Last 


week, she canceled. When I 
called her back she wasn’t 
home so I’m afraid she 
may be seeing another 
man. Is there anything I 
can do? — D.D. 
DEAR D.D : No, I’m 
afraid not. This is a per­ 
sonal matter and if she 
wants to discuss it, if it’s 
true, then it’s up to her to 
bring it up. In other words, 
I believe that unless she 
comes to you about some 
specific problem and asks 
for help, there’s absolutely 
nothing you can do. 
I think you may be leap­ 
ing to the wrong conclu­ 
sion, however. Your 
daughter could be going 
through a period of mild 
depression caused by some 
kind of stress she herself is 
not aware of. Try not to 
pressure her, but let her 
know you’re there in case 
she needs you. 
If she is seeing another 
man, and if she does con­ 
fide in you, then it will put 
you in a very difficult posi­ 
tion with her husband, for 
no matter how much you 
like him, your first loyalty 
must be to your daughter. 
If she trusts you enough to 
confide in you. then you’re 
honor-bound not to break 
that faith. 
Until you have solid 
evidence, assume that her 
depression is temporary 
and is something she will 
work through in her own 
time.

Miam i bribes 
truants to school 


MIAMI (AP) — Pupils who play hooky from two local 
schools may miss out on Frisbees, hamburgers. T-shirts 
and yo-yos as well as readin’, writin' and ’rithmetic. 
Children and teachers at Brownsville Junior High and 
Douglas Elementary schools in Dade County are being of­ 
fered gifts in an effort to curtail sagging attendence. The 
prizes for the teachers include gasoline, record albums 
and dinners. 
The two schools have the worst truancy and teacher ab­ 
senteeism rates in the school system, and that is costing 
the schools state funds. 
The state pays $824 annually for every student enrolled, 
but only if the student is in school during an annual census 
count. That count was taken earlier this month, and gave 
Brownsville and Douglas the poor records. 
Brownsville averaged 13 per cent absenteeism last year 
and Douglas 8 per cent. But both schools reported im­ 
provement this year after school officials began putting 
pressure on parents to send their children to school. 
School officials hope their campaign will help pupils 
even if it doesn’t solve the money problem

WASHINGTON (A P) — Congress is moving closer to 
adopting a bill outlawing child pornography, which one 
lawmaker says has exploded into a multimillion (foliar 
business using children as young as three. 
The latest step was an 85-1 vote in the Senate Monday 
night for passage of a bill outlawing the use of children 
under 16 in the production of pornographic magazines, 
films and other materials. It also bars the interstate sale 
and distribution of such materials 
The measure is similar to one passed recently by the 
House. But still another bill of this nature is expected to 
be acted on by the House next week, so the final form of 
the legislation is yet to be determined. 
The Senate bill provides for fines of up to $10,000 and 
imprisonment for two to 10 years for a first conviction. 
For a second conviction, the penalties would be fines of up 
to $15,000 and imprisonment for five to 15 years

"While we are opposing 
the Nov. 8 Pomona Valley 
Municipal Water District 
special bond election, the 
grant funds cannot be used 
for this,” explained Mary 
Jane Merrill, league presi­ 
dent. 
“The grant covers a 
special educational project 
from Nov. 15 to Nov. 15, 
1978.” 


Mrs. Merrill added that a 
grant from the federal 
agency for such a project 
is somewhat unusual 
although a number of 
voters leagues in the nation 
have received grant3 from 
federal agencies for en­ 
vironmental studies. 
The league’s plans, 
which also have been aj> 
proved by the Southern 
California Association of 
Governments and the 
California Department of 
Planning and Research, in­ 
clude the publication of a 
study report, public 
workshops and a tour of 
water facilities. 
According to Mrs. 
M e r r ill, 
the 
grant 


stipulates that the league 
publish a report of its 
studies and make this 
report available to the 
public. 
The funds will cover the 
cost of the report plus the 
expenses required in 
providing outside speakers 
at workshops offered as a 
community informational 
service. 
The grant application, 
filed last Februrary, was 
based on the league’s two- 
year study of Claremont’s 
water situation.

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Vets win battle, 
lose the war 


If the upcoming Veterans Day on Nov. 11 is con­ 
fusing in the face of having just had such an obser­ 
vance on Oct. 24 with all federal agencies shut 
down, including the post office, have patience, for it 
won’t be that way next year when Nov. 11 will once 
again be the only official Veterans Day throughout 
the nation. 
This happenstance is due to the strident activities 
of the once mighty veteran organizations such as 
the American Legion who have prevailed upon all 
lawmakers to restore the November date as their 
official day. In doing so the veteran groups have 
won a battle while all around them they have been 
losing the veterans’ war. 
The idea which resulted in an October Veterans 
Day was part of the plan to observe all but such 
traditional holidays as Christmas, New Year’s and 
Thanksgiving on the Friday or Monday closest to 
the actual date, avoiding mid-week work interrup­ 
tions and giving employees three-day weekends. 
As for Veterans Day, originally called Armistice 
Day, its celebration on Nov. 11 as a day of peace 
had become somewhat hollow with the advent of 
World War II, Korea and Vietnam. Since October 
was without holidays, it was advanced to that 
month, thus avoiding two holidays in November 
The switching of the day, however, suddenly 
became a “cause” for the nation’s veteran 
organizations still dominated by WW I veterans. 
Their campaigning made the lawmakers quickly 
back off in state after state and in the Congress. 
Nov. 11 was restored in most states and will be by 
the federal law next year. 
It provides a classic example of how some pres­ 
sure groups will storm over some relatively unim­ 
portant issue and through such distraction over­ 
look things of vital importance to them. 
Even before the Veterans Day furor started, the 
hard-earned benefits gained for those who served 
their country during time of war were gradually be­ 
ing eroded. 
In California the property tax exemption of $1,000 
granted veterans following WW I had become 
meaningless as assessors reduced eligibility down 
to a pauper level. No longer were home loans under 
the state’s veteran loan program available to all 
veterans, a means test having been imposed to 
limit the loans to those least financially able to af­ 
ford a home 
Job preference for veterans was under attack 
throughout the nation and in California it had all but 
disappeared, even though veterans by the thousands 
were jobless. 
In contrast to the attitude while the fighting was 
going on in WW II which exhibited itself in 
demonstrative efforts to show nothing was too good 
for “our boys,” such as shipping an overabundance 
of cigarettes to the troops, distributed for free 
through the Red Cross and other outlets, signs were 
going up in all public places telling those veterans 
they could no longer smoke anywhere excepting the 
sanctity of their own homes or similar private 
places. 
The unpopular Vietnam involvement had made it 
easier for anti-veteran actions but resentment of 
veteran benefits has always been a reaction after 
the fighting has stopped. 
The veteran organization leaders may think they 
made a great achievement in restoring Nov. 11 as 
their “day” but in the overall it is of no practical 
value to any veteran, and a mockery for those 
veterans who continue to suffer from the injuries 
received in combat. It is small comfort to listen to 
the politicians sing the praises of the veteran one 
day a year while the rest of the time they are either 
ignoring the veterans’ needs or erasing those 
benefits they had granted during a more grateful 
era

Let's get to the root 


Dear Editor: 
In reading many letters in this 
column, which I have appreciated, I 
have not yet read a letter that really 
gets to the root of our problems. We 
read about how we can get property 
tax relief, income tax relief, welfare 
tax relief — relief, relief, relief, in 
all aspects of our society. 
Really, it seems to me. we are go­ 
ing around in circles and missing the 
whole point. The real issue, on which 
all the rest are dependent, is public 
financing. Without public financing, 
all the other discussions are a waste 
of time and effort. For we must use 
government control for the good of 
the people — and private interests 
must come second — by insisting on 
a fair and equitable profit. For we 
either protect the economic balance 
in this society, or we fall, eventually, 
to communism. 
Through public financing our 
government is free in principle to 
serve all the people and. by so doing, 
to challenge business to prove that 
their demands will not create any ex­ 
treme or imbalance against the 
public interest. 


But behind public financing, the 
real root problem of all is inflation. 
The cause of inflation is extreme 
private interest dedicated to ex­ 
treme profit in all possible areas of 
the economy. When we can control 
that, through the public financing of 
elections, especially, and get 
representatives who will legislate 
for the good of all the people, and not 
primarily the special interests, then 
we will have solved many other 
problems and perhaps even have 
saved democracy — and can show 
how the system might work for the 
good of all. 


We need not worry so much about 
communism as about becoming 
more concerned to make our system 
truly democratic, preserving the 
principle of balance in legislation 
covering all parts of our society. 
This would m ake com m unism 
powerless and without influence, for 
democracy then would have a 
greater attraction to both young and 
old. 


Since the principle of harmony is 


balance in all things, as any one can 
prove, let’s get behind Common 
Cause and write our legislators, 
state and federal, to move in this 
direction and to pass all the legisla­ 
tion that contributes to this goal. 
Right now, you can write, urging 
your state legislator to pass AB-1372. 
a bill for public financing in the state 
of California now pending 
You can write your state senator 
also, to support SB-5 SUNSET. This 
bill will allow the legislative branch 
of government to judge whether any 
government agency is being produc­ 
tive enough to warrant continued 
funding and expenditure of our tax 
money. 
So let’s get together and act now, 
for it takes the people to organize for 
their common good One cannot do it 
all for others. 
Common Cause, our people’s lob­ 
by, has created the opportunity for 
us to speak up. so that we the people 
can show our united will for a 
government of the people, by the 
people, and for the people.

Eastland, the law killer

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WASHINGTON - Sly, old Sen. 
James Eastland, D-Miss., has the 
relaxed air of a man who has power 
and knows how to use it. His is not 
the ennobling power to shape bold 
national policies but the negative, 
petty power to frustrate and delay 
the proposals of others 
Eastland is against most of the 
legislation that passes over his desk 
He uses his power to kill laws, stall 
appointments and bog down the 
Senate when it tries to override him 
“It requires really the entire Senate 
to budge him,’’ confided a colleague 
Jim Eastland reigns as head of the 
Judiciary Committee, which handles 
60 percent of all Senate legislation 
(counting private bills). The com­ 
mittee has jurisdiction over federal 
courts and judges, civil liberties and 
most things constitutional and 
judicial. 
The slig h te st rum ble from 
Eastland, therefore, registers high 
on the Justice Department’s Richter 
scale He communicates through an 
almost Imperceptible process of 
grunts, raised eyebrows and knowing 
smiles. A snort will send top Justice 
officials scurrying 
No other state is treated by the 
federal prosecutors with such 
delicacy as Mississippi. Usually, it 
isn’t necessary for Eastland even to 
open his mouth; Justice officials 
react to what they fear he might be 
thinking. Any Mississippi case that 
might have political significance is 
handled with extreme caution 
Complained a federal strike force 
official: “ As long as Eastland re­ 
mains as chairman of the Judiciary 
Committee, federal investigations 


into Mississippi corruption will run 
into severe problems.” 
A Justice Department strike force, 
for example, identified Leo Hall as a 
major organized crime figure in Mis­ 
sissippi and successfully prosecuted 
him for counterfeiting U.S. Attorney 
Robert Hauberg followed up with 
another case against Hal! for posses­ 
sion of a firearm. 
During the trial, Hall obtained the 
list of prospective Jurors and, in ef­ 
fect. handpicked his own jury This 
outrage was exposed and a district 
court clerk. Bob Thomas, was con­ 
victed of Jury tampering 
But there were some bigger fish 
who were never fried Strike force 
investigators charged, for example, 
that the racketeer’s banker, Herman 
Hines, persuaded Thomas to slip the 
jury list to Hall. Hines is the 
respected chairman of the Mississip­ 
pi Deposit Guaranty National Bank. 
Investigators also alleged that 
Southern D istrict Court Judge 
Harold Cox, who presided over the 
jury tampering trial, met several 
times with Hines to brief him on the 
case In fact, strike force lawyers 
complained to U.S. Attorney Robert 
Hauberg that the judge’s actions 
might constitute obstruction of 
justice. 
There is no evidence that Eastland 
Intervened in any way Yet it was 
known in the backrooms of the 
Justice Department, our sources 
say. that these people were dose to 
Eastland 
Our sources recall that Eastland 
pushed hard for Judge Cox’s appoint­ 
ment. He finally made a deal with 
the late President John F. Kennedy, 


who appointed Cox in return for 
E astland’s approval of Justice 
Thurgood Marshall for a U.S. ap­ 
pellate judgeship 
Hines is a political backer of 
Eastland, who owns a small amount 
of stock in his bank For that matter, 
the senator also recommended 
Hauberg to be U.S. attorney. 
It is interesting to see what hap­ 
pened to the strike force when it 
began investigating E astland’s 
friends After the accusations were 
made against Judge Cox, our sources 
report, Hauberg withdrew his sup­ 
port from the strike force, which was 
instructed not to press the investiga­ 
tion of Judge Harold Cox or Herman 
Hines. 
A few months later, the strike 
force was disbanded and its func­ 
tions were turned over to the new 
Public Integrity Section. 
F o rm er A ssistan t A ttorney 
General Richard Thornburgh, who 
had the responsibility for organized 
crim e investigations, told our 
reporter Hal Bemton that the deci­ 
sion to disband the strike force did 
not result from political pressure. 
It is true enough that Eastland's 
influence upon the Justice Depart­ 
ment is often invisible. The top of­ 
ficials just instinctively avoid dis­ 
pleasing the powerful Mississippi 
senator 
Eastland's influence has increased 
with age He will be 73 next month 
In his inner sanctum, he usually 
slouches in his chair so only his head 
and shoulders appear above the desk 
Round-faced and close-mouthed, 
blinking through glasses, he has the 
knowing look of a stuffed owl

The dangers of 
Halloween

Hobgoblins and witches, jack-o-lantems and 
masks, what once marked the innocent observance 
of the festivities surrounding the harvest and 
carried over to the more formal event of All Saints 
Day and the celebration of the Hallow Mass, are 
with us once more. 
Unfortunately the occasion, which in this country 
was one of happy social gatherings in the churches 
with games for the young and feasting for all, has 
become far too much of a specter fraught with 
perils for the young and old. 
It may seem Scroogishly misanthropic to decry 
the misguided direction Halloween has taken. But 
tolerating small children prowling the 
neighborhoods, many totally unsupervised, openly 
engaging in a mild form of extortion with their 
“trick or treat” demands, is hardly the way to in­ 
still good moral conduct or proper respect for 
others. 
Putting apart the philosophical side of the 
modern Halloween celebration, consider the perils 
to the children. Encouraging them to seek sweets 
from total strangers subjects them to the risks of 
poisoning accidentally, or deliberately on the part 
of malicious persons as well as kooks. Further­ 
more, roaming dark streets exposes them to other 
hazards, not the least of which is that of being hit by 
a car whose driver didn’t see a child darting out in a 
not-too-visible costume. 
Then there is the harassment of childless couples 
or the elderly and the sick who are called upon to be 
unwilling participants in the fun and games, endless­ 
ly answering the doorbell at great inconvenience 
to respond to the bands of kids. Worse, it exposes 
them to the dangers of opening the door to other 
than innocent children. For there are the vicious 
who seize upon the occasion to masquerade as 
Halloweeners to perpetrate crimes. 
The whole idea of “trick or treat ” may have 
seemed harmless when it started but time has 
proved it to be unacceptably dangerous to the 
children and their elders. 
So its continuation would not appear to be of 
benefit to anyone excepting the merchants who find 
a bonanza in the sale erf candies and other junk food 
as well as the costumes and gadgetry for the occa­ 
sion and thus encourage it through their advertis­ 
ing Still, the blame cannot all be put on the com­ 
mercial interests, for the parents and the schools 
are guilty of aiding and abetting its perpetuation. 
Obviously more is needed to divert the guileless 
energies of the children to happier ways of 
Halloween partying. If the churches cannot provide 
the solution, other ways must be found. 
And, while all too often the public turns to the 
Legislature for help, It might just be the lawmakers 
could aid in this one. That is not to suggest the out­ 
lawing of “trick or treat” as one Pennsylvania 
community has done. But, perhaps, a mandate to 
the schools to develop better ways of observing 
Halloween would be appropriate. Working with the 
PTA, the schools could sponsor Halloween parties 
at community centers to take up the slack not 
provided by the churches. In either locale, 
wholesome festivities could be held under proper 
supervision, thereby assuring the safety of the 
children. 
Until somebody acts the public can expect to con­ 
tinue to read stories in their newspapers about the 
malicious poisoning of children and other 
Halloween atrocities as well as elderly being 
brutalized and robbed by ’’Halloween' 
masqueraders.

Photography is no snap 


DEAR DR. M ILLER: J-bird is stark naked. Believe 
me, a plucked chicken is beautiful compared to a naked 
parakeet. I ’ve been told he has some kind of hereditary 
disease and he may never grow anything but a few 
pinfeathers. He has made it this far all right, but does he 
have a chance of making it through the winter? I ’d hate to 
lose him. I ’ve gotten used to looking at him and he’s such 
a plucky (or is it plucked) little bird, I just want to keep 
him around. — V.T. 


DEAR V.T: Obviously, J-bird has to put away plenty of 
chow to keep his furnace stoked, since without an in­ 
sulating feather jacket his body heat is constantly and 
rapidly dissipated from his skin No matter how much he 
stows away, however, he can’t hope to keep warm on food 
alone. 


He needs outside help. Best bet? A cage setup which 
provides him with a constant temperature of between 80 
and 90 degrees. Preferably, one side of the cage would 
read nearly 90 and the other around 80 Then he can pick 
his own best comfort zone. To provide this fairly constant 
source of heat and prevent drafts, three sides and the top 
of the cage should be covered with clear plastic which ad­ 
mits light but eliminates air currents. Your bare bird’s 
best chance lies within such a protected environment. 
Without it, chilling and probably fatal complications 
would be almost inevitable. 


DEAR DR M ILLER: A while back you said that white 
German shepherds can’t be registered. You are in error. I 
have one and it is registered with the American Kennel 
Club — E.N. 
DEAR E.N.: I stated the white German shepherd could 
not compete in the confirmation show ring — they are dis­ 
qualified (Upon rereading what I wrote, you will note I 
indicated they could be registered with the AKC. 


DEAR DR. M ILLER: I sprout rye grass for my cats 
They love it. Sometimes I overwater or forget to water 
the tray of soil.

Does sugar provide energy? 


DEAR DR LAMB - I am very ac­ 
tive and my preferred recreation is 
tennis. I eat two or three lumps of 
sugar between sets to provide "quick 
energy" I am told that this is in 
error and that it can actually cause a 
decrease in blood sugar. Is this cor­ 
rect? What is "blood sugar’ and how 
is it produced? 
DEAR READ ER — Most people 
seem to forget there is such a thing 
as digestion Food of any type has to 
be processed by the stomach and 
small intestine before it can be ab­ 
sorbed into the blood stream. 
Protein and fat, particularly, are 
not emptied from the stomach very 
rapidly. Fat may remain in the 
stomach for-hours. Food in the 
stomach cannot be absorbed and 
hence cannot provide a single calorie 
of energy. That is what is wrong with 
the steak and egg meal before foot­ 
ball games and the like The steak 
and egg are usually still in the 
stomach after the game is over 
Carbohydrates are more rapidly 
processed by the stomach than any 
other food. If they are soluble as 
sugar is. the liquid solution is rapidly 
emptied into the small intestine 
where it can be broken down and ab­ 
sorbed for immediate use as energy. 
Sugar is glucose and fructose 
hooked together into one molecule. 
The molecule is broken down in the 
small intestine and within 30 minutes 


to one hour after ingesting a solution 
of sugar water you will reach a peak 
blood level of these substances The 
fructose is converted to glucose in 
the energv process. All car­ 
bohydrates from any and all sources 
eventually are converted to glucose 
for energy This includes the car­ 
bohydrates in cereals, fresh fruits 
and vegetables. 
The sugar you eat between sets 
does provide energy if you need it. 
Blood sugar is a general term and 
could include glucose and fructose 
and even galactose (part of milk 
sugar). The major portion of it is 
glucose. We are particularly in­ 
terested in blood glucose in terms of 
diagnosing diabetes or hypoglycemia 
(often called low blood sugar, but it 
really means low blood glucose

It is not true that the sugar you eat 
between sets will lower your blood 
sugar. Some sensitive people who 
have hypoglycemia will have an ex­ 
cess outpouring of insulin which in 
turn may cause a rebound low blood 
glucose level because of the insulin 
action. 
Exercise causes the body to bum 
glucose This can significantly lower 
the* blood glucose level. That is why a 
diabetic who takes insulin may need 
to eat more or take less insulin if he 
is going to exercise The exercise 
and regular amount of insulin com­ 
bined may cause an insulin reaction 
— hypoglycemia, Diabetics need to 
regulate Doth their food intake and 
their exercise to maintain a 
reasonably stable level of blood 
glucose.

In that game, a 13-0 loss, the 6-0, 190-jound junior had 
carried nine times for 36 yards when he was injured He 
also returned two kickoffs for 58 yards and caught one 
pass for a 10-yard gain.

He also 
had 11 kickoff returns for 301 yards including one for 94 
yards and a TD.

SEATTLE - Cal Poly product Jim 
Zorn returned from the injury list in 
a big way Sunday afternoon to lead 
the Seattle Seahawks to a smashing 
56-17 triumph over the Buffalo Bills. 
Zorn, who had been out four weeks 
with a knee injury, shook off two ear­ 
ly interceptions to rip the Bills apart 
as Seattle grabbed a commanding 42- 
3 halftime margin. 
His 31-yard touchdown pass to 
Steve Largent late in the first 
quarter gave the Seahawks the lead 
for good at 7-3. The lefthanded 
quarterback from Poly completed 10 
of 21 passes for 251 yards and four 
touchdowns and ran 4 yards for a 
fifth score in the fitsy half alone. 
Zorn was spelled by backup Steve 
Myer, the former Mt. San Antonio 
College star, late in the third period 
Myer finished with four completions 
in six attempts for 37 yards while 
Zorn connected on 11 of 23 for 296, 
“When your offensive line can pick 
up the blitz, that puts the receivers 
one-on-one.” said Zorn, who also pas­ 
sed 37 yards to Duke Fergerson, 10 
yards to Don Testerman and 48 to 
Largent “And if the quarterback has 
enough time, I don't think there's 


any way the defensive backs can 
cover them.” 
“I have to believe they blew their 
coverage." Largent added. "This 
was the first time a secondary just 
ignored us deep. They just came 
dwon 17 yards and stopped We made 
it look like we were running a curl 
and just ran right by them.” 


The Bills, who dropped to 1-9 to re­ 
main in the American Conference 
Eastern Division cellar, got behind 
in a hurry and never got reorganized. 
”1 never thought it would be this 
bad,” sighed Jim Ringo, the Bills’ 
embattled coach. The loss was Buf­ 
falo's 16th in 17 games since Ringo 
replaced Lou Saban early last 
season. 


“We tried every pass coverage, 
but Zorn kept throwing and they kept 
catching it,” Ringo said. 


Buffalo took an early 3-0 lead on 
Carson Long’s 25-yard field goal 
Tony Greene’s 19-yard return to the 
Seattle 16 with the first of his two in­ 
terceptions of Zorn passes set up the 
kick. Greene intercepted a Myer 
pass in the fourth period to establish 
a Buffalo single-game record.

BUFFALO (AP) - Reports that 
star running back O.J. Simpson may 
have played his last game as a Buf­ 
falo Bill circulated today following 
the Bills' 56-17 loss to the Seahawks 
in Seattle on Sunday. 
Im m ediately after the game, 
Simpson left for Los Angeles to visit 
his family and to have another doctor 
check the left knee that has been 
bothering him for several weeks. 
A source close to the situation 
said, “If the indications are that the 
knee would need surgery, he might 
consider retiring.” 
The Bills described Simpson’s 
knee problem last week as a 
derangem ent and said it was 
questionable whether he would start 
in the game against Seattle. 
But Simpson did start and carried 
the ball nine times for a total of 32 
yards before leaving the contest in 
the second quarter. He sat on the 
sideline the rest of the game 
Simpson's present contract with 
the Bills runs through the 1978 
season He repeatedly has said he 
won't play any more pro ball after 
1978.

In other National Football League action it was 
Baltimore 31, Pittsburgh 21; Chicago 26, Green Bay 0, 
New Orleans 27, Los Angeles 26, San Francisco 20, 
Tampa Bay 10; Seattle 56 Buffalo 17; San Diego 14, 
Miami 13, New England 24, New York Jets 13; 
Washington 23, Philadelphia 17; Cleveland 44, Kansas 
City 7, Minnesota 14, Atlanta 7, and Cincinnati 13, 
Houston 10 in overtime The New York Giants visit St, 
Louis tonight.
